successful endeavors, the home, has failed to follow this ex- 
ample. Ever since the landing of the slaves in America, the 
idea of housework has borne the stigma of drudgery. The 
hired girl has been looked down on as being in a low class of 
work. Why? The answer seems to be that the manager of the 
home has not kept pace with the manager of the outside world. 

The idea that washing dishes, cleaning, doing laundry is to 
be looked down upon has existed because the home bosses have 
made it so by belittling the importance of this work. Until 
recently, this field has been overcrowded. There has been 
a wide range to choose from and the advantage of selecting 
the person who could do the most work for the money. Home- 
makers failed to demand trained workers because untrained 
help was cheaper. Would Mr. Office Manager take an un- 
trained stenographer because she was cheaper? No! He knows 
that a trained person is an asset to his business. Would he 
expect his employees to work from twelve to sixteen hours a 
day? No! He is smart enough to realize that continued over- 
work will wreck any machine, human or otherwise. Hence 
there are rest periods in all eight-hour industrial days. 

The idea that anybody can do housework is false. Would 
a veterinary be called to do a physician’s work? Would a 
plumber be called to do a job of interior decorating? Most 
assuredly not! Yet a high school girl, or any untrained per- 
son, is expected to do housework because they are taught to 
believe it is of no consequence. Therefore, people have trained 
themselves for positions the world looks on as being impor- 
tant. Low-income families have sacrificed to educate their chil- 
dren to save them from the apparent drudgery of housework. 

True enough, the old-fasiioned kitchen has been changed 
to a beautifully decorated laboratory work shop with modern 
appliances. But the hiring of a “slavey” to work there still 
remains unchanged. 


A former employer of mine once told me that she had con- 
sidered leasing a home in a Southern state, and on being shown 
the house, which was lovely in every detail, she finally in- 


quired about the kitchen, only to be told in a very scornful 
raanner by the lady of the house that she never entered there.

A fime example of 


the sense of responsibility that is the heritage of every American citizen

ee are looking at an art exhibition, when you look at these 

pages, and the two pages following. An art exhibition now 
being held in the Gibbes Art Gallery in Charleston by the Caro- 
lina Art Association. You are looking at the efforts of a group 
of socially responsible citizens who saw that their traditionally 
hospitable city was turning into a “hell-hole” for thousands upon 
thousands of newcomers to Charleston. You are looking at re- 
sults of 3,000 hours of manpower and womanpower work—work 
that shows fellow Charlestonians how they can fight the war on 
the home front. Many a fine manicure was ruined creating this 
exhibition, and many miles of sore muscles were created over the 
sandpapering blocks that were wielded before this 1943 art ex- 
hibition could be opened for a breathless Charleston. 

But before the pretty Charleston matrons could pick up ham- 
mer, nails, and paint remover, the idea was born in the minds of 
staff members of the Gibbes Art Gallery, headed by Director

R. N. S. Whitelaw, a man who believes that art is more than 
something you hang on your walls, and that a gallery is honor 
bound to help beauty go hand-in-hand with everyday living. The 
Gibbes staff decided that the biggest contribution they could 
make lay in the field of practical home decoration. They knew 
that the Charlestonians who were trying to make room for the 
Navy brides and war workers’ families in their own homes were 
faced with two big decorating problems. 

The first problem was the bugbear of material shortages. Sec- 
ond was their understandable disinclination to spend a great 
deal of money fixing up temporary quarters which, after the war, 
they would no longer rent. So the Gibbes staff set out to build 
a “Home Front Homes” exhibit, to be created out of discarded 
white elephants from the city’s attics and basements, and from 
the discards of hotels and furniture stores. HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 
is proud to present highlights of the resulting exhibition.

Lettered on one wall of the Gibbes Art Gallery exhibition is the timely admonition 
that, although meat and gasoline are rationed, “wit, paint, and ingenuity” are not. Cer- 
tainly they weren’t in Charleston, as these pages attest. For here are whole apartments ‘ 
furnished for incredible sums like $41.92 (at right) and $190 (below). 

The bottom of an old iron stove has been converted into a coffee table. Picture 
frames, school desks, office tables, and candy cases were switched to strange, worth- 
while uses. Newspaper is used as wallpaper, pictures as wall cabinets, wallpaper as 
pictures, kitchen cabinets as secretaries. The giant dresser, bought second-hand for 
$10 and shown on the preceding page, was ripped up and made into a handsome chest, 
a table, and a mirror, with a wall shelf as a bonus. Entire rooms were decorated for as 
little as $25, and the most expensive room a one-room apartment, cost under 5200. 

Every bit of the reclaiming and labor (hard labor) was done by men and women 
volunteer workers—both old residents and the newcomers from trailer camps and hous- 
ing projects that have mushroomed around the city. Many of them had to go out and 
learn the techniques of painting, sandpapering, and carpentry from local experts before 
they could set to work. But they did it. And the results prove that drabness, dreariness, 
and squalor need not be the companions of frugality, conservation, and a dedication 
to the purchase of War Bonds. Both landlords and tenants can be inspired by it.

here are enough complications on the home 

front,” Mrs. Appleyard says, “without hay- 
ing martyred cooks in hot kitchens.” 

Not that martyrs are not admirable in their 
places, but in the kitchen she puts them in the 
class with caraway seeds on roast lamb, pale 
pie crust, and carrots smeared with flour paste. 

So she advises this season’s crop of cooks 
to give up the pleasure of steaming themselves 
searlet and then saying, “Now you all sit 
down. I can’t eat a thing.” 

The family will enjoy a meal served by 
some one who looks and is cool and comfort- 
able. That goes a long way toward making 
everyone else feel the same. The food and the 
manner in which it is served will do the rest. 

This does not mean meals that are all cold 
food. People tire of that even in hot weather. 
Mrs. Appleyard always has something hot at 
each meal, but on hot days she plans a hot 
dish that will cock quickly. She takes advan- 
tage of any cool days to do roasting and bak- 
ing. She serves meals outdoors and does all 
the cooking she can on her outdoor fireplace. 
She has even canned vegetables on it. 

When the weather is sizzling outside, she 
uses the coolest-looking things she has to set 
her table. Misty green or pale sea-blue and 
silver are colors for those days. White flowers 
in white jars, a dripping crescent of honeydew 
melon resting on a wide green leaf, mint in 
clinking, frosted cups, crisp lettuce with green 
herbs in a silver bowl, lemon sherbet in 
glasses as.thin as a soap bubble, a cloth like 
a cobweb—these all make you forget that out- 
side the sun beats down unceasingly, that the 
wind does not even stir the leaves on the 
white birch. 

Peas are at their best on those hot days. 
They are green globes of jcde and, unlike 
jade, they cook in five minutes or sometimes 
less.

“Did you ever think,” asks Mrs. Appleyard.

| How to prevent poisoning. For some people there seems to be no answer, 
| not even the obvious one: don’t come in contact with the plant or its poison. 
| It is impossible to know who or what may be contaminated with the toxic 
principle of poison ivy. It may remain effective on articles of clothing for 
more than a year. Plants which have been dead for more than two years may 
be extremely poisonous. Particles of poison-bearing matter may be carried 
in smoke when ivy plants are burned. If you're really sensitive, and persist 
in living in “ivy country,” you won't escape entirely, and there’s no point in 
trying to kid yourself into thinking you can. Recent experiments prove the 
efficacy in varying degrees of immunizing medications and injections. Some 
people find washing exposed parts of the body with a solution readily pre- 
pared from drug store purchases before venturing into an ivy patch to be 
helpful, especially if treatment is repeated immediately after known contact. 
A suggested mixture is a 5% solution of iron chloride in half-and-half alcohol 
and water will often give good results. And it’s cheap and simple. Smearing 
the skin with oil or oil-base preparations is worse than useless, since ivy sap 
is dissolved in and spread by oils. Wearing protective clothing helps, of 
course, but remember that ihe clothing itself may become and stubbornly 


remain contaminated to a surprisingly infectious degree. 


How to relieve the effects of poisoning. The first way, if the poisoning 
is extensive, is to consult a physician. This form of dermatitis may be serious, 
resulting in acute discomfort and followed by bad scars. For poisoning that is 
annoying rather than anything else (as most cases are), washing with yellow 
soap or any good soap with a non-oily base immediately after known or sus- 
pected contact with ivy sap, as well as after the effects of poisoning appear, 
may be effective. So may the iron chloride wash mentioned above. Or a 5% 
potassium permanganate solution (which also retards spreading). Once the 
poisoning reaches the visible and painful or itching stage, there isn’t much 
anyone can do to cure or speed recovery. The itching, however, may be 
allayed by soda applications, starches, calamine lotion. Iron chloride and 
potassium permanganate usually do harm rather than good when this point 
in the infection has been reached, especially if open sores are present. This 
is the time when simple ivy poisoning is often allowed to develop into serious 
skin trouble, to plague the victim long after the poison has exhausted itself. 
Don’t monkey around with extensive sores or heavy inflammation. Go to your 
doctor. Left to itself (which it seldom is, since itches are obviously meant to 
be scratched), the average case of ivy poisoning will run its course in a week

both keenly conscious of contemporary style. And yet they are not 
modernists in a strict sense, for both have a strong preference for

Mr. Linden, who is a designer, planned this house as a_back- 


ground for all these enthusiasms. It’s a merger of lovely, tree-shaded 
terrain, serene, spacious Modern, and classic elegance. It was built 
around a semi-enclosed garden, which means that all ihe rooms are 
light and airy and as close to the outdoors as | \ long 
terrace provides the sun-loving Lindens with an « ir living 
room.

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M and Mrs. Linden were agreed that simplicity and comfort are 
still of first importance in a house that looks to the outdoors as 
theirs does. But you'll find no rustic simplicity here. Rather, the 
rooms have that open, clear-cut simplicity that belongs to Modern 
at its best. Furnishings and fabrics, while they are a far cry from 
homespun and cotton, have a classic restraint, a complete lack of 
fussiness. 

Except for antique pieces, most of the furniture and fabrics were 
designed by Mr. Linden himself. Documentary pieces from the Eight- 
eenth Century inspired the living-room furniture, but Mr. Linden, 
while keeping their refined, graceful lines, has given them a con- 
temporary straightforwardness and a modern comfort that the origi- 
nals could never have had. 

Both the Lindens like bright color and wanted lois of it in their 
country house. But theirs is a subtle color sense, not given to sharp 
contrasts or splashes of hue and shade. They have blended color, 
just as they have blended design, to attain a restful, cool effect. In 
the living room they’ve used a rare combination of sapphire blue 
and emerald green. They made their walls blue-green and toned 
them down with silvery gray draperies and rug. Their chairs are 
covered in a handsome rough textured raw silk, woven of threads of 
vivid green and blue. In one sense, they planned this room for their 
garden, because they use flowers here in abundance. And with each 
flower arrangement—sometimes brilliant yellow, sometimes crimson 
or purple blue—the room takes on a different character. 

The great triumph of the house is the smooth and graceful blend- 
ing of its varied design elements. You'll find a French mantel, a 
Sheraton table, a Chinese chest, so skillfully combined in one room 
that you’re not even aware of the differences in period and style. 
You are conscious only that the whole effect is right. This feeling of

But when real drought 
hits, soak the ground to a depth of 
4”.6”. A canvas hose is ideal. Or let 
hose run in trench.

Sow spinach between corn rows 
when the ears are almost ready 


When old-fashioned corn was grown 
in hills, usually late squash or pump- 
kins wandered in between. Now 
smaller, more compact hybrids are 
more often set in rows, This is not 
so convenient for squash. But how 
about late, quick-growing row crops 
such as spinach? Plant seeds in 
drills midway between corn a_lort- 
night before corn is to be cut down.

Mulch plant roots with salt hay 
to keep them cool and weed free 


Most roots like coolness and plenty 
of moisture in the torrid days of mid- 
summer. The books tells us that a 
dust mulch helps to maintain these 
conditions, and who are we to deny 
it. But a mulch of salt hay, straw, 
corn husks, grass clippings is better 
and less work. Don’t apply any 
mulch, though, till ground warms and 
surface is free of weeds. Then mulch 
round big plants and between rows 


Plant half as many carrot seeds 
and eat twice as many carrots 


As you might suppose, this is done 
by sleight of hand—that kind of 
manual dexterity that’s required to 
sow carrot seeds in a drill thinly. 
The ideal is to sow few enough seeds 
so that all carrots coming up will be 
worth eating as thinnings. If seed- 
lings are too crowded, they will not 
develop even to that extent. In addi- 
tion, seed is wasted. So take twice 
as long and sow carrot seed 3 to 1” 








































Pick crops as they ripen to 
encourage continued bearing 


Most vegetables have a lot of “cut- 
and-come-again” blood in them. The 
more you pick the more they pro- 
duce. But more important, unless 
you keep ripe fruits or pods picked, 
plants will often cease to bear long 
before the normal season is over.

COMMANDMENTS 


and how not to break them 


By Florence Paine 


Thou shalt follow an authoritative 


ning if you would have successful, flavorsome, whole- 


some results. There is no place for guesswork in home 
canning. (See House Beautiru’s June issue for a list 
of booklets which should be on every home cannetr’s 
reference shelf.) 


Thou shalt select for canning only young and perfect 
vegetables for good-tasting results. Young vegetables 
are sweeter because the sugar hasn’t turned to starch. 
Stale and over-mature vegetables are more subject to 
spoilage because undesirable changes take place in 
both fruits and vegetables almost immediately after 
picking due to enzymes. For this reason it is inad- 
visable for people who must buy their fruits and vege- 
tables to attempt home canning unless they can be 
certain that the fruits and vegetables have been 
gathered only a few hours before. Use the com- 
mercial canner’s slogan, “two hours from garden 
to can,” as your canning rule of thumb. Be sure to dis- 
card leafy vegetables with dried places, where bac- 
teria grow more readily, and any fruit or vegetables 
with blemishes. 


Thou shalt examine jars for cracked edges or nicks 
that will prevent a perfect seal. Wash all jars thor- 
oughly in hot soapy water. But jars need not be 
sterilized if they are to be processed in a pressure 
cooker or boiling water bath, unless they have held 
spoiled canned food. Then they should be boiled for 
10 minutes in a solution of water and washing soda. 


Thou shalt blanch vegetables before putting them into 
hot clean jars in order to halt enzyme action which 
continues to mature vegetables and make them less 
sweet and tender. Blanching also wilts and shrinks 
vegetables, permitting a more solid pack, and, since 
from. tissues, 


it removes air it helps heat to pene- 


trate more quickly to center of jars. Food in the center 


of the jar as well as on the outside must he cooked 
long enough to destroy bacteria and prevent con- 
tinued growth. 

Thou shalt keep jars in hot water -whik preparing 
fruits and vegetables for processing to avoid break 
age which often occurs when boiling hot food and 


liquid is placed in a cold jar.

berry-picker’s shack, at the back of a vacant lot on a 

busy street, looked like “Shangri-La” to Decorator 
Florence Lewis of Los Angeles when she glimpsed it be- 
hind some beautiful avocado trees she had stopped to 
admire. For Mrs. Lewis’s family had gradually diminished 
in size until she was alone in her house, feeling exactly 
like the lone survivor in a five-pound candy box. She 
wanted a place that fitted “her size,” where she wouldn't 
feel lost; but could settle down cozily with her best-loved 
possessions. 

The berry-picker’s shack had just three rooms and a 


bath, in not very eood condition. But it cost only $3,000. 


With careful planning and clever use of materials, Mrs. 
Lewis's remodeling cost her $650. In addition, she spent 
$375 to create a gem of a garden, surrounded by a tall 
fence. But it was worth every penny, for the garden and 
tall fence overcame the disadvantage of living on a busy 
thoroughfare, and provided her with privacy, quiet, and 
beauty. 

Slight architectural changes transformed the ugly 
duckling into a charming cottage: the separate garage. 
with its roof at right angles to that of the house, was 
incorporated in the house, adding three feet to the pres- 
ent living room. More floor space and spaciousness were 
provided in the living room by adding a bay window. 

Mrs. Lewis used her decorating knowledge to effect 
economies in the interior of the house. Badly cracked 
walls and ceilings were wallpapered instead of painted. 
thus overcoming defects that paint alone would not have 
concealed. Instead of going to the expense and trouble 
of having badly marred floors sanded and refinished. M 
Lewis painted them black and waxed them to make 


keep easy. They re nicer to look at. too. 


John Garner, architectural and landscape designer, usefully employed three feet 
of waste space between garage and house (top left) by adding them to the living 
room and connecting garage and house with a new roof. He overcame the disad- 
vantage of too small a living room with a bay window, which affords more light 





Small houses don't usually have sufficient storage space. But the three feet gained 
when house and garage were connected created this fireplace with recessed 
bookshelves and cupboards beneath for accessories. Use of stock molding helped 
keep remodeling costs low. Wallpaper concealed badly cracked walls and ceiling 


Mrs. Lewis's beautiful old English 
cupboard fitted perfectly into the 
corner near the bedroom, but there 
wasn't room for a hinged door that 
would swing out into room and inter- 
fere with furniture. So she made a 


door of collapsible indoor window 





shutters, thereby saving floor space 





Mrs. Lewis had to have her garden next to the street, because the existing house 
was set back on the lot. She overcame this obstacle by hemming it in with a 
high fence, insuring absolute privacy. Visitors ring a bell at the gate to be 
admitted. Magnolia, loquat, peach, and pear trees are espaliered against wall

Mrs. Lewis likes antiques, but they 
must be purposeful ones, as witness

Prepare a deep, rich seed bed 


You really have to dig to have suc- 
cess here. A fine, rich, well-drained 
soil is essential. To insure drainage, 
it may be necessary to go 18”-24” 
(A). Coarse material at bottom, 
well-manured soil above. Normal 
conditions call for sowing '/2” deep 
soon as spring soil is workable. Fall 
seed may be sown 2” deep and 
heavily mulched (B), or 4” deep to 
stay below ground till spring (C) 





Thin plants early and carefully 


Roots of Sweet Peas are brittle and 
grow fast and deep. Hence thinning 
of plants should be done early and 
with care so that remaining roots 
are not disturbed. If pot-started 
seeds are set 6” apart (A), no root 
damage is likely, and of course no 
thinning or waste needed. In spring 
sowing in trench, thinning should be 
done before final filling (B). In or- 
dinary sowing, thin at height of 3” 


Guard against thirsty aphids 


Chief pest of all peas is the plant 
louse, known in this incarnation as 
pea aphis. It comes with the warm 
weather and the pea buds, sucks 
jyices from leaves, unfolding shoots, 
stalks, and flowers themselves (A). 
Nicotine sulphate or soap spray will 
kill by contact. Blasting heat and 
real drought are only other bad en- 
emies. A mulch (B) of peat moss or 


tobacco stems keeps the roots cool 








Start indoors 
It takes some practice to grow fine 
Sweet Peas, and practice may indi- 
cate worth of starting seed indoors, 
either standard or early sorts, if 
your climate makes outdoor culture 
difficult. Sow 3 seeds in sand in a 
pot (A), thinning to best I. Or use 
paper pots, transferring these to 
outdoor bed. Outdoors (C), start 
early under |” soil in sand-lined 
3” trench, filling in as plant grows 


Provide strong, simple support 


Stakes and any arrangement of 
string, wire, brush, or netting that 
will let Peas climb and hold them in 
wind and rain are satisfactory. Least 
obtrusive is containing single row 
of plants within looped strings, add- 
ing loops only as plants grow (A). 
Nets, either wire or kind made for 
purpose and bought at stores (B), 
take care of 2 rows 6”-8” apart. 


Or hang brush from staked wire (C)

In addition to stabilizing tempera- 
ture and moisture content with 
mulch, see that moisture content is 
kept up by watering often enough 
to make growth bright green and 
healthy.

When fall comes will you be saying, “You should have 


to love your garden in September as you did in May. 


howmanship is half the battle in maintaining a good garden. 

The other half is generalship. (The third half, of course, is 
hard work, but we don’t add that in.) Generalship, reduced 
to its simplest gardening terms, consists in having the blooms 
you want where you want to have them and when you want 
them to be there. In spring, such strategic planning is strictly 
an armchair proposition. A broomstick would almost bloom 
then, if you gave it good soil and fussed with it a bit. Summer 
isn’t too difficult to plan for. One reason is because most of the 
summer-flowering plants we have are such persevering and fool- 
proof things, like Daylilies and hardy Phlox and Platycodon. 
Another reason is that newly set or young spring perennials 
often bloom later than the schedules call for. But come fall— 
then the ranks break, the holes open up, and we start alibiing 
and second guessing. What to do? 





There’s still time to insure fall bloom. But you'll lave to 
get at it right away. The first and most economical maneuver 
is to start seeds of quick-growing annual flowers in a seed bed. 
or among plants now in the borders that will be dormant in 
autumn. Another way is to transplant annuals or young fall- 
blooming perennials, ones that may be starting to crowd each 
other, to strategic locations where trouble might be expected 
later. Still a third way is to buy plants, either such annuals as 
may still be obtainable from florists and nurserymen, or per- 
ennials. Then a fourth way is to throw summer-flowering bulbs 
into the breach. (See House BreautiruL for June, p. 72.) A 
fifth method—and one by no means to be sneered at—is the 
practice of give and take. You know—you give your neighbor 
something you have in excess and you take from him some- 
thing he doesn’t want but you do. No more need be said here 
about the last two procedures suggested, but consider the first 
three in their proper order. 


Sew seeds of speedy annuals. There are a lot of them that 
may be put in the ground as late as July first and still produce 
abundant bloom in the fall months. At left below, planting 
tips; and, in the white circles, ten trouble-shooters of the first

If, in spite of 
advance planning during the winter doldrums or the preced- 
ing season, this autumn’s borders promise to offer a few un- 
sightly gaps or suffer a few planting failures, then it’s logical 
to suppose youll have a surplus somewhere else. Perhaps you 
regularly maintain an overflow bed or nursery as a_store- 
house against bloom famines (if you don’t, you should here- 
after). Maybe it’s just that the Marigolds or Asters or what- 
not are more luxuriant than usual. Anyway, even though your 
surplus plants are pretty big now, you can transplant to more 
essential locations if you exercise care. Water plants thoroughly 
several hours before moving. Dig with a good ball of earth, 
disturbing the roots as little as possible. Set a little deeper in 
new location and water well and shade plants after setting. Use 
a transplanting hormone solution as per directions to reduce 
shock. These precautions may not be vital to keep the plant 
alive, but they are vital if its flowering schedule is not to be 
disrupted too seriously. 


Buy replacement plants. Are you one of the surprisingly 
large number of people who thinks that if you don’t do all your 
plant buying in spring or fall, youre out of luck? It is true 
that there are definite and perhaps quite unreasonable peaks 
in plant buying, especially of started annuals. But nurseries are 
in operation the year round. Perennials may be dug and trans- 
planted all through the summer. The secret, of course, is moving 
them with an intact ball of moist soil around the roots. So long 
as that is done, chances of success are excellent. Buy only of 
reliable dealers and pay an honest price. Then you can say !o 
your friends this fall, “You must see my garden!”

trol shrinkage or make stretch- 
ing or starching unnecessary. 

Look for labels that give laun- 
dering instructions and follow 
them implicitly. Never wash if 
dry-cleaning is recommended. If 
buying yard goods, ask clerk 
about washability instructions 
and guarantee, if any. 

Remove pins and rings before 
washing to avoid rust stains, etc. 

Remove trimmings like braid 
and fringe, if possible, and wash 
separately. 

Test for washability, shrink- 
age, etc., if at all doubtful as to 
reaction of fabric in water. 

Test for colorfastness by dip- 
ping a small sample of material 
in a glass of lukewarm water. If 
there is only a slight discolora- 
tion, it’s safe to proceed, as this 
is probably just excess dye. 
(You can also test colorfastness 
by patting the underside of the 
hem with a clean towel dipped 
in warm water. ) 

Launder your curtains before 
they are so grimy that only 
strenuous scrubbing will make 
them clean. It’s axiomatic that 
your curtains will wear twice 
as long if you wash them twice 
as often. 

Wash multi-colored prints as 
quickly as possible to offset 
color bleeding. Never wring. 

Vacuum curtains, draperies, 
all home furnishings, often to 
prevent dirt from settling into 
the fabric. 

Remember lighter shades, ac- 
cording to tests, are less likely to 
fade from exposure to sunlight. 

Wash your curtains in soft 
water. 

Comb the fringe of trimmed 
curtains to straighten.

Bleach anything but white 
cottons—never multi-color fab- 
rics. 

Launder lined draperies un- 
less both fabrics have been 
washed before draperies were 
made. Otherwise lining and 
drapery fabric may shrink dis- 
proportionately. 

Wash different colored fab- 
rics together. Best results are 
insured if all colors are washed 
separately. 

Be misled into thinking that 
your curtains won’t shrink at 
all if labeled “Pre-shrunk.” The 
label will probably tell you the 
percentage of shrinkage you 
can expect, which is usually 
about 2% in “pre-shrunk” ma- 
terials. Much shrinkage can 
be overcome by careful han- 
dling, proper water tempera- 
ture, and easing to fit previous 
measurements while drying on 
stretcher or in ironing. 

As a general rule wash loose- 
ly woven fabrics of cotton and 
wool as they shrink a great deal. 
Dry-cleaning is preferred. 

Hang colored or printed fab- 
rics so that the colors will touch. 
Best to hang lengthwise, by 
curtain edge. 

Wash fabrics that are so 
heavy that they would be un- 
wieldy when wet. 

Leave your curtains on the 
same window month after 
month. Shift them so that ex- 
posure to sun may be more 
equally distributed. 

Expect your curtains to 
spring back to their correct size 
by themselves. Measure them 
before washing, so you can bring 
them back to their correct size 
on a stretcher or by pressing.

of the Practical Gardener 


In July we honor Independence. “But from 
what?” the gardener demands as he weeds 


If there’s one thing a gardener learns to cultivate in midsummer, 
it’s a hearty respect for bugs and beetles. How they can carry on at 
such a pitch of destruction without stopping for rest or relaxation is 
indeed a mystery. If we were half as good there’d be no food shortage. 


Matter of fact, if the bugs were just a little more efficient than 
they are, there'd be no food. If you’ve ever seen what happens to a 
plant when it is left to fend for itself in July, yowll spray and dust 
and pluck and fertilize without complaint. 


As you undoubtedly know by now, restrictions on the use of rotenone prod- 
ucts in such quantities as the average Victory gardener will need have been 
relaxed. If you want to spray a cucurbit now, as well as a crucifer, even 


including a cabbage, go ahead! So put that dictionary away. 


Keep the lawn cut long and you'll help cut the weeds short. Most 
weeds, especially crab grass, can’t stand being shaded. Ergo: shade 


them—with grass. Keep your mower set at maximum height. 


Watch the water these days. Remember that a sunset downpour 
on dry ground may not penetrate an eighth of an inch. It takes a 
long soaking rain—or a real session with a good sprinkler or open 
hose—to do other than harm to parched plants. 


Have you given summer mulches a serious trial? If you haven't, 
wait for the next good rain, then scuffle out the weeds that spring 
up and mulch around plants or rows with salt hay or straw. Use a 
good layer. Then relax in pleased wonderment at the results. Toma- 
toes are fine to begin on. 


Don't let everbearing strawberries set fruit until the middle of the month. 
In other words, keep blossoms picked. Every July every garden writer always 
says this to his or her constituents. One editor we knew arbitrarily sets the 


third Tuesday in July as the date. Reason? Bigger and better fruit. 


You can divide Oriental Poppies in late July, too, if you can find 
them. (They’ll disappear with great suddenness after blooming. ) 
Divide the whole clump, or cut root members into 2” 


deep in the cold frame or seed bed. A peat 


pieces and 
plant upright about 1” 
mulch helps. 


Found a cutworm in my pocket the other day. Evidently believing in the 
direct approach, he was lodged in a dollar bill. So far, this is the only 
member of his breed I've seen this year. But | still cut cut-worm collars in 


my sleep. The economic lesson here is too obvious even for me to miss. 

Confess, now. When you’ve watered the brown earth with your 
precious sweat all through a hot week-end, and then stand looking 
along well-kept rows of flourishing crops, aren’t you pretty proud of 
yourself? Think you’ll always need a war to make you recapture 
this feeling? There are humbler but no less rewarding triumphs to

was where their food was prepared. 

You may ask, what is the sug- 
gested solution? The answer is ele- 
vation and education. Banish the 
idea that anybody will do. Expect 
and demand trained houseworkers. 
Insert training for this work in 
more high schools and colleges. 
Regulate working hours. Pay a 
living wage. Don’t expect the hired 
girl to give the baby his 6 a.m. 
bottle, work all day, and end up 
by giving the baby his 10 p.m. 
bottle. Forget the idea of the maid 
staying in every night but two to 
be with children after being on 
duty all day. 

Would Mr. Smith send his ste- 
nographer to work in Mr. Jones’s 
office if there was a slight let-up 
at his desk while Mr. Jones had 
extra work? No! Yet some Mrs. 
Smiths think Hilda should will- 
ingly go over to Mrs. Jones to help 
out, if Mrs. Jones is having a 
bridge and there will be no lunch 
at Smiths’ that day. 

Many household workers are 
now in war plants doing their bit 
to win the war. It should be recog- 
nized that most of them will not 
return to their former employment 
and they will welcome this escape. 
If they don’t return, it will be the 
fault of their employers, and the 
low state in which such work is 
regarded. 

Personally, I feel domestic work 
is a natural part of feminine life. 
I believe women are more content 
in the refined background of a 
home than in the noise and bustle 
of a factory. 

But with domestic servants be- 
ing paid serfs’ wages, being asked 
to live in ugly, dark holes at the 
bottom of courts, or in basements, 
or in hot attics, what American 


would not rather work in a fac- 
tory for a decent salary which will 
pay for a decent, pretty room? As 
long as a woman can better her- 
self by factory work, she will do it. 
So much for what the maid 
should expect of the employer. 
This is what I think the employer 
should expect of the maid. 
First, no maid should apply for 
a job if she does not intend to work 
or does not enjoy housework. Real- 
izing no home can be on factory 
schedule, where you can stop work 
with the blowing of a_ whistle, 
she should realize that adaptability 
is a required essential. No maid 
should expect an employer to ac- 
cept incompetence, loud talking, 
unkempt hair and nails, untidy 
uniforms and run-down shoes. The 
importance of daily personal hy- 
giene cannot be over-stressed. A 
maid should realize that careless- 
ness is responsible for a high per- 
centage of broken china and glass- 
ware. Therefore, she should take 
enough time to do this work well. 
Rushing at this point is very dis- 
astrous. Noises of pots, pans. and 
dish scraping heard in the dining 
room can ruin an excellent meal. 
Take time to do well all work, 
have knowledge of duties at time 
of employment, and consider no 
day’s work well done when it has 
the look of having been half done. 
In cases of misunderstandings, 
remember there are always intelli- 
gent and tactful solutions for all 
problems. Don’t lose your head as 
no satisfactory agreement can be 
reached in a storm. No maid should 
look on housework as a refuge until 
financial storms pass over. Rather 
she should feel that she is in a 
profession of the highest type. 
Therefore, preparedness is the key- 
note. A worker should be trained 
to know and appreciate the tools of 
her job as does an engineer or 
watchmaker. She should know that

The amount of valuable china 
that has been chipped on the cup- 
board shelves of the upper classes 
proves conclusively that education 
about value is essential. Household 
workers should realize that elec- 
trical appliances are developments 
of years of research and labor, and 
should use them with respect. 

All maids should acquaint them- 


selves with any problem or duty | 


that may arise in her line of work. 
Libraries have literature on every 
subject from answering the tele- 
phone correctly to serving formal 
dinners. Any person applying for 
work without a basic knowledge of 
his duties should not be accepted 
or even considered by an employer. 
Many lovely woolens have been 
ruined by lack of knowing how 
they should be cared for; many 
employers embarrassed by  well- 
meaning but untrained workers. 

This confirms the extreme need 
of education. When trained work- 
ers are demanded, good working 
conditions established, and pay in 
the category of other professions 
is instituted and given, there will 
be no servant problem. 

The fear of being a lowly “hired 
girl” will have vanished and this 
type of work will be sought, rather 
than shunned. There will be a re- 
turn to this employment with a bet- 
ter understanding, smoother opera- 
tions, and better trained workers. 
The headache of finding a new 
maid every three months will be a 
thing of the past. In the post-war 
world I hope to see these condi- 
tions existing.

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HEATING PLA 


ON’T put your heating plant out of your mind 

until you’ve prepared it systematically for its 
summer shut-down. A handyman can take care of 
many preventive measures which should be prac- 
ticed if you want your heating plant to snap ef- 
ficiently into action next fall. 

Or you can turn over the entire job of “con- 
ditioning” your heating plant to a contractor or 
service organization equipped with the special tools 
and equipment to perform a top-notch job. 

Whichever course you pursue, know the essential 


points to examine. 


I. Remove fly ash, soot, and rust, which invite cor- 
rosion, from your boiler with a wire brush and a 
scraper. For your furnace, you'll find a stiff brush 
or a short-handled worn-down broom an effective 
weapon. Leave the smoke pipe in place, when you 
tackle this, if you want to keep the basement fairly 
clean. 


@ A heating contractor or servicing organiza- 
tion handles this chore with special vacuum 
cleaning equipment which efficiently sucks 
out every speck of the offending material, 
without getting the mess all over everything. 


2. You, or your heating contractor, must clean out 
your smoke pipe, too. If you do it, hold it over a 
bin and knock hard to loosen all particles. Scrub 
out heavy formations of rust and soot. If it is rusty, 
remove rust spots with emery cloth or a wire brush. 
Then paint inside and out with a_heat-resisting 
paint. 


e /f you leave your smoke pipe in place dur- 
ing the inactive season, it will collect more 
soot and dirt and be exposed to the mois- 
ture which is present in most basements dur- 
ing the summer. Preserve it from corrosion 
by taking it down, wrapping it well in news- 
papers and storing it in a dry place. 


3. Clean out your chimney and flue passages with 
a long-handled brush. For a really thorough job, 
you must tackle the chimney at both ends. 


e Your service contractor is better equipped 
to do this messy job. Examine joining of 
chimney and smoke pipe and repoint, if 
necessary. 


4. Oil metal inside surfaces of firepot, doors, hinges, 


slide drafts to forestall rust and possible warping. 


@ Don't neglect any moving parts, such as oil 
and gas burners, stoker, blower, booster 
pump, etc. 


%. Sweep the ash pit free and clear of all ashes, 


since they are great moisture absorbers. 


e /f allowed to remain in the pit, moisture

6. If you burn coal, the doors and drafts of your 
heating plant should be left open to permit free 
circulation of air and prevent deposits from form- 
ing to attract moisture. 


e@ Oil and gas users should close doors and 
drafts. 


7. If you have a steam system, it’s a good idea to 
drain the boiler and refill it. 


e Boilers of hot water systems should not be 
emptied. If there is an excessive accumula- 
tion of scale, it can be removed by pouring 
in a rustproofing solution. Or part of the 
water can be drained off, system refilled. 


8. Check flues, doors, and between furnace and 
boiler sections for leaks. Hold a lighted candle 
close to the surface being examined. If the flame 
sucks inward, there are leaks. 


e Fill these with asbestos cement. 


9. Check all controls and gauges (thermostats, 
draft regulators, ete. ) 


e This is a job for a specialist who has the 
instruments and tools scientifically to de- 
termine whether yowre getting maximum ef- 
ficiency. Have your heating contractor check 
combustion efficiently at the same time. 


10. Examine your pipes and ducts for cracking 
and peeling of the insulation. Replace where there 
are signs of deterioration, and cover all uninsulated 
pipes with insulating material. 


e While were on the subject of pipes, ask 
your heating contractor to examine the pitch 
of steam pipes (if that’s your system). They 
must be pitched at the correct angle to avoid 
fuel waste. 


11. Examine your radiators. Radiator supply valves 
can’t be efficient if dirty and leaky. On a steam 
system, you can make repairs yourself. When radi- 
ator is cool, remove trap interior with monkey 
wrench. Wipe trap seat and valve with an oily cloth. 
Dirt may hold the valve off the seat and allow un- 
condensed steam to escape into returns. Replace 
worn or nicked seats. On a hot water system, leaky 
radiator supply valves should be repaired by your 
plumber since the system must be partially drained. 


e@ On warm air systems, registers must be 
cleaned out, and dampers oiled, so that they 
will open and close readily. 


12. If your system is a forced warm air, you should 
empty the humidifier and remove any formations 
which might impair its efficiency. 


e Filters on these systems should be cleaned 
—if they are of the permanent type. Other- 
wise, if very dirty, replace with new ones.

RUBBER 


How To Care For Garden Hose 


Garden hose should be handled just as care- 
fully as any rubber object. Just because it 
is made of heavy rubber is no reason to 
suppose that it won’t deteriorate rapidly if 
subjected unduly to rubber’s chief enemies, 
heat and sunlight. So don’t leave the hose 
strewn, kinked up, over the ground when it 
is not in use. Store it in the basement or 
garage and bring out only when needed. 

Oil, tar, and grease attack and weaken 
rubber quickly if allowed to soak in. They 
cause rubber to swell and deteriorate. 


How To Recognize and Handle Tannin Stains 


If you ever spill tea, coffee, highballs, cock- 
tails, beer, ale, commercial soft drinks, fresh 
fruit or vegetable juices on wearing apparel 
or linens, don’t wait a minute before remoy- 
ing the spot if you expect to get it out. For 
these liquids contain tannin, an acid which 
withstands all attempts to budge it once it 
has set in fabric. Tannin stains may be re- 
moved when fresh, but if of long standing, 
they won’t come out, and are apt to take on 
a yellowish or brownish cast. 


How To Attach Leather To Wood 


You can go a long way toward improving the 
appearance of an old piece of furniture if 
you give it a leather top. Many old pieces 
have joined the ranks of attractive furni- 
ture when topped with bright leather. But 
getting leather to adhere to wood is some- 
times difficult unless you use the right type 
of adhesive. A glue, which we’ve been in- 
vestigating, is waterproof, flexible, weather- 
proof and heat-resisting, and will hold the 
leather to the wood permanently.

How To Repair Broken China 


If you haven’t had much luck in repairing 
broken china, maybe it’s because you haven’t 
given sufficient attention to details. Believe 
it or not, the weather makes a lot of differ- 
ence in the kind of mending job you do. So 
avoid a rainy day. And avoid a room filled 
with moisture, too. 

Don’t expect the mended plate or cup to 
withstand long soakings in hot water or high 
oven temperatures. Treat your mended china 
gently and it will last well. It can be passed 


through water, but avoid soaking it. 


If your basement is damp during the sum- 
mer, there’s danger that mildew and rot will 
develop on stored objects, causing damage. 
Dampness, too, isn’t healthy for walls and 
floors. However, there are several devices 
available for drying out moisture-laden air. 
One of these is a chemical in block form, 
packed in a heavy waxed container. When 
the lid is removed, the chemical substance 
begins to absorb moisture from the air, which 
melts the block. Space at the bottom of the 
container holds drippings. The units come in 


closet and basement size. 


Your shoes need frequent nourishment if 
you want them to hold their shape and look 
well. Damp or wet shoes are subject to rot 
and mildew, and quickly lose their shape. 


If they do get wet, remove them as soon as 


possible, place shoe trees in them or stufl 
with crumpled newspapers. Dry away from 
direct heat. The Department of Agriculture

PROCEDURE: Your broken pieces must be thoroughly clean 
and dry or the cement will not adhere. Wash all the pieces in 
hot, soapy water, rinse and dry thoroughly. The pieces, as well 
as the cement, should be warm to guarantee good bonding. 
Warming the china opens the pores so that the cement sinks in 
better. Unless the cement is warm, it congeals too quickly, thus 
losing its adhesive powers. Put the bottle of cement in hot water 
for a few minutes. The hot water bath will probably heat the 
china sufficiently. Or you can place it on a hot radiator in winter. 
Coat all the cut edges with cement. Press pieces together and 
hold for a few minutes. Secure with adhesive tape. Keep out of 
circulation for at least 24 hours in a dry place. 

A half pint bottle of cement costs 25¢. 


DAMPNESS 


Another unit employs calcium chloride flakes in powder form 
as the drying agent. The chemical powder is placed in a special 
container, which consists of a double basket suspended on a 
holder which fits on the edge of a sturdy pan. The basket will 
hold six pounds of the chemical drying powder. (More can be 
added as it dissolves.) As the moisture is absorbed, the chemical 
dissolves into the pan. But the drippings can be used for laying 
the dust on your gravel driveway. 

The chemical absorbs the moisture rapidly at first, but action 
slows as the air becomes drier. You can go a long way toward 
combatting the damaging effects of rust, corrosion and decay with 
an air-drying unit in your basement, or wherever dampness is 
present. Each 800 to 1,000 cubic feet requires one container. 


SHOES 


PATENT LEATHER: Changes in temperature crack patent leather. 
Warm new patent leather before wearing first time by rubbing 
with a cloth. Then bend your feet to limber shoes while they’re 
still warm. If you warm the shoes before you put them on each 
time by rubbing with palm of the hand, they won’t crack so 
readily. Use sparingly patent cream or oil polish that contains no 
turpentine. Store wrapped in cloth or cotton wadding. 

SUEDE: Clean with a rubber or bristle brush, never wire. Dust 
breaks down leather, so clean after each wearing. Fine sandpaper 
rubbed lightly over scuffed places will improve their looks. Brush 
with rubber sponge after sanding. 

GABARDINE: Use a cleaner with carbon tetrachloride base. 
ELASTICIZED: Never use ordinary cleaners ich will ruin the 
stretchable fabric. Get specially prepared cleaner. 


GOLD OR SILVER: Use specially formulated metallic cleaner.

RUBBER 


Use soap and water to remove oil spots. If stubborn, sponge 
with a dry-cleaning fluid. Don’t allow the dry-cleaner to stay on 
for more than 2 or 3 minutes, however, since cleaning fluids 
also cause deterioration. 

If your hose wears out at the faucet or nozzle, cut out the 
worn section and put a new coupling on the cut end. If it wears 
out elsewhere, cut out the damaged part. Put couplings on both 
cut ends and join them. Or join cut ends by putting a short pipe 
inside the hose; clamp the hose firmly to this pipe from the 
outside. 

Store on a reel in the basement, or coil loosely and flatly where 
it is dry, cool, and dark. (Never store near hot pipes.) 


STAINS 





PROCEDURE: Sponge the spot carefully and lightly with 
clear water. Never use soap, as some soaps contain alkali. Alkali 
reacts chemically with tannin making the spot develop rather 
than disappear. 

Unless you are absolutely certain that you’ve removed every 
trace, never press a garment on which a tannin-bearing sub- 
stance has been spilled, as heat “sets” the stain. 

Advise your dry-cleaner of the nature of the stain and mark 
its position, if you were unable to remove it, or discovered it 
when it was old. For sometimes the stains will not be visible 
until an iron touches them. Since the heat will “set” the stain, 
it will be too late to remove it. 

The hulls of walnuts also contain tannin, so guard against 
rubbing these against anything. Watch out for mustard and 
catsup. They contain tannin, too. 


GLUE 





PROCEDURE: The leather-to-wood binder is not a rubber 
cement, nor a glue, but a liquid cement with unusual adhesive 
qualities. 

Apply a priming coat of the binder to the leather and the 
wood surface. (The wood surface must be clean and free of wax. 
Wipe off with turpentine.) Allow to dry. Then apply a second 
coat of the cement. Press together. The welding takes place 
during the drying process, and better adhesion results with 
two coats. 

If applying the leather to the top of a desk, table, chest, etc., 
bring flush with the edge and finish off with wood molding 
painted the color of the wood. This will make a smooth-looking 
edge and eliminate leather splitting which might occur if the 
leather were stretched over the edge. Attach the molding with 
the same liquid cement.

ten pounds of 3-8-7 in a four-foot 
band along every hundred feet of 
row, raking it thoroughly into the 
surface. Keep down weeds, too, 
until the brush shades the ground 
completely. If you can turn your 
chickens, or your neighbors’ chick- 
ens, into your asparagus patch with- 
out having them also overrun the 
rest of your garden, they will gob- 
ble up all your beetles and dig out 
all the weeds as well, besides ma- 
nuring the ground for you. This is 
the sort of thing our erudite Sec- 
retary of Agriculture presumably 
has in mind when he talks about a 
balanced farm economy! 


Or take rhubarb... It is true 
that we have eaten all the rhubarb 
pie we can hold and put up as 
many jars of sauce as we care to 
spare for a crop that is not really a 
staple. From now on our plants will 
run to leaves, building energy for 
next spring’s early shoots. But just 
because we have done eating our 
rhubarb is no reason for neglect- 
ing to feed it. Unless you manured 
very heavily in March, give the 
rhubarb another dose now. See that 
the weeds are cleaned out. Mulch 
heavily with salt hay, rye straw, 
peat moss, or lawn clippings—al- 
most any fibrous litter free of weed 
seeds. Watch for hills which are 
producing too many and too small 
stalks. Their roots will need to be 
lifted very early next year, cut 
carefully into sections—each with 
a bud—and reset in rich ground 
Select also in your mind’s eye a few 
husky old roots to be lifted after 
freezing weather and brought into 
the cellar for forcing next January. 
Even a perennial bed requires an- 
nual adjustments and _ occasional 


replacements.

Let the sturdiest plants pro- 
duce several runners each (never 
more than six to even a strong 
plant, and never more than one 
plant to a runner). If you are fol- 
lowing the matted row system, cut 
out the oldest plants to make room 
for new growth. If you have planted 
and cultivated in hills and are 
planning to set out new hills else- 
where for next year, then you may 
plunge three-inch pots into the soil 
under the runners, use liquid fer- 
tilizer, and detach and lift the pots 
for fall planting. 

Raspberries—perhaps because 
of the natural perversity of nature 
—l| always used to find most trouble- 
some in midsummer when I should 
have been taking unalloyed enjoy- 
ment from my matutinal bowl of 
1 don’t 


know anything more painful than 


raspberries and cream. 
getting down on your hands and 
knees to weed a well-barbed rasp- 
berry vine—unless it’s weeding 
blackberry bushes! But last year I 
found a cure that worked to per- 
fect satisfaction. In early June I cut 
an oyer-matured stand of winter rye 
from a neighboring field and spread 
it, eight inches thick, between rows 
of berry bushes. The mulch was 
too thick for a single weed to grow 
through. By September some of the 
rye seed left in the straw had 
sprouted, but shallow cultivation 
this spring got rid of that and left 
me with the cleanest raspberry 
patch I have ever had. What is 
more, the mulch kept the ground 
moist through an unusual stretch of 


drought weather in August. 


Not everyone—and not every year 
—finds a rye-stand ready for such 
use, but mulch of some sort is avail- 
able almost everywhere. If your 
natural ingenuity doesn’t suggest 
something, consult a nearby hay, 
grain, and feed dealer or your state 
agricultural experiment station.

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When you put vehicles and pedestrians together, or 
just pedestrians, you’ve got traffic—yes, even in a gar- 
den! Take a quick look at these typical complaints. . . 


HAS YOUR GARDEN 
A TRAFFIC PROBLEM? 


f your garden paths are so narrow you bark your shins on 

the wheelbarrow trying to squeeze by, or if you trip over 
your relaxing guests as you clamber along the edge of a too 
narrow terrace—then you have got a traflic problem. You may 
not experience the blare or confusion of Times Square before 
gas rationing, but the principle is the same. The answer, in your 
garden, lies not in reducing or by-passing traflic but in provid- 
ing methods and facilities for handling it. 

On these two pages are seven typical difficulties that garden- 
ers, and home-owners generally, too often get themselves into. 
House Beautiru’s Traffic Department (Backyard Division) 
is constantly hearing about them in no uncertain terms. So we 
have instructed the Department to bestir itself and give out 
with the solutions. Here’s timely advice that may help you not 
only to correct a trouble once it is discovered and analyzed 


but, more important, to avoid it altogether. 





Keep terraces at least 9’ wide. No terrace is complete 
unless it boasts at least one “full-length” chair. And one such 
item can stop trafic except for hurdlers and high jumpers. You 


should keep your terrace wide enough, no matter what its leneth, 


so you can readily clear recumbent guests without acrobaties.

Make important paths 4’ wide. Does that seem like a 
needlessly wide thoroughfare for a small garden? Then consider 
that a standard-size wheelbarrow is 24” wide. Add to that your 
own width—in overalls. Then assume that the flowers, when fully 
grown, will overstep their bounds. For minor paths, 30” may do. 
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Keep arbors high for top-hat clearance. Yes, and wide, 
too, so that thorns of trellis and pergola vines won’t snag clothing. 
Or would you rather put up one of those signs: “Not responsible 
for hats and coats unless checked with management?” Allow 


plenty of clearance for hair-dos, couples arm-in-arm, and vines. 





Build “terrace” steps for gentle slopes. Paths aren’t 
always level, but neither are they likely to require a full-fledged 
flight of steps to make them navigable except by children and live- 
stock. So for slopes just steep enough to wash out or to turn ankles, 
terrace at reasonable intervals with old railroad ties or timbers. 


Let gates practice welcome as well as preach it. Front 
gates should open in, not out. They should not squeak. They should 
not guide unwary visitors into a large thorn bush just on the other 
side. They should have a workable catch. They should be wide 


, 


enough for two (3° is the very minimum). They should look well. 





Make front walks wide and wear-proof. You can’t convoy 
the members of the Tuesday Ladies Club up a front walk of 
dinky stepping stones and expect to keep the surrounding grass 
untrampled. Stepping stones are for looks or occasional traffic 
only. An honest flag walk, with grass between stones, does nicely

These are the chief rules 
UPHOLSTERY CARE 
that will help your furniture 
last longer

1. Choose upholstery fabrics that suit your living 
habits. Velvets and satins don’t mix with youngsters 
or adults who like to slouch. For summertime pro- 
tection cover upholstery with slipcovers. Clean fur- 
niture before either recovering or slipcovering. 


2. Place upholstered furniture away from sunlight, 
radiators, and open windows. Sun will fade it, heat 
will dry its joints, dust and rain will soil and spot 


its covering. 


$3. Dust upholstery with a clean cloth when you do 
your daily dusting. Air cushions regularly. At least 
once a month, give furniture a vacuum cleaning, 
using the nozzle attachment or hand vacuum to clean 
down the sides and in crevices. Don’t vacuum down- 
filled cushions. Brush them instead and plump them 
up frequently. 


4. Head and arm rests should be cleaned regularly 
with carbon tetrachloride or similar cleaning fluid. 
Test cleaner on an inconspicuous spot to be sure 
color or texture of fabric will not be changed by it. 
Apply with long, light strokes over a large area at 
a time to prevent ringing. Bad stains demand expert 
treatment. 


5. You can shampoo your furniture successfully 
if you don’t let it get too dirty before you do the job, 
Very dirty furniture may streak. Use a foam-type 
soapless lather, but don’t try it on any pile fabric 
except mohair, and don’t attempt it on any fabric 
that isn’t color-fast. Use just the dry suds, applying 
with a circular motion. Remove suds with clean 
cloth tightly wrung out of fresh water. Never let 
upholstery get really wet. Overlap sections as you 
clean. Brush mohair while damp in the direction of 
the pile. When dry. brush against the pile. 


G. Wash leather upholstery regularly with special 
leather soap. Follow with a conditioning dressing 
to help keep it from cracking. Never use furniture 
polish or wax on leather. Imitation leather may be 


washed with a damp cloth and mild soap. 


7. Don’t forget the wooden frames of your furni- 
ture. Dust regularly and clean occasionally with a 
damp cloth, followed by wax or polish. Superficial 
scratches can be hidden by rubbing with a nut 


meat. Or use a liquid scratch remove! 
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WINDOWS NEED OVERCOATS 


Dad may utter many harsh words while he 
struggles to put up the storm windows. But 
it’s worth the trouble because, coupled with 
weatherstripping, they can cut total fuel 
bill up to 25%. The yearly installation job 
can be eliminated if you purchase the type 
which has one or both sashes removable, to 
interchange for screens come spring. The 
common garden variety with stationary sash, 
however, creates an equally good dead 


air space, which is what reduces heat loss 


SEAL ALL LEAKS AND CRACKS 


Your house may seem snug and tight, but unless the 
windows and doors are weather-stripped, plenty of 
cold air travels through the cracks around them to 
chill the heated air in your rooms and force the 
heating plant to step up its production to offset the 
cold air. Have a well-qualified organization estimate 
the cost of weather-stripping ALL the doors and win- 
dows. A partial job is poor economy. Durable stripping 
of corrugated zinc is still available. Properly installed 
on inside edges, it will seal all leaks, for the edges 
interlock tightly when doors and windows are closed 


KEEP HEAT WHERE IT BELONGS 


The temperature of your room may remain 
the same, but you'll feel a lot warmer if 
shiny sheets of reflective paper are placed 
behind your radiators. Why? Because they 
toss back into the room the rays of radiant 
heat which otherwise would be soaked up 
by the walls, benefiting no one. The sheets 
of composition foil are inexpensive, can be 
installed by anyone. Tack to a molding so 
that they create a dead air space and they’re 
doubly effective as a heat-saving barrier 








INSULATE THE MOST VULNERABLE SPOTS 


You must put resistance in the path of heat, if you expect to 
save fuel. And resistance must be at the most vulnerable spots 
in the house, of course, Since over one-third of the heat dis- 
sipated passes right through the roof, a major consideration 
is insulating the upper regions. If your attic is unoccupied, the 
most economical’ practice is to lay insulation between the attic 
floor joists. If occupied, insulate the roof, or side walls, not the 
floor, since rising heat can be used to warm the attic quarters

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DRAPERIES CAN BE FUEL-SAVERS 


You might not believe that draperies at your windows could 
effect much fuel saving, but they create the same kind of dead 
air space inside your house that storm windows do outside, 
serving to keep the temperature of your room more constant. 
And it’s vital to have as many of these motionless air spaces 
as you can around the spots where heat escapes more readily. 
And windows are serious offenders. Any fabric will do for 
making the barrier, but youll add warmth with a heavy one 








TRAP THE HEAT IN YOUR BOILER FG 


A jacket which traps the heat inside your 
hot water tank is a MUST in hoarding 
fuel. For water and metal are such good 
conductors of heat that a tank can be fla- 
grantly guilty of fuel waste unless insulated. 
Put an insulating jacket on it, though, and 
your water will heat more quickly, stay hot 
longer. Jackets are inexpensive, take no 
special tools to apply. Investigate the cor- 
rugated paper type jacket with an inner 
layer of five-ply air-cell insulating paper

DRAWN SHADES ARE INSULATORS 





The obvious ways of saving are often overlooked he- 
cause they’re so simple. But even our grandmothers 
knew the insulating value of drawn window shades in 
keeping houses cooler in summer. The principle is 
just as good in reverse. Drawn window shades will 
keep heat from escaping outside, since they create 
a dead air space which cuts heat loss. Two sets of 
shades at your windows will provide a doubly effective 
barrier. During the day draw shades halfway in occu- 
pied rooms; at night, draw them to the sill. In unoccu- 
pied rooms, keep window shades drawn at all time | 





DRAFTS ARE EXPENSIVE 


Even if you weren’t trying to save every 

smitch of fuel possible, comfort alone would : 
dictate interlocking thresholds on exterior 
doors, to prevent unpleasant drafts. Al- 
though complete weather-stripping of any 
door is better, of course, a tight seal just 
at the bottom is quite a saver. Plastic re- 
places the familiar brass thresholds which 
go on top of the door sill. A lip on the ~ 
threshold interlocks into a hook strip on the 


bottom of the door, forming a tight seal

You'll be rewarded with a warmer 
house on less fuel next winter if you fill all such cracks with a plastic caulk- 
ing compound which seals them tightly against either the entrance of cold 
air or the exit of warm air. Check the panes as well as the frames of windows. 
If panes are loose, reset them with putty. See that every joint around your 
house is airtight. The foundation walls are vulnerable spots, too. Caulking 
compound can be applied either with a knife or a gun by any handyman.

We have been content with adequacy when we should have 
been demanding perfection. While our technological capacities 
have been growing by leaps and bounds, our wants and sensi- 
bilities have remained relatively crude and primitive. Sentimen- 
tality and resigned acceptance mark the most characteristic 
attitude we have shown toward houses—rather than critical 
awareness. As a result we have failed to utilize technical ad- 
vances waiting for our pleasure. 

This lag in home building progress is primarily the fault of 
the home owner. If we don’t demand a better house the profes- 
sions and trades serving us are not likely to give it to us. They. 
too, are frequently handicapped by not having experienced life 
in a perfect house. Too frequently their horizons are as limited 
as the home owners’. The blind cannot lead the blind. 

So we believe it is none too early to start publishing all the 
best material we can find on the subject of acquiring a new house.

Plans have almost nothing to do with the 


exterior styling or period of a house. Al- 
ways think, first, in terms of the plan—not 


of appearance. Here are two sets of facades 


hese two sets of exterior drawings are for the 

plan we show on the preceding two pages. Though 
we show only two types of styling, we could have 
shown fifty. For there are always so many ways to 
style the exterior of a plan that anybody can be 
suited. The exterior appearance is controlled more 
by the materials specified to be used. The style of 
the windows, the pitch of the roof, the material used 
for the walls—all these things determine appearance 
more than the plan. 

We suggest you compare these two sets of exte- 
riors, facade by facade. Note what small things 
make these two houses different from each other. 
That’s why the plan is the heart of the house. 





Humanized Modern is our name for this kind of modern architecture. 
It is simple, direct, obvious, without any affectation of period. Every- 
thing about it is functional, without the cold institutional quality that 
so many people associate with Modern. Note how the roof overhang 
shades the second floor windows (it's summer). In the winter, when sun 
travels lower in sky, this overhang is not so wide that it prevents the 
sun from shining fully into the windows, helping to heat the house

We gave the same plans to another architect, 
Cameron Clark, who is famous for his Colo- 
nial designing. He has used some of the strict 


vernacular of Colonial, but taken liberties 


T° the lovers of Colonial, these drawings will 
prove what they contend—that Colonial is more 
charming than Modern. And indeed they are charm- 
ing. Only one virtue present in the modern interpre- 
tation is missing. This style calls for a steeper 
pitch roof. Consequently it is difficult to create a 
roof overhang for the purpose of shading the 
windows in summer. The roof also robs the house 
of its two decks—one over the porch and the other 
off the small front bedroom. For many tastes these 
will be small considerations, compared with the un- 
deniable charm of the overall. It is interesting that 
Mr. Clark was able to cope with the very modern 


solar stair well, using wisteria to soften its lines. 








Appearance from the street, of this Colonial interpretation, is au- 
thentic. It is only when you walk around it that you see a 194X ver- 
sion of Colonial. Mr. Clark knows that it is good to have a covered 
entry at your front door, so he carries this shelter clear out to the 
building line with the porch running along the garage. Windows in this 
facade are overscale for Colonial, but are not as low as in Modern

Colonial takes kindly to corner windows, as this facade proves. 
Compare point by point how this side of the house looks in relation to 
its cousin above. Mr. Clark's use of trellises has great charm, but, of 
course, this can be applied to the modern styling too. The use of 
climbing vines that drop their leaves in cold weather is a very good 
thing to remember if you have large glass areas facing the south. 
The styling of both sclar stair wells is virtually the same, as you can see 








Service side of the house. The facade faces the north, so you will 
see that the windows are small, and there aren't too many of them. For 
in most climates exposure to the north is neither cheerful nor desir- 
able.

vide highly efficient arrangements for working, eating, 
washing, sleeping, sitting at ease? Should we be satis- 
fied if we devise a compact and convenient machine in 
which we can expertly carry on this physical cycle of re- 
plenishment, cleansing, and repose? 

I don’t think so. This daily round is important, but it 
isn’t everything. It doesn’t make a home. We aren’t that 
kind of austere, preoccupied, ant-like species. And please 
God, we never shall be. 

We humans have a strong and saving streak of friv- 
olousness in our natures which keeps most of us from 
becoming fanatics and doctrinaires. We get bored with 
sameness. we like change and variety. We like to mess 


around, creating comfortable confusion which can be

put to rights when we feel like it. We are sentimental and 
romantic and get attached to things for no good reason 
and want to keep them around us. We get tired of other 
things after a while to the point where we can’t bear the 
sight of them, especially if the things are too correct and 
chaste and offensively perfect. If a standard is set too 
high, in conduct or in things, we will say in time, “To 
hell with it,” and kick something over. We are basically 
perverse and resent having patterns enforced on either 
our public or private lives. 

Maybe these characteristics aren’t present in all human 
beings, but they are certainly present in all who are nice 
enough to deserve a perfect machine for living in. And 
it’s my belief that modern architects, by and large, 
haven’t allowed for this clay-feet side of human nature 
in their immaculate conceptions. Its my betief that too 
many modern houses are designed as demonstrations of 
the designer’s perfect taste, to prove a point, rather than 
as homes for ordinary mortals whose tastes are fallible 
and changeable. 

Mind you, this isn’t a reactionary pronouncement. It 
isn’t a plea for “period,” for littke Tudor doll houses and 
quaint Cape Cod cottages. But it is an explanation of 
why so many people still prefer these deplorable throw- 
backs to the perfectionist products of the modern school. 
And it is an indication of the change that will come over 
modern design as it ceases to be a cult and gets itself 
accepted as the vernacular of the times in domestic archi- 
tecture. 

So far, modern design has been a crusade, an evan- 
gelical effort on the part of a relative few who have re- 
covered certain essential first principles and feel the ne- 
cessity of carrying the true gospel to the still benighted. 


All right, we win; the case is proved. Let’s stop harping 
on first principles and see what can be done with them 

One thing we'll turn thumbs down on is the “Inter- 
national” conformity of modern design. Any domestic 
architecture worth a tinker’s damn has been not only 
national, it has been regional in character. For many 
reasons: Climate—summer and winter temperatures and 
the spread between them, rainfall, snowfall, winds; con- 
figuration of the terrain—rolling hills, plains, mountains, 





lush river valleys; local materials available—stone in its 
many varieties, clay for bricks, indigenous woods, con- 
venient supplies of cement; most of all, local folkways— 
which, in spite of the leveling forces at work today, are 
still radically different as between, to cite a few varia- 
tions among many, the commuting areas around New 
York, the great farmlands west of the Mississippi, the 
industrial cities of the Midwest, and the playgrounds of 
Florida and Southern California. Because certain phases 
of our life—movies, magazines, radio—are uniform and 
we can buy pretty much the same standard building ma- 
terials everywhere we have come to ignore regional varia- 
tions and think them no longer important. But they still 
should be our starting point in building. Until we recover 
a keen sense of local “fitness”—and “fitness” is the very 
rock-bottom foundation principle of all good design— 
we will have sterile and characterless domestic architec- 
ture. When we do recover it, our domestic architecture 
will flower again in variety and interest and that satisfy- 
ing “rightness” which makes so many of us love the sur- 
viving old houses which were built under these regional 
influences. 

Another quality our modern houses must acquire is a 
greater flexibility, a greater variability. Most of our de- 
signers of the aggressively modern school have devised 
their houses like mathematical equations, so rigidly 
planned, not only as to the structure but down to the 
last detail of the furnishings, that if you move an ash- 
tray or turn a chair around or put another picture on the 
wall, the composition is spoiled. That degree of perfec- 
tionism may be admirable in public buildings, but it 
doesn’t suit the waywardness of human nature in its daily 
life. 

A house is like a person; it is alive so long as it is 
changing, and vice versa. Life is a constant adjustment 
between the familiar which we love and the new in which 
we fiad fresh stimulus and pleasure. The house of the 
future must lend itself graciously to this process of 
evolution. 

With these adjustments to human nature and to en- 
vironment, the postwar house will be something mellower 
than the rectangular and aseptic offerings of the Inter- 
national School. It will preserve the functional approach, 
the fresh conceptions of space arrangement, and the pro- 
founder understanding of materials for which we owe 
these pioneers a great debt. But it will be humanized and 
variable, and it will be a product of the combined in- 
genuity of modern designers and modern industry. For 
this reason as much as any other, it will not be at al! 
like any of the “period” houses of the past. Let’s look 
at it. 

The most drastic change in postwar housing will be. 
in my opinion, the fact that a very large part of it will 
be factory built. At present it’s the fashion, especially in 


the construction field and (Continued on page 58)

WINDBREAKS”

i are the most meaningful pictures House BrEav- 
TIFUL has ever published, I sincerely believe. Not 
for confirmed apartment dwellers, but for anyone who 
l.ves in a house or who expects to live in a house. 
They are a perfect demonstration of a terribly im- 
portant, but little discussed, comfort principle—a 
principle that will put a wholly new light on the rela- 
i tionship between your house and your yard, that will 
keep you outdoors more hours of every day, and more 
days of every year. This principle will let you have 
warm summer weather in the springtime or in the 
fall, when other people have retreated indoors. It will 
let you sit outdoors on a snowy day and get a sunburn. 
It will, because I have tried it! I have conclusively 
proved all these claims myself. For when I built my 
house I contrived the plans in such a way, taking the 
}sun and prevailing winds into consideration, that we 


have five kinds of outdoor living spaces—for all sunny 
) weathers except winter. I call it the principle of 
“windbreaks” and “sunpockets.” 

This windbreak-sunpocket principle is part of a 
bigger principle called “orientation,” which means the 
art and science of placing your house on the site to 
use the sun, winds, view, and natural complements of 
trees, hills, etc., to the best advantage. Too often 
orientation stops with the mere consideration of the 
house in relation to the street, and maybe the sun. 
This is a real crime, for if you really utilize all that is 
known about orientation, your house can be twice 
as comfortable a place to live in. 

The windbreak-sunpocket principle is really very 
simple. If you can create a spot into which no wind 
can blow and into which the sun will shine, you will 
have a warm nook, even though it is a cold day every- 
where else. Californians know this fact better than 
any other Americans. The patio is the manifestation 
of their recognition of it. 

The patio shown on these pages is a perfect exam- 
ple of this. It is attached to the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Grant Weetman, of Los Angeles. It represents an 
all-out demonstration of how to create a windbreak

FILLED ONCE 


This year it’s important for coal users to get the 
supply heading for the cellar early—and prefer- 
ably the whole supply for the season. That means a 
big bin. Build it of old plywood, fibreboard, com- 


mon lumber—using these expertly prepared plans 


weet—according to Shakespeare—are the uses of adversity. 

He probably never owned a coalbin. but his idea is still good 
—for what with official excursions and alarums about fuel short- 
ages come winter, at least we may wind up with a sensible, prac- 
tical, dust-proof, full-size coalbin, For you who use coal to heat 
your homes, it is important, not only to the smoother handling 
of the whole fuel situation but to your own peace of mind and 
creature comfort, that you place your order early for the entire 
year’s supply. This may well mean the rebuilding of the family 
coalbin, or in the case of recent conversions from oil to coal 
systems, an entirely new bin. So for the benefit of the man of the 
house, or his handyman, we present a basic bin scheme together 
with data to guide the builder in purchasing materials. planning 
dimensions. Build the bin of lumber. fibreboard, old plywood 
(or any plywood available), or even concrete blocks. No access 
opening for coal delivery is shown. An existing window probably 
would do. But make sure you can get the coal into the bin!

paint it out and have another shot 
at it. It’s as simple as that. 

To make the motifs shown in 
Mr. Hunt’s “sampler” on page 25. 
you can use the inexpensive kind of 
camel hair “marking” brushes. For 
average decorations, use a brush 
with a hair tip about 34” long. For 
small details, use a brush about 32” 
long. The hair should form a point 
and not be straggly.

You can “ANTIQUE” your furnishings, too 


An antique finish is the brownish, mellow overcast that you see 
very often on ivory bedroom furniture. It’s a handsome finish to 
accent carved or moulded surfaces, to tone down bright colors, or to 
camouflage imperfections. 

You can make your own glaze, enough for a large table, with 1 
tablespoonful of clear finishing varnish, 3 tablespoonfuls of turpen- 
tine, and 1% teaspoonfuls of raw umber oil coloring. For a darker 
antique, use more oil color. If you like a yellow glaze, use raw sienna 
instead of umber. This mixture antiques white, ivory and light colors. 
For antiquing dark colors use lamp black instead of umber. 

Be sure the painted surface is dry before starting the job. Brush 
the antique glaze over the surface and into any depressions. Then 
with a dry cloth wipe off the glaze immediately. With a dry brush, 
brush up any puddles of glaze that may remain in carving or depres- 
sions. Wipe the whole surface again with a clean cloth. You can 
rub highlights on the surface with a cloth damped with turpentine. 
On a flat surface, such as a table, apply glaze to the entire top. Then 
wipe off from the middle, leaving some glaze around the edges. With 
a dry brush, blend this residue toward the middle of the table. You 
can blend and wipe off repeatedly until you have the effect you want. 
A cloth dampened with turpentine will clean off all the glaze and 
you ean begin again. If you’re taking a long time, add a little linseed 


oil to the glaze to keep it from drying rapidly. Practice a bit before 


you undertake a serious job. A final coat of clear varnish will keep 


glaze from rubbing off.

And how can you know which 
springs should have been retied 
but weren’t? The unscrupulous up- 
holsterer feels safe because you 
have no comeback. Another dodge 
of his is to quote a low price on 
the labor, and then hoist the prices 
on cheap quality upholstery fab- 
ric, which you must buy from him. 
He’s the type who will take any 
short-cut that occurs to him, such 
as putting your brand new fabric 
directly over the soiled and tattered 
fabric that was on the furniture 
when you sent it. 

In this as in everything else 
the reliability of the shop is your 
soundest guarantee of a trustworthy 
job. Dependable stores stake their 
reputation on the work they turn 
out. They buy their fabrics. fill- 
ing, and from reliable 
manufacturers who stand behind 
their products. If anything should

go wrong, they are anxious to make 
good. 

Reputable manufacturers _ vir- 
tually rebuild your furniture when 
they re-upholster it. It is stripped 
and sterilized. Frames are repaired 
and reglued. New webbing and the 
resetting and retying of springs 
are automatically part of a good 
job. Usable old filling is cleaned 
and re-used, supplemented with 
new stuffing. Exposed wood frames 
are Cleaned, refinished, and waxed.

Liking to sleep in a canopy bed, frothy with white ruffles and impor- 
tant-looking as a throne, is comparable to liking to eat a meal from a 
beautifully set table. It endows the act with an importance and a dignity 
it would not have otherwise. Sure, it means more work! Sure, testers 
are dust catchers! But so are tablecloths spot catchers. And damask is 
devilish hard to iron.

the past. Such features as sound 
absorbent ceilings, with built-in 
light sources, radiant heat, summer 
air-conditioning can become stand- 
ard in the low-cost American home. 

The heart of the house will be 
its service section. In the lowest 
cost brackets, this will be a com- 
pact unit in which a complete 
kitchen and bathroom are backed 
up against either side of a parti- 
tion wall. This partition wall will 
contain an 
plumbing system serving both sides. 
All bathroom fixtures, sink, and 
plumbing will be molded of light- 
weight synthetic materials. Ranges 
too will be light in weight, and 
they will not be separate units but 
will be built into and over the 
kitchen work counter. The refrig- 
erator likewise will be a series of 
built-in drawers with temperatures 


extremely simple 


ranging from zero for frozen foods 
to 40° F. for eggs and fruit. The 
energy abstracted in the refrigerat- 
ing process can be used to heat 
water. Built-in washing machines, 
dish washers, and garbage disposal 
units will be available. 

For higher priced houses the 
kitchen and bathroom may be sep- 
arated for greater freedom in their 
arrangement. You will be able to 
call at your dealer’s showroom and 
from a number of models pick out 
the complete kitchen and bathroom 
you want, just as you picked out 
your car when cars were still being 
sold. You will see them with all 
appliances, cupboards, closets, and 
conveniences installed, and they 
will be delivered exactly that way, 
ready to be connected to the serv- 
ices in an hour’s time. 

Many conventionally built houses 
also will be built around these 
same complete service units. Yes, 
there will be a great deal of con- 
ventional building after the war— 
more, in the early years, than ever 
before in our history. This will give 
a chance for the maximum of 
local adaptation, and the use of 
local stone, cement, and wood. But 
a great many prefabricated ele- 
ments will be incorporated in these 
conventional houses just as we used 
prefabricated doors, windows, and 
trim before the war. Starting with 
the assembled — kitch- 
ens and baths, we will find after a 
while that we can buy our floors 
and walls also to better advantage 
in completely assembled panels. As

Put the butter intu a sauce pan. 
When it froths, rub in the flour 


sifted with the dry seasonings. Re- | 


duce the heat and stir in the milk 
and cream. When the mixture is 
smooth, add the cheese. Put it over 
hot water to blend until the fish 
is ready. 

Take out the filets and cook the 
stock down until there is a third 
of a cup. Strain it into the sauce, 
stirring well. Add the sherry. Ar- 
range the filets in a glass dish that 
you can send to the table—a pie 
plate is a good depth. Pour the 
sauce over them. Sprinkle over the 
top a little more grated cheese— 
about a tablespoonful, the chives 
and parsley, and a dash of paprika. 
Set dish in hot oven ten minutes. 


Cottage Cheese Mold 


Mix together one pound of cot- 
tage cheese, 14 cup of top milk, 14 
teaspoon of salt. You are supposed 
to have French heart-shaped molds, 
but a small ring mold will do. Wet 
the mold. Put in the mixture. Set the 
mold in the refrigerator for at least 
two hours. Unmold it and fill the 
centre with raspberries sprinkled 
with powdered sugar. Serve either 
sweet or sour cream with it and 
toasted Montpelier crackers. 


Chicken Pie 


Get a 6 pound fowl and have it 
cut up at the market. Cook it 
slowly the day before you plan to 
use it. Put two onions, sliced, in 
with it. When the meat falls from 
the bones (in 2 to 3 hours) sepa- 
rate it from the bones and_ skin. 
Put bones and skin back into the 
broth, season with salt and pepper. 
and cook another half hour. Strain 
the broth into a big bowl. When 
cool, skim off the fat and save it 
to use in the biscuits you make to 
cover the top of your pie. You can 
make them of biscuit mix. but work 
in about a tablespoonful of the 
fat to each cup of flour. 

Put the meat of your fowl into a 
glass baking dish, not too deep. 
Pour in your broth. Set the dish 
in a hot oven and when the broth 
begins to bubble, drop the biscuit 
dough on top in small lumps. Cook 
it until the biscuits brown—about 
half an hour. We generally make 
giblet gravy to go with this, but 
perhaps you'll feel that making it 
is the last straw.

How To Clean Common Types 


Getting good new lampshades is growing 
more difficult daily, so it’s smart to look to 
what you already have, put them into first- 
class condition, and then keep them that way 
with regular care. When buying new shades, 
find out what special precautions are sug- 
gested for their care, so that you won’t ad- 
minister the wrong treatment and be minus 
a good shade. Dust cuts down light reflec- 
tion so keep shades dust-free. 


PAPER SHADES: Never immerse in water. 
If paper is heavy, wipe with a damp soapy 
cloth; follow with fresh damp cloth and dry. 


How To Resurface Fiber Rugs 


You don’t have to relegate that fiber rug 
to the attic or back porch just because it 
has faded, and doesn’t “do anything” for 
the room it “graces.” Fiber rugs, which 
tend to fade long before they wear out, can 
be given a fresh appearance with the same 
preservative paint which has so successfully 
transformed faded awnings and other can- 
vas articles. In addition to giving the rug a 
bright surface, the paint puts a preservative 
finish on it which is impervious to water, 
so it can be wiped off frequently without 


weakening fibers. 


How To Refinish Imitation Leather 


It takes a professional to insert a new 
leather cover in a card table or in a desk, 
but you may be able to refurbish the leather 
without resorting to change. You can do it 
simply by painting the leather a new color, 
provided it is not broken. Chairs have also 
been repainted successfully, but there is a 
danger that, since the surface is not flat, the 
paint may crack, For your painting job you 
will want to use a good enamel, which comes

How To Make Sheets Last Longer 


If your sheets wear out too fast, don’t put 
all the blame on the laundry, as people are 
prone to do. You may not be giving them 
the best treatment possible, and just a few 
simple tricks will increase their life im- 
measureably. (1) A mattress protector is 
a must, not only because it protects the mat- 
tress, but because it eliminates the abrasive 
action of rough mattress ticking against 
sheets. (2) Reverse sheets so that same spots 
do not take continual wear. Keep a chart 
in a drawer, note what you do each time. 


How To Clean Vitreous China 
If your plumbing fixtures are of vitreous 
china, they can take a lot of hard wear, 
because they have a hard, high-gloss surface 
which will not chip or peel, and is im- 
pervious to all stains and ordinary acids. 
But that doesn’t mean you can abuse them, 
knock things against them without their 
scratching and showing signs of abuse. For 
the vitreous china coating is “like glass” 
and if harsh abrasives have to be resorted 
to to remove scratches and stains they will 
pit the glazed finish eventually. 


STAINS 


Grease and oil spots set quickly and are 
often impossible to remove without strong 
measures, if neglected too long. If you re 
move stains when fresh, you can be reason 
ably sure that they’ll disappear. If fabric is 
washable, a good soap and water bath will 
probably eradicate the spot. But a swishing 
up and down in soapy water won't be sul 
ficient to remove grease. Locate the spol 
and apply extra soap and pressure. I!

spots with cool water to prevent setting. 


PLUMBING 
FIXTURES 


How To Remove Grease And Oi! Stains 
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If your sheets are laundered at home, avoid strong bleaches 
to remove stains, ete. Use only mild bleaching solution and 
always rinse the sheet thoroughly after bleaching. Remember 
that the sun is a natural bleaching agent, never weakens fibers. 

If your water is hard, use of a water softener will add to 
life of sheet, because it makes soil easier to remove without 
strenuous scrubbing. Wash sheets often, and as soon as pos- 
sible after removal from beds, so that organic acids and oil 
present on skin surfaces are cleansed away quickly. Eliminate 
harsh rubbing by soaking sheets 15 minutes in clear, cool water 
(NEVER HOT, WHICH SETS STAINS). Never oversoak, as 
it sets dirt. 

Vary your system of folding sheets, so that wear will be dis- 
tributed, and for same reason rotate use of sheets, making sure 


to put fresh ones at bottom of pile each time. 


PLUMBING 
FIXTURES 


PROCEDURE: Wipe up spilled foods immediately. Then reg- 
ular care with a soap and warm water treatment will keep the 
surface lustrous. You'll find a naphtha-type soap, a scrub brush 
and warm water your indispensable allies. If fixtures do become 
stained, allow a solution of one of the new water-softener- 
cleaners to stand in fixture for five minutes or so. This will often 
remove stains without tackling with scouring powders which, 
however gentle, do create tiny pits in the surface, which act 
as dirt catchers and eventually grow larger because of necessity 
of using scouring powders to clean them. Avoid steel wool or 
abrasive powders. Don’t knock potato mashers, spoons, or pans 
against these fixtures. Place a heavy cloth under any pan in 
which heating transpires as friction will cause scratching. You 
can remove stains also with household bleach. Lay a cloth 
moistened in bleach over stain for 15 minutes. Rinse. 


STAINS 





Here are several methods for removing these stains on non- 
washable fabrics: (1) Apply a layer of an absorbent on the 
spot. Use French chalk or white talcum for light-colored, deli 
cate fabrics. Use corn meal or salt for carpets and rugs. Leave 
for several hours or overnight. Brush off lightly. Absorbents are 
safe for any fabric, since they are dry. (2) Place a blotter or 
tissue on either side of spot and press lightly with warm iron. 
Change blotting surface as it gets soiled. (3) Non-inflammable 
dry-cleaning fluids can be used. Place a folded cheese-cloth 
under spot. Sponge lightly with another cloth moistened with 
fluid. Work on wrong side of material, so that stain is rubbed 
out, not in. Use light strokes, working from outside into center. 
Pat dry with a fresh cloth. (4) Apply 
fluid and absorbent to spot. Leave until dry. Brush off. There’ll

PARCHMENT: Clean with neat’s-foot oil or equal parts of tur- 
pentine and mineral oil. 

IMITATION PARCHMENT: Clean with liquid wax or turpen- 
tine. Protect edges so that liquid will not loosen it, as it can- 
not be re-glued. 

PAINTED SILK, APPLIQUED, CHINTZ, LINEN, dry-clean. 
SILK AND RAYON: Can be washed if trimmings are stitched 
to frame. Pull back trim at top or bottom to investigate before 
wetting. Dust off first. Then dip up and down in a sudsy solu- 
tion, holding by top wires. Use a soft brush and suds to remove 
heavy soil around rims. Rinse several times, dousing up and 
down. Don’t soak. Dry as quickly as possible so that wire 
frames (if not rust-proof) will not stain the material. If pos- 
sible, use an electric fan, but they can be hung on a clothes- 
line out of the sun. Or suspend over a radiator or register, 


RUGS 


PROCEDURE: The canvas paint comes in black and white, 
and ten colors, and can be used as it comes from the can. Sev- 
eral colors can be mixed if a special shade is desired. Vacuum 
or sweep rug before painting. Then lay newspapers underneath 
and around edges, so dripping paint won’t mar the floor. Since 
the paint is packaged in a narrow-neck bottle, painting goes 
more quickly if paint is transferred to bowl, saucer, or old can. 
The paint is of the proper consistency to use in a sprayer, too. 
Begin with canvas binding. Then paint from side to side. One 
coat is usually sufficient. But additional coats will build up the 
resistance of the rug to wear, as it acts somewhat like a wax in 
keeping out dirt and protecting the fibers. 
Dry on the grass. Paint dries in a few hours. 


“ME OVER 
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PAINT 





PROCEDURE: Remove all grease, dirt, and wax before you 
start painting or the paint will not adhere to the leather. Wash 
the surface with warm water and a mild soap solution. Rinse 
with a cloth wrung out of fresh water, dry. Wipe off with 
denatured alcohol. Then touch up the worn spots first with 
the paint. Let them dry and go over the entire surface. 

Do not apply a heavy paint coat. Better-looking results ensue 
if two thin coats are applied, letting the first coat dry thoroughly 
before putting on the second. When both coats are dry, finish 
off with a clear varnish. And then you have practically a new 


piece of furniture.

you can enlarge the old vegetable 
plot to two or three times its normal 
size. If so, this was the year to have 
done it, and next year—it may 
be safely predicted—will call for 
even more energetic gardening. 


Le individual gardener may 
strike out in a new direction of 
his own choice. In the case of our 
family, our departure this year 
took the form of “going commer- 
cial.” We have perhaps lost our 
amateur standing, but we take the 
view that the vegetable patch is not 
a tennis court and that the world 
will need more to eat next year 
than all the professional truck 
growers in America can raise. 


“Going commercial” in our case 
doesn’t mean raising cabbages or 
strawberries for the three-in-the- 
morning market in the nearby 
metropolis. We have neither the 
help nor the equipment nor the 
time to try that, for we have “regu- 
lar” jobs to hold as well. But we 
have been supplying a selected list 
of vegetables for a co-operative 
canning club in our neighborhood. 
And we are contracted to supply 
every potato we can squeeze out 
of our potato-patch to a day school 
in the vicinity which has two hun- 
dred mouths to feed on school days. 
The co-operative home-canners for 
whom we are growing things this 
year are a group of enterprising 
city folk. Some forty-five strong, 
they have formed themselves into 
groups of ten or a dozen for daily 
canning sessions. 


They are canning some things that 
we ourselves, with a good storage 
cellar, would never bother to put 
up. Beets and carrots, for instance. 
And they are omitting some things 
that our own household sets great 
store by—soups, chicken, piccalili, 
okra, rhubarb. We shall not get 
rich by our gesture but we shall 
be wiser for the experience.

PETUNIAS 


lee may be more popular annuals then Petunias. but we couldn't prove 
it. A Petunia is to the American gardener what ice cream is to the 
American child. It comes in as many flavors and forms, too. come to think 
of it. It’s a prima donna without temperament; also a humble member 
of the garden chorus, without delusions of grandeur. There are only two 
things that make it anything like a problem to handle. One, its seeds are 
exasperatingly tiny, with shells of case-hardened steel. Two. seed of the 
best varieties is expensive. Details below suggest ways of nullifying both 
objections. At right, five types of modern Petunias: top, double and single 


fringed, and a new all-double. Bottom, single bedder and a dwarf form. 


Get a head start in the house 


No two ways about it, Petunia seed 
takes its own time germinating. It 
is so small you can't nick it. So 
an indoor start, in bulb pans, is 
to be recommended, Ordinary soil- 
sand-fine-peat mixture is good. Top 
layer run through flour sifter (A), 
to make it fine enough to hold seed 
(B). Firm soil after sowing (C) and 
don't cover otherwise, except glass, 
paper. Soak from bottom up (D) 


Sow economically in open beds 


Petunias are hardy creatures, and it 
is possible to sow not only early in 
spring but also in the fall, as the 
plants do themselves if allowed to 
drop seed. But since seed is not 
cheap, don't broadcast in final bed 
(A) for drastic thinning. Sow 2 or 3 
seeds where plants are wanted (B), 
leaving best one as seedlings de- 
velop. Or sow in a cold frame (C) 


as soon as nights are warm enough 


Include in every window hox 


Window boxes without Petunias are 
like hot-dogs without mustard—un- 
thinkable! So-called "balcony" types 
are heaven sent for box planting 
(B), in combination with the dwarf 
upright varieties or simply in tum- 
bled masses by themselves. Of 
course, no law prevents planting a 
window box with same kinds (A) as 
would be used in garden borders or 


beds. Blooms from spring to frost

Move early from pans to flats 


Rather thay bother with glass cover 
to hold moisture, use of glass wick 
and pot saucer of water (A) is also 
good. However you plant, be sure to 
treat seed with disinfectant against 
damping off diseases (B).

While Petunias often seem to bloom 
best in poor soil and in dry loca- 
‘ions, that actually is not the case. 
Good. preparation of the bed, with 
some non-priority fertilizer raked in 
(A), is always advisable. And _ if 
liquid food is administered to plants 
as they come into bloom, and again 
in midsummer (B), better bloom fol- 
lows, especially if faded flowers are 
kept picked. Water with wand (C) 
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Jlants are the furnishings of your garden, just as chairs, tables, 
and what-nots are the furnishings of your house. But there the 
omparison ceases. For, while in the living room the furniture stays 
here you place it, in the garden, plants immediately start throwing 
eir weight about. For a season, maybe, they stay put. After that— 
atch for bursting seams. And as a preventive of chaos, get ready 
» file away the inevitable dividends where they'll be available later 
n—when you “redecorate.” In short, file them in the nursery. 


very good garden should have its nursery—not only to accom- 
1odate surplus plants, due to the natural increase of material in the 
orders, but to receive plants which must wait for setting in perma- 
hent locations, as a “transfer file” for seedlings grown in the house, 
Jold frame, seed-beds, or for swaps and strays from neighboring 
fardens. Nursing beds are fine, too, for gradual liquidation of the 
reaks, failures, blasted hopes, desperate gambles, and general plant- 
ng junk which gardeners—sentimental idiots that they are—insist 
bn keeping around the place. A nursery is*really necessary if you do 
vuch growing of plants in seed beds, flats, or frames. Because after

borders, It’s simply a patch of ground that acts as a “transfer file” 





up in a soil that’s right for germinating. Yet they may be too small 
(or there may be no room) for transfer direct to the garden proper. 


A nursery is prepared like any border. It should have just as 
rich and well-cared-for soil as you can provide for it. In fact it may 
well have a fundamentally better soil than the rest of the garden. 
For it is in the nursery that young plants really do their growing. 
Their roots swell and multiply. If the soil is top notch, you'll be 
encouraged to transplant with a large earth ball. And this will not 
only minimize normal transplanting shock, but transfer to the garden 
just that much more soil to improve the quality of the whole rather 
than to lower it, as happens when poor soil comes with new plants. 


Replenish nursery soil often. Of course you'll have to, anyway, 
to fill the gaping holes left by the plants that emigrate. But more 
than that, keep up its fertility. One good way is to locate it conven- 
iently along a traffic lane between seed beds and compost heap. 
Every once in a while toss some rich compost into the nursery. That 
way you'll fertilize your actual garden twice—once in the usual 
way, and once with the plants you bring into it from the “file.”

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HOW TO BEHAVE AT AN 


An auction sale is a game, That explains its 
fascination. Whether you win or lose depends 
on knowing how to play. Here are simple 
rules to help a beginner feel confident 


and act Knowingly the first time he bids 








By Mary Wells Ridley 


n auction sale is something you build up to. 

Your debut in the shadowy, remote back seats 
of the auction gallery (where you will sit because 
youre new at this sort of thing and therefore 
timid) is the climax of, say, three days of pre- 
liminary groundwork. 

You’ve just come home from drooling over the 
18th-Century whatnot an acquaintance nabbed for 
nearly nothing at auction. Naturally you’re furious. 
You decide to go right out and do likewise. After 
all, auction postmortems do lend a flavor to after- 
dinner chit-chat, and you've nothing to lose but 
your money. 

From this point on, however, I suggest you calm 
down and learn the ropes. Timidity is the best 
policy. 

Approach your first venture into the “what’m 
I bid” world with all the headlong brashness of a 
mouse. Otherwise you may accumulate a collection 
of samovars, pseudo Oriental rugs, and broken- 
legged chairs that are good for nothing else in the 
world but another auction sale—this one on your 
own front stoop. 

You will see by the papers when, where, and 
why the various auction houses are holding their 
sales. Collections owned by famous names or estates 
being put upon the block are always announced, 
with a few key words to tell you whether they 
feature furniture, silver, glass, china, linens, paint- 
ings, books, jewelry, or a combination of the lot. 
Some sales will bear no noteworthy names but 
you may find the pickings very good indeed, never- 
theless. 

Now comes the initial visit to the gallery pre- 
liminary to that soul-satisfying gesture of raising 
the first finger of your right hand and bidding in 


a bargain, irrevocable signal that your die is cast. 
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This visit comes several days before the sale, 
while the pre-view or exhibition is in progress. 
When, incidentally, your blood pressure is not sub- 
jected to competitive goings-on and you can glance 
at a chair and tell whether it has four legs or three. 
The gallery’s front door is on the latch, you simply 
walk in and start prowling. 

If the auction house you select is of the plushier 
type, there may be fairly elaborate show rooms, 
with floor attendants present, and a catalogue of 
the coming sale items available for perusal. (The 
catalogue will likely be securely attached to the 
wall on a cord, which is simpler than reminding 
you not to walk off with it.) If the place doesn’t 
bother with atmosphere, you'll find the merchan- 
dise strewn around the regular sale room with no 
special effort at swank. But there'll be attendants 
here, also, and a catalogue handy and you can ask 
just as many questions in either place. 

Since Rules One and Two are, respectively, Pick 
a Reputable (not necessarily showy) Gallery, and 
Attend the Pre-sale Exhibition. Rule Three is in- 
evitably Ask Questions. 

An auctioneer of my acquaintance observed a 
sad truth when he remarked, “When they can’t tell 
a treasure from a trinket, women won’t ask and 
find out. Men will.” 

One way of telling is by consulting the catalogue, 
gathering what you can from the description of the 
piece given and then stepping over to one of the 
floor attendants and asking what the estimated 
value is. This means ““What do you think the piece 
will bring on the block?” (One authority told me 
his firm averaged 90% or better at estimating the 
total a collection would bring.) Thus you find oul 
whether you can hope to get in on the bidding o1 
whether you're outclassed to start. 

You will also discover on this inspection tour 
whether a piece you fancy has any serious flaws, 
whether the repair job will run into more than the 
piece is worth to you. Serious flaws are pointed oul 
in the catalogue, incidentally, if the firm is jealous 
of its reputation.

IS PAVED WITH GOOD INTENTIONS 


One working wife and mother speaks plainly on the 
subject of women’s contribution to the winning of 
the war. She says, from the vantage point of a 
full-time job, that volunteer work is not enough. 


Read her story and let your conscience answer 
By Patricia Davidson Guinan 


Woe are often wonderful, always unpredictable. 
and sometimes disappointing. 

In peacetime we are the backbone of the nation. 
We are the ones whom men come home to for comfort 
and hot meals and chatter about the children. And 
thai’s what peace is. 

But war is something else again. It is men in uni- 
form away from home, being lonesome and whistling 
in the dark, being scared and sticking to their guns. 
It is also building planes and tanks and engines and all 
kinds of things with desperate speed, with manpower 
that is not enough. It is a nation baring its teeth. It is 
a time when amenities and comfort don’t come first. 
And war is today. This very minute. 

Not so long ago we women could be proud of the 
job we were doing of raising children, of keeping 
house, of entertaining gracefully, of taking part in 
civic activities. But now we are needed for a bigger 
job, gigantic in scope, ruthless in its demands. Yet our 
overall response to our 1943-44 role in history has 
been a cause for deep and bitter shame. 

Why, I wonder, haven’t we faced, realistically the 
terrifying fact of global war, with the same calm 
courage with which the women in Russia, England, 
China have answered their country’s call for help? 
The easy answer is a geographical one. We're far from 
the front. No drone of enemy planes interrupts our 
peaceful nights and we’ve never known what it’s like 
to be without the four freedoms we’re fighting for. 

But the real answer goes deeper than that. We’re 
soft from resting too long on our laurels. As Amer- 
icans we are known as the best-dressed women in the 


world, our children the most privileged, our husbands 


the most generous providers. We take for granted our 
right to sleep safely in our beds, to sit down to well- 
balanced meals, to go to church on Sunday, and to 


send letters to our Congressmen. Since our ways are so 
easy, it is the harder to change them. Because we cry 
at a war movie, tingle at a parade, throw back our 
shoulders as we stand for the Star Spangled Banner, 
we think we're a nation of Molly Pitchers incarnate. 
But we're not. 

And please God, let us realize that we’re not—be- 
fore it’s too late. 

This country is sending out a nation-wide appeal 
for woman power. There are 13 million of us, without 
children to care for, who could take jobs. And there 
are 8 million of us, with children sufficiently grown to 
permit us to work. But we are so accustomed to hearing 
figures in the millions talked about in the press and 
over dinner tables that our minds have become numb 
to their implication. It’s hard to reduce such magnitude 
to personal dimensions. But if you really want to 
realize the urgency of the need for women ike you and 
me to fill full-time war jobs, think of your own 
efforts to find a cleaning woman or a maid. Think of 
the many times you have thought that if you didn't 
get someone, anyone, to help you take care of the 
children, cook, clean, wash, and iron, you simply 
couldn’t go on. Multiply that desperation a thousand- 
fold and you will understand why it is no longer a 
question of giving a few hours a week to volunteer 
work. Folding bandages, selling war bonds, collecting 
books for the soldiers is not enough. If you sat down 
and budgeted your time as conscientiously as you 
budget your housekeeping money or your ration 
points, could you honestly say that you're doing a 
job commensurate with the life given by the boy down 
the street who was reported killed in action? 


es is today an appallingly large group that repre- 
sents an untapped source of woman power. Since 
this country has, as yet, no iemale conscription laws 
to guide us in deciding who should be working, we 
must be extra careful that we don’t hide behind ex- 
cuses and good intentions. We must be our own sternest 
critics. To do this, ask yourself such questions as these: 
Do you start your day hours after the happier and 
wiser band of women arrive behind their desks or 
machines? Do you smugly assert that you would not 
work for pay because you (Continued on page 88)

HE welcome mat need not rest precariously on your door step, its 

position fluctuating from day to day, depending on the state of your 
ration books, when there are scores of delicious foods you can corral 
without forfeiting a single point! 

An emergency food shelf is really more indispensable today than in 
pre-war days. It isn’t just something convenient to fall back on when 
unexpected guests loom in view, and you enjoy being able to say 
(and mean it), “there’s always enough for one more.” 

If you’re engaged in Red Cross or similar activities, you'll need it 
to fall back on when you work late and arrive home only a half hour 
before dinner—and long after all the stores have closed. If you’re in 
defense work a backlog of food is essential, since marketing must be 
crammed in at infrequent intervals and often current supplies are de- 
pleted long before you can get to a store. If you order by telephone, 
you must have a few exiras to tide you over when commercial deliveries 
don’t follow schedules. Yes, an emergency shelf is a patriotic necessity 
for it eliminates many unnecessary trips to the market and saves 
precious gasoline! 


UR idea of a pretty exciting emergency shelf is shown here. It contains 

the ingredients for complete meals, simple or elaborate. Dehydrated 
soups are first on the list. For they can be prepared in anywhere from 
3 to 25 minutes, and they run the gamut of favorites from cream of 
mushroom to French onion. Season these imaginatively, though, for 
they often need slight “doctoring” to bring out their full flavor. But 
they can be successful courses in themselves or good extenders. Have 
bouillon paste or a liquid brown stock substitute on hand; then you 
can make the soup, intended for four, stretch to satisfy six hungry 
appetites. But if you’re looking for something truly elegant to start 
things off with a bang, because the rest of the meal is rather meager, 
how about a green turtle soup with sherry—the turtle meat straight 
from the Caribbean? 

If you don’t want to spend even five minutes preparing the first 
course, stock your shelves with a few jars of apple juice, clam juice 
cocktail, or the new dehydrated tomato juice that can be turned into 
a cocktail by adding cool water. 

For the piéce de résistance, there are any number of things you can 
have: sliced or ready-cut smoked turkey; egg noodles with fresh mush- 
rooms in a tomato sauce; ravioli with a tomato sauce; a packaged 
Spanish rice dinner that you can prepare in 30 minutes; a delicious 
mushroom sauce to pour over Gluten spaghetti (with 50° more eluten 
and 25% less starch than ordinary spaghetti—welcome thought for 
dieters) ; lobster, shrimp or crabmeat for quick salads, Newburgs, 
Creole dishes (when we wrote this they’d been removed from meat 
rationing) ; or boiled Iceland brook trout. 

We don’t have to tell you to keep staples like rice on hand so that 
you can evolve a delicious curry with the lamb left over from Sunday, 
popped into a real East India curry sauce, which comes in concen- 
trated form. Just add a cup of that brown stock we told you about, or 
water. Don’t forget to have a spicy, fairly hot chutney to accompany it. 

Other main-course possibilities are chicken, turkey, a la king, and 
a cheese rarebit (which conforms to OPA’s requirements). 

If you find yourself with a pound of chopped meat and a family 
that’s suddenly expanded from four to six, (Continued on page 88)

Q. Shall I use searfs on my living and dining 
room tables? 


A. This is really a matter of personal choice, but 
we say, if you don’t want to look “dated,” don’t do 
it. They give a cluttered look to a room. Most manu- 
facturers today apply a protective finish to their fur- 
niture, so you need have no qualms that accessories 
will mar the tables. Lamp bases are usually lined 
with felt, but if they aren’t, you can line them your- 
self with a piece of felt cut out from an old hat. 
In bedrooms, it is nice to use a simple linen scarf on 
dresser or chest or wherever you happen to place 
your comb, brush, and mirror set. Be sure the run- 
ner you do use is smart and up-to-date—not dowdy. 


Q. Can I have floor-length draperies with a 
radiator under the window? 


A. It’s easy! Use a cornice board at the top and ex- 
tend it six or eight inches beyond either side of the 
window so that draperies will hang free of the radi- 
ator. This treatment gives a nice broad look to the 
window and at the same time will overcome any 
interference from the radiator. 


Q. Would you advise painting my woodwork 
which is dark, but has a nice grain. 


A. We believe that dark woodwork gives a heavy, 
dated look to a room. Do paint it to match the 
walls or background color of the wallpaper you are 
using, or simply paint it white. Light woodwork will 
brighten up the room and give it a new look, and 
requires very little extra care to keep it fresh. As a 
matter of fact, dust shows up more on dark wood- 
work than the painted. For the really dirty marks 
there are washing powders which loosen dirt with- 
out much effort. 


Q. How can I keep the edge of my rug from 
rolling? 


A. A rug lining will help to keep it flat and, at the 
same time, will preserve the life of the rug. Also, 
there is a product on the market which you can 
apply to the back of a rug to keep it in place. 


Q. My problem is one of high ceilings. Can 
you suggest a way to lower the apparent height 
of the room? 


A. Painting the ceiling a warm color is one way to 
bring down the height of the room. Another way is 
to use a deep valance or cornice at the windows, or 
to lower the moulding 12 or 18 inches from the 


ceiling. Don’t use a vertically striped wallpaper. 


Q. Shall I use lace antimacassars on my over- 
stuffed furniture? 


A. No, for they seldom serve their purpose and 
only tend to give a tacky, dated look to a room. 
With the wonderful cleaning products on the mar- 
ket it is an easy matter to freshen up the upholstery. 
Slipcovers are a much better way to keep upholstery 


clean, and slipcovers can be wonderfully handsome. 

















Q. My fireplace has ugly red bricks that spoil 
any chance of an interesting color scheme. 
What would you do with them? 


A. The remedy is very simple. Just paint the bricks 
with a good flat paint—white or ivory—to match the 
woodwork in the room. Black is good, too. 


Q. How can I treat a group of windows placed 
together? 


A. Use a pair of glass curtains for each window, but 
only one pair of draperies for the group—that is, a 
drapery at each extreme end, with a continuous yal- 
ance across the top to tie the group together and 
give it a framed look. Such draperies should have 
extra fullness and should look full enough to pull 
across and cover the whole area. 


Q. Is chintz necessarily an informal fabric to 
be used only in summer? 


A. Heavens no! Chintz can be used both in summer 
and winter, and especially in winter when color and 
design are needed to add more cheer to a room. It 
can be used in the most formal period room, but 
select one with a formal floral, fruit, or classic motif. 
In an informal room choose one with a small all-over 
design or not-too-stylized floral in strong colors. 


Q. Can I mix furniture periods in a room? 


A. A room has far more charm and style when it 
combines a little of the old with a little of the 
new. These days, more than formerly, a strict carry- 
ing out of one period seems to make for a very 
stuffy room. 


Q. Is it necessary to use a small table beside 
every chair? 


A. No. Too many little tables can give a room a 
“leggy” look. Try placing one big, important table 
between two chairs. Your room will have more char- 
acter if you combine three or four small tables with 
one or two large tables, 


Q. I have many accessories but they seem in- 
adequate. Can you advise me? 


A. Instead of using many little ashtrays, vases, and 
bric-a-brac, try concentrating on a few large distine- 
tive accessories. One important vase filled with tall 
greens, such as rhododendron or laurel leaves, will 
do more for a room than two or three smaller ones. 
Small pictures can be improved by having them 
framed with wide mats. Groups of pictures are more 
effective than single ones.

Snap beans: Pick when large enough so that econ- 
omy is served—say 3”-4” minimum; before seed bulges 
appear on pods, or strings (on varieties having them) 
develop. This goes for immediate eating, canning, or 
salting. 

Shell beans: Pick when seeds are mature and flesh 
is gone from pods, but before pods dry. After beans 
start to dry, let them dry thoroughly; then pick. If 
frost overtakes you before pods are dried, pull and 
hang whole vines, roots up, till pods finish job. 

Limas: For eating fresh, pods should be picked 
when seeds are slightly under full size. For canning 
large type, pick when little more than half size. Dried 
limas should, of course, be dried before picking. 


GREENS 


Broccoli: Cut heads, whether center or side shoots, 
after buds are well formed (for economy) but be- 
fore flowers break or color of head changes. Include 
bud stems when you cut for table. 

Cabbage: Cut heads when firm (hard, for large 
types) but before cracking. If cracking occurs, eat or 
“kraut” at once. Cracking unlikely with late crop. 

Chard: Best eaten fresh, within few minutes of cut- 
ting. (Other greens more suitable for salting, drying, 
etc.) Outer leaves should be cut when 77-10” tall. 
(Eat ribs of larger leaves separately if you wish.) 

Kale: The younger the leaves, the better they taste. 
Flavor best in cool weather, even after frost. Tender 
small leaves are excellent in green salads. 

Kohlrabi: Eat when bulb is 2”-214” across. Eat en- 
tire plant of thinnings, or young leaves of large plants. 

Lettuces: Eat from 2” (as thinnings) to early ma- 
turity. Lettuce showing seed stalk is past prime. 

Mustard spinach: Eat when leaves are few inches 
long. Large leaves are bitter. 

Spinach: Pick whole plants, for all purposes, when 
no larger than medium lettuce head. Oversize or old 
spinach is especially poor for canning, freezing. 

Note: All greens are more succulent and appetiz- 
ing, not only when less than full grown but when 
young. This means quick-grown greens, size for size, 
are invariably better than slow-grown ones. 
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Beets: Start with early thinnings, eating tops 
and all till tops get too coarse. Beets no bigger 
than golf balls are ideal for eating, canning. A 
storage crop should be nearer maturity, depend- 
ing on variety, as also should beets for drying. 

Carrots: Edible from second thinning on to 
maturity (when tops begin to dry). Prime for 
table and canning when half grown, They don’t 
keep very well dried, but store nicely at full size. 

Rutabaga: Should reach diameter of baseball 
or more by hard frost. Dipping cut “crown” and 
in wax makes for ideal storage.

© The leading authority on the habits of th 
sun as an auxiliary to your heating plant. 
Henry Nicholls Wright, has boiled down six 
major facts about why all this is true. In sim 
ple terms, without any “B.T.U.’s,” he tells you 
the truths you'll want to know to apply this 
new science to your own postwar house: 

e “Everyone has observed the common phe- 
nomenon that the rays of the sun warm your 
body, even on cool days. This is due to the 
radiant energy of the sun, which travels 
across space, partly in the form of radiant 
heat (like the heat from an electric bathroom 


heater) and partly as light, and is absorbed 





by your skin. It is this instantaneous solar 
heat which keeps you warm on a cool day in 
bright sunshine, and often enables skiers to 
strip to the waist, despite the fact that the air 
around them is freezing cold. 

@ “One way in which solar heat can help you 
to be comfortable inside your house in the 
wintertime is by warming your body in this 
way. There is, however, another and more im- 
portant way—a way which raises the air tem- 
perature within the house and cuts fuel bills. 
When the sun’s rays entering through a 
window strike the wall or floor, they are 
absorbed, warming the surface slightly. The 
wall or floor, in turn, gives off this heat to 
the air, raising its temperature. All of the 
solar energy which enters your house is con- 
verted in this way into useful heat. 

e “The solar radiation on a south wall is 
about five times as great in the winter as in 
the summer. 

e “The wall which receives the most heat in 
the summer faces west-north-west, and it re- 
ceives six times more in the summer than the 
winter. Consequently, openings on this wall 
should be protected by such insulating de 
vices as awnings, “Koolshade” (insulating 


screening), shuttérs or storm windows. or 


glazed with heat-absorbent plate class. 

e “In addition to orienting your house for 
solar radiation, you must also do it with an 
eye on the prevailing winter and summe) 


winds. (See pages 41-52, Aucust House 
BeauTiIFUL.) This often produces complica- 
tions, but a good plan takes everything into 


consideration.

Under the sponsorship of the Illinois Institute of 
Technology, the solar house shown on this page has 
been under test for the last year to prove just how 
much heat is gained by day, and how much lost by 
night. Their findings indicate that more heat may 
be gained than lost. The large windows properly face 
the south and are double glazed. But no one can 
measure the psychological comfort of sitting in the 
sunshine on a cold winter day. It has a value which 
cannot be measured in dollars and cents.

Mr. and Mrs. Howard Lindsay bears this out. Just to have written 
so nostalgic a comedy of the elegant “Eighties as “Life With 
Father,” in which Mr. Lindsay collaborated with Russel Crouse. 
is in itself evidence of a tender, sympathetic interest in those 
dear, dead days, Then to have played the parts of Father and 
Vinnie for close to four years, as Mr. and Mrs. Lindsay have, 
turning that era of swanback sofas and potted palms into today 
for enthralled audiences, is proof that Victorianism is close and 
dear to them.

f your attic is like most others, it’s a jumble of “I-don’t-know- 

what-to-do-with’s.”. When you want something that’s been 
swallowed by the attic’s yawning maw, you're in for a roasting 
or freezing while you tug at unwieldy boxes and unstack piles of 
unsorted miscellany.

Sow in sterile soil indoors Treat seed and seedlings well 


Only trouble with Asters is suscep- 
tibility to ailments essentially more 
lethal than those attacking most 
other popular annuals. As first step 
in insuring success, sterilize soil bo- 
fore sowing indoors for early bloom. 
Firm sterilized mixture of sand, peat, 
loam in bulb pan (A) and set in 
pan of water (B) till soil is moist on 
top. Sow seed thinly (C) and cover 
lightly with sterile, sifted sand (D) 


outdoors for later bloom 


About the time the plants you 
sowed indoors have reached a 
height of 4''-5" in the flats and are 
ready to be set in permanent, well- 
worked beds, a second batch may 
be started in an outdoor seed bed 
—a well-prepared bed (A) raised 
slightly above surrounding ground 
with boards and conditioned with 
peat, wood ashes. Transplant (B). 
Lath shade shown protects seeds 


Aster diseases are bad ones 


Aster "yellows" is a kind of mosaic 
spread by insects. The virus is fatal. 
If leaves and deformed buds turn 
yellow, dig and destroy plants at 
once. In some localities it is foolish 
to try Asters, so firmly is the virus 
established in weeds of the region. 
Plant (A) is a poor one showing 
what root and stem rots ("wilt''), 
and yellows can do. Rust (B) calls 


for bordeaux spray—without delay 


It's good practice to treat all seed 
before sowing with disinfectant, 
whether soil is sterile or not (A). 
When seedlings get their first good 
set of true leaves, set out carefully 
2" apart in flats of sandy loam (B). 
These flats should be put in a cold 
frame (C) or otherwise given a 
hardening treatment before the 
seedlings are set in the open 
ground, after frost danger ends 


Proper care means everything 


Deep spading of any bed where 
asters are to be grown is important. 
(A) Soil should be well drained, 
fertile, a bit on the sweet rather 
than acid side. Wood ashes may 
help here, too. It helps to control 
some of the ills Asters are heir to if 
you water the soil only, with water 
rod or canvas hose (B), and mulch 
with peat moss (C). Remove side 


* shoots and buds for big blooms (D) 


Two insects may cause trouble 


It's testimony to the Aster's beauty 
that it is so well worth while to grow 
two or even three crops of them a 
year, despite particularly vicious 
diseases and insects. Most trouble- 
some visible bug is black or black- 
ish blister beetle (A), devoted to 
bloom and leaf. Hand pick or 
poison with spray. A root aphis (B) 
causes weakening and stunting of

hen your supply of glass jars runs low and you still have 

quantities of vegetables that you can’t eat or give away, save 
those vegetables by salting. Salt is an effective preservative be- 
cause it retards the growth of the harmful agents that cause 
spoilage. 

Vegetables preserved by salting will not, of course, resemble 
the fresh product as nearly as when canned. But you'll find 
that salted green beans, corn, carrots. cauliflower, turnip greens, 
mustard greens, and beet tops will be good filler-inners next 
winter—not to mention sauerkraut. Your vegetables must be 
just as fresh for salting as for canning, if you want the finished 


product to be of good quality.

Wii about canning 
this past summer. Every 
smalltown saw organized 
canning groups at work. 
Every home magazine 
compared the merits of 
dehydration, coldpack- 
ing, and pressure cookery. Farm- 
ers’ Bulletin No. 1762 — “Home 
Canning of Fruits, Vegetables, 
and Meats”—enjoyed a circulation 
which put “Ben Hur,” “All Quiet 
on the Western Front,” and “One 
World” to shame. In hundreds of 
thousands of homes bulging cup- 
boards of canned vegetables, pick- 
les, preserved fruits already testify 
to the industry and skill of Ameri- 
cans who are not going to worry 
too much when the ration-point 
values of tinned goods go up again 
next winter. 


But there is an older way to sup- 
ply the winter table than canning 
—and an easier way. That is by 
storage. Grandma knew about sto- 
rage, and Grandpa’s ample waist- 
coat bore evidence that the table 
she set was an appetizing one. In 
the years before the war we forgot 
some of the things that Grandma 
took for granted. Now war-time re- 
strictions have changed all this, 
and we find ourselves back in a 
domestic economy which Grand- 
ma would have understood better 
than we. And we shall do well if 
we borrow a few leaves from 
Grandma’s book of experience. For 
one thing, Grandma seldom put up 
in bottles what she could more 
readily put down in the storage 
cellar. For another, she depended 
upon Grandpa to do much of the 
heavier work of preparing things 
for storage and getting the cellar 
ready to house them. If Grandpa 
showed any reluctance to put aside 
his business cares or his fishing 
rod for a few hours when storage 
time came round, Grandma told 
him about it. Granddaughters of 
today should note both points. 


Successful vegetable storage de- 
pends upon several factors. They 
are all simple to understand, yet 
to overlook any of them is to court 
failure. 

First, of course, is temperature.

that so many degree 
are best for apple sto- 
rage, so many more (or 
fewer) for potatoes, or 
winter 
squash. In home prac- 
tice you will be doing 
very well if you can keep the tem- 
perature of the compartment in 
which you store root crops at forty 
degrees fahrenheit or slightly low- 
er. Onions and squashes will keep 
well under home conditions at five 
to fifteen degrees higher. 

Second factor of importance is 


onions, or 


humidity. Without pretending to 
scientific accuracy, we may agree 
that root crops do best in a nat- 
urally moist atmosphere. Grand- 
ma’s old back cellar, unheated, 
with a dirt floor, was often ideal 
so far as humidity was concerned. 








If your own storage room has tight 
cement walls and a cement floor, 
you may have to use a sprinkling 
can on the floor once or twice a 
month to restore natural moisture 
to the air. But you should not let 
the walls get so damp as to en- 
courage the growth of molds. Po- 
tatoes need less moisture than 
beets and carrots. Since it is con- 
venient to store all these root crops 
in the same room, many home 
gardeners pack the carrots, par- 
snips, beets, and Jerusalem arti- 
chokes in tight boxes filled with — 
fresh sand or sandy loam, where 
they dry out more slowly. Ruta-— 
bagas keep well if their cut-off — 
necks are dipped in paraffin and —

new type of deviled eggs. Dinner— 
gravies, soups, creamed dishes. Use 
it to glorify the meat loaf or hash;

Something of an aristocrat this, 
by the way. The formula was orig- 
inated by the great Brand who was 
chef to King George IV. History 
tells us that His Majesty was a real 
epicure and Brand for many years 
diligently worked and_ experi- 
mented to find a sauce that would 
please the discriminating taste of 
his royal master. Finally he hit 
upon a combination and upon pre- 
senting it to the King for his judg- 
ment, His Majesty tasted it and ex- 
claimed, “Brand, this is A-1!” The 
sauce gained such popular favor 
from the guests at the royal house- 
hold that it was only a short time 
before the peers from all over 
Europe became insistent upon se- 
curing some of this “magic flavor- 
ing” for themselves. Now it is made 
in America from the original 
formula. Gentle, aristocratic, yet 
positive, you can use it for a dif- 
ferent nuance or boldly for its own 
sake. It’s not easy to overdo with it.

Over a century ago an English 
nobleman who had spent many 
years in India returned to his 
1omeland, bringing a treasure, not 
of gold or jewels, but a recipe for 
1 marvelous sauce that lent to food 
1 new savor and delight.

rins, of Worcester, England. Today 
it is in use in every civilized coun- 
try in the world.

Men 
used it boldly on chops, steaks, and 
roasts (when they could get them) 
for its own flavor. But now we are 
learning its second nature as a 
flavor extender. Remember what we 
said about Maggi’s and Kitchen 
Bouquet?

Now we come to one of the least- 
known condiments of the average 
kitchen and yet the oldest of all. 
In 1796 Dr. Johann Gottlieb Ben- 
jamin Siegert was born in the 
province of Silesia, Germany. He 
became an army surgeon in the 
campaign against Napoleon I and 
in 1820 his adventurous spirit led 
him to embark for Venezuela where 
his services were gladly accepted 
by General Simon Bolivar, the 
Great Liberator. It was in 1824 
that Dr. Siegert first made for his 
own use an aromatic bitters which 
soon acquired such favor that he 
was encouraged to devote his en- 
tire energies to its preparation. 
They became widely known from

Just think, this is the last month in which to work 


up a good sweat without making a point of it 


Personally, I can break out in a glowing perspiration just turn- 
ing the pages of the fall catalogues. Sheer gluttony, no doubt—but 
the kind that costs nothing. My biggest orders are written in in- 
visible ink. However, the ones that somehow get into the mails are 
no smaller than they should be. 


Early in July I saw a Rose in the trial beds of one of the big 
growers—a light buff hybrid tea with a touch of salmon in the bud. 
There are only two or three dozen plants of it now, but if you don’t 
see it catalogued among the headliners in another couple of years, 
[ll miss my guess—and you'll miss one honey of a Rose! 


Incidentally, this might be a good place to work in another plug for 
B. W. Price, introduced this year. It's a single hybrid tea, an indefatigable 


bloomer, thrifty, and glows a magnificent rosy pink. 


Until this year I had never grown a cabbage in my garden. And 
what a surprise I got when the first one turned up as cole slaw a 
while ago. You may have your market cabbage from now on—here- 
after you'll find me out among the rabbits. 


There's no better time to spade the perennial borders thoroughly than 
right now. The ground is probably a lot firmer (to put it pleasantly) than 
it needs to be. And if you wait till first frost you'll never get it done. Work 
in some peat, if you've got it, and maybe some wood ashes while you're 


at it. It's safe to work close to the plants now, too. 


As this is written, the 1943 war conference of the American Seed 
Trade Association has just concluded in Chicago. Brief report to my 


constituents: The food crop this year will inevitably be below ex- 


pectations, below practical needs. So don’t waste a vegetable. The 
outlook for seeds next year is better, in general, than it was a year 
ago. So prepare to outdo yourself in 1944. RUB.

through the plug and a small metal 
tube inserted. The basement has 
been dry ever since. 

Late fall brought The Case of 
the Leaves in the Eaves. The roof 
gutters of Bill’s home had been 
repaired and painted in June and 
since then had become piled high 
with leaves. Left there all winter 
they would induce rust and make 
further repairs necessary. The only 
available ladder fell short of the 
roof-edge, so the cleaning job 
couldn’t be done by hand. 

Ultimately, the First Law led 
Bill to the basement, as it so often 
does.

Because of wartime 
conditions it is particularly relevant 
that in none of the instances cited 
was a cent spent for repairs.

When dry, paint over putty, 
being sure to overlap the paint on the glass to prevent moisture 
from getting behind putty. 


WALLS 


PROCEDURE: The wall surface must be absolutely clean. 


If walls have been previously painted, calcimined, or white- 
washed, this must be removed. The waterproofing compound will 
adhere only to a damp surface, so flush the masonry walls thor- 
oughly with a hose. If wall is already damp from moisture, give it 
a slight rinse. The material is not effective where there is running 
water or seepage. This condition must first be corrected. Then 
the damp-proofer can be applied. 

When thoroughly mixed to a mortar, apply the damp-proofer 
uniformly to the wall. Allow about five hours for drying and 
then apply a second coat. The material must not dry out too 
quickly, so the following day after applying second coat, flush 
the walls with water. Two pounds of the water-proofer will 
damp-proof ten square feet of wall area. 

Material is available in grey, white, cream, buff, and colors. 


“BE OVER 





Furniture rests which will not cause denting are available for 
all types and weights of furniture. These rests have a broad 
base and a special swivel construction that make them lie 
flat on the floor even when the furniture is tilted, and then 
prevents sides of rests from digging into floor. The rests are 
made of tough plastic in a brownish color. They make no 


screeching noise when furniture moves. One manufacturer of 


linoleum makes four rests which are suitable for all types of 
flooring. There are two varieties of the swivel construction— 
nail and cotter pin. If your furniture is now equipped with 
casters, buy the cotter pin type. If it has no casters, use the 
nail variety. These rests are used on light tables and chairs. 
Round or square cups are available for heavier furniture. The 
cup type can be used under pianos, et which have casters

Most plant refuse and much 
garden rubbish can be made 
into first-class compost to 


enrich the garden next year 


hile a plain, everyday rubbish pile will sometimes yield just as 

rich compost as a hand-tailored compost heap, usually it’s another 
case of “too little and too late.’ And for these years of intensive 
home food production and not enough fertilizer, that’s just not good 
enough. So, do make a real compost pile if you haven’t one already. 
Don’t worry too much about how it looks, or whether the layers of 
material are of equal thickness or composition. But do spread your 
plant refuse in layers, pressed down, moistened, and sprinkled with 
fertilizer and lime or some special composting compound. Do cover 
the layers with soil to hasten decomposition and to prevent drying 
out. Do dish in the top of the heap to collect rain water. Do turn the 
pile over 3 or 4 times between spring and fall, when decomposition 
(bacterial action) virtually stops. Do slice vertically when you turn 
the pile, insuring good mixing as you make new layers. Finally, don't 
hoard your compost, once it is ready. Do use it early and often, 
wherever combined humus and plant food are called for. 
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soil. They will probably freeze in 
severe weather, but so long as they 
do not alternately freeze and thaw, 
no harm is done to their quality. 
The trench in which either of these 
vegetables is stored may be opened 
at the end, a few plants removed, 
and the mound filled over once 
more. Great care should be taken 
to see that no water gets into the 
storage space in case of an un- 
timely thaw. Storage mounds of 
this kind are also likely to suffer 
from overheating if the quantity of 
vegetables is considerable. Some 
form of ventilation must then be 
provided, despite the consequent 
danger of rodent attack. 


But suppose that, unlike Grandpa 
and Grandma, we have our house 
in the city or a nearby suburb. We 
have only a modern, warm, light, 
iry cellar available, and we wish 
o make room to store the summer 
ounty from our garden. How do 
we go about the job? Our first task 
ill be to partition off a part of 
the cellar where the heat from 
he furance or game room will 
ot reach our vegetables. Ordinary 
‘x 3” studding will suffice, pro- 
ided we sheathe both sides of the 
artition. Insulation board will do 
ery satisfactorily on one or both 
ides of the partition wall. If we 
use ordinary “roofers’ boards” and 
builders’ paper, we may fill in the 
space the studding with 
sawdust or rockwool or shavings.

Beginners should learn what old-timers never forget: that the 


earth must rest and renew itself between growing seasons 


When the last ear of late corn is stripped and the squashes piled 
along the garden path, the scene of this year’s Victory presents

a picture of carnage and desolation. Great weeds you never knew 
were there rear defiant heads among blackened tomato vines. 
Half a dozen rotting cucumbers reproach your eye, rusty, bug- 
debris and prepare the eaten bean vines tangle like barbed wire. Only the last rows of 
winter roots present any semblance of order. So on with the rake 
and off with the clutter! Off to a roaring bonfire. By this time 
there is little clean salvage for the compost heap, so burn the 


whole lot. The slaughter of embryo insects will be terrific.

Here’s ours, aimed at 
the amateur with a small suburban lot: If you wait till the rye is 
When both rye and frost up and the ground is just freezing for the winter, you can put 
on pretty fresh manure without danger of burning next year’s 
crops. A cubic yard per 1000 square feet will do a bit more than 
replace the humus lost this year. Three yards is a fine dose. 
Spread accordingly. What you apply will be turned next spring 
with the rye, giving real texture to your soil. And the way your

SNAPDRAGONS 


nly a spectacular and sturdy flower could live down a formal name like 

Antirrhinum, and the Snapdragon does it nicely. Even the little ones 
(very few people know them or use them) make quite a racket in the 
garden for their size. And of course the big ones, growing as tall as 3’, will 
pick up a lagging border by the scruff of its neck and hustle it right along 
through the season. Tall, medium, or dwarf, Snapdragons have the same 
characteristic blossoms and bloom spikes. But the color variations are 
legion. Reds, whites, yellows, coppery and pastel shades predominate, but 
there are all others, too, except blue. They are, as a group, subject to 
serious rust, but resistant strains are available. They resent careless 
handling, but, treated as they should be (see below), are indispensable. 

















Sow in fall for spring bloom 


Though Snap- 
dragons are generally treated as 


strictly perennials, 


annuals. Sow them in the fall in the 
cold frame, pressing fine seeds in- 
to surface (A). When second true 
leaves appear, transplant (B) to 
about 3” apart. When 4” or so high, 
they may be set in open garden, to 
be protected against winter, with 
straw or salt hay (C), ready for 
spring, or for cool greenhouse (D) 


outdoors for later bloom 


You've got earliest bloom possible 
from fall sown seed, then early sum- 
mer flowers from seed sown indoors 
in March. Now, when ground is 
warm, sow directly in open ground 
outdoors for late flowers. Sow in 
seed beds or, preferably, in well- 
spaded and fertile border (A), 
sowing few seeds where plants will 
stand. Press into fino soil (B), mulch 
with peat (C), thin to best plant (D) 





Stake giants; pinch for bulk 


You really should stake the taller 
ones, distasteful as the chore al- 
ways is. Stake sensibly, concealing 
stick in rear of branches, out of 
sight, fastening tie firmly to stake, 
then loosely to stem (A). All healthy 
plants will branch somewhat, but 
for added bushiness, pinch out tips 
of seedlings when about 6” high 
(B), later on pinching side shoots.

t doesn’t pay to have preconceptions about anything 
ee on the subject of home. Since home is what you 
make it, anyway, it is sometimes a blessing in disguise to have 
an unorthodox beginning. 

The case we present on this and the next four pages is a fine 
example of what I mean. For the garage in question stands on 
a fine, old, subdivided estate in Westchester County, New York, 
surrounded by the most beautiful grounds imaginable. It was

The distinguishing marks of the former garage are still faintly discernible. Passenger cars drove throu 


designed and built by the famous architectural firm of McKim. 
Mead, and White, who built so well and so expensively that 
even a garage was a work of art, closely rivaling Gibraltar in 
solid construction. It was built for eight passenger cars and the 
chauffeur’s apartment, on one floor. Below this, in an above- 
grade basement with a conservatory roof, was kept a miscellany 
of trucks, tractors, station wagons, and 15-foot box trees. 

On the face of it, it looked as other-era and impossible to use 
as did the whole estate. But somebody smart, with imagination, 
saw it in a different light and bought it and four acres of land for 
a figure that wouldn’t fetch a six-room bungalow on a crowded 
suburban street. For by all common standards of real estate evalu- 
ation, it was a baby white elephant, indissolvably tied to a bigger 
and whiter elephant. 

To see how it has been changed, with very little structural 


remodeling and tons of imagination, study the next four pages.

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he only structural changes were made in the eight-car 
garage, which became the living room. The concrete floor, 
which pitched toward a center drain, was covered with a 
wood floor. And a false ceiling was put in eleven feet above 
the new floor line—to create a residential feeling instead of 





a barnlike feeling. The old garage doors were removed (see 
left) and a window was converted into a fireplace (see 
right). The brick walls were left exposed and painted a 


warm elephant grey. The door which connected the garage 





to the living quarters (at left) was not altered, but won- 
derful things were done to it by framing it with a white 
baroque architectural frame. (See page 54.) 

The rest of the living quarters were merely painted and 
decorated. Closets were added to bedrooms, a few plumb- 
ing fixtures modernized. Landscaping completed the job. 


A GARAGE CAN BE A VERY

Fe would you guess that the living room you see here 
was once the home of eight automobiles. Yet walls, 
windows, and door openings are exactly the same. The 
transformation was wrought with five ingredients: fine 
architectural woodwork, color, fabrics, furniture, and 
accessories. None of these ingredients could be said to 
be more important than any of the others. The element 
that bound them all together was an untrammeled imagi- 
nation on the part of the owners and the decorator. 


This living room is also a dining room

Roast Capon with Chestnut Stuffing 

A six-pound capon is a good size for roasting. 
It should cook in about two hours. Start it iu a 
hot oven (450°F.-475°F.) and after the first 
fifteen minutes reduce the heat to about 300°F. 
Mrs. Appleyard saves the fat from any fowl that 
happens to cross her path. One use she makes of 
it is to mix four tablespoons with an equal 
amount of flour and rub it into the skin of 
the capon before putting it into the oven. She 
puts three tablespoons of cold water into the 
pan, uses a rack, places the bird breast down, 
turns it after twenty minutes, bastes it at least 
four times during cooking. 

First, however, she stuffs it with Chestnut

hen you take a guest around your garden for the first 


time, is there a point where you say, perhaps a bit smugly. 





“And here are my roses”? If there is, then wipe that smile 
off your face and consider what you're missing! For if you 
have all your roses in one spot, even though it’s a big spot. 
chances are you’re not giving roses their due—and then you 
have only one type of rose plant, probably, the hybrid tea. 

There’s nothing wrong with hybrid teas, inind you; they 
are and should be the basis of modern rose gardens. But 
there are other kinds of roses, and other ways to use them 
than in beds by themselves. So let the title across the top of 
these pages be your slogan and work out a real fall planting

you do it to get the jump on spring 





If you live anywhere except in the northern tier 
of states, where deep cold comes early, does its 
work with no nonsense, lay off fall planting of 
roses! For most of the rest of us in the United 
States, fall planting is not only safe but often 
much preferable to spring planting. Some of the 
reasons: There is more time to spare in the fall 
garden. There is more money to spare for gar- 
den purchases in the fall (or we think there is). 
Fall-bought plants are fall-dug plants and spend 
no months in storage, however well controlled. 
Plants dug’in fall and set within a couple of 
weeks, suffer little check, establish themselves 
quickly, go dormant with good strength, revive 
and bestir themselves early the following spring. 
Garden soil is far easier to work with in fall 
than in early spring. 

There are, of course, precautions to be observed 
in fall, as any other time. Rose plants should 
never be allowed to dry out from the time you | 
eet them till the ground freezes. All fall-set roses | 
should be well mounded with earth after plant- 
ing, and preferably mulch on top of that to pre- 
vent alternate thawing in late winter, forestall | 
sun scald on canes that may not have winter- | 
killed back to the soil line. |

UPHOLSTERED FURNITURE 


Because your favorite cleaner can’t take on the 


job of shampooing your furniture, don’t relegate 


a perfectly good, but soiled, chair to the attic. 


Tackle it yourself with dry suds, a little patience

Mere you have been turned down again by another specialist you’ve 


called about cleaning your upholstered furniture. It’s a commonplace 


occurrence these days to get “No” for an answer, where cleaning problems 


are concerned. For cleaners are suffering from the same kind of labor short- 


age that you may have experienced in your own domain. 


But you can cope with such jobs as cleaning your own furniture, if you’re 


willing to learn the ropes. Shampooing upholstered furniture by the dry

suds method isn’t too ticklish a job for amateurs, provided they will forget 


their own ideas on the subject and follow closely rules known to produce 


satisfactory results. Here are the 10 steps. 


> Take a tip from professional rug cleaners who 
@) thoroughly dust-clean all rugs before putting a 
smitch of soap on them. For a dust-free object 
won't take as long to clean, won't consume as 
much cleanser. So vacuum your chair carefully, 
making sure to remove accumulated dust from pip- 
ings, bindings, seams, around buttons and tuft- 
ings. If no vacuum is available, use a whisk broom 


or grooved plastic brush that sucks up dust

Since it is vital not to soak the filling, 

your cleanser must be as dry as possible. Use 
dry suds, made from soap jelly; or a soapless 
lather, such as Vapoo or Des-Tex Foam. To 
make jelly, take 5 cups of water, !/2 cup of soap 
scraps or shaved soap. Heat until melted. Cool. 
You'll have a semi-firm mass resembling gelatine 
before it sets. This must be whipped to a lather- 
like consistency before being applied to upholstery 








After you've whipped the soap jelly into a 
5 thick foam with either an electric mixer or an 
gg beater, assemble your tools and materials on 
table near the piece to be tackled. You'll need 
bowl of dry suds, two bowls of clear lukewarm 
ater, a spatula, ruler, or large knife, a supply 
of clean cloths, fiber scrub brush. Dip brush in 
suds and apply to a small area, using a light 
circular motion, working as quickly as possible 


Go over the cleaned place with the moistened 
Bei, working rapidly with a gentle circular 
stroke. Repeat with a second rinsing cloth to 
guarantee complete removal of the soap. Change 
your rinsing water and the cloths as soon as they 
show soil, because you can't expect fine results 
unless your equipment is clean. You'll find that 
lintless cheesecloth, cut into eighteen-inch lengths, 
makes satisfactory work cloths for shampooing 


Now you'll really begin to enjoy the job and 

feel you're accomplishing results. !ust see 
how dirty those suds are. They're lifting the 
dirt right out. Scrape the suds off as soon as 
soiled with a spatula or similar tool. If the 
"“washed'' spot isn't perceptibly cleaner, apply 
another soaping with same circular motion, not 
covering too much territory at one time. Start 
shampooing in the corner of the back of piece

section. But you must be sure to overlap each 


area, so that the clean finished chair will show no 
ugly rings. Start well within the cleaned part each 
time. Repeat the soaping, scraping, rinsing proc- 
ess until you've gone over the entire chair. 
If you follow directions, you won't need to move 
your piece from the living room, or even lay 


newspapers on the floor. For there's no dripping 





The rinsing is a very important step in sham- 
7 pooing. For unless the soap is removed, it may 
turn rancid when the fabric is dry and cause a 
very unpleasant odor. On the other hand, you 
don't want to wet the filling, so you must proceed 
carefully. You will achieve both ends if you dip a 
clean cloth in the lukewarm water and wring it 
out until it is barely moist. If there is any water 
dripping from it give your cloth another twist

To those who belong to a faith, it is the best and the 
most beautiful. To others, outside that faith, the merit 
and appeal are shadowy and perhaps non-existent.

The architectural faith that you adopt is, in a wavy, a 
symbol of your life. The design of your house, which will 
be present in your life for many years, can say many 
things about you. It can say that the past is your god, 
and that you live your life looking back. It can say that 
you think the best is yet to come, and that you are 
strictly holding your course toward a better and braver 
new world. Or it can say that you are deeply aware of 
our indebtedness to the past, that you believe in using 


the contributions of the past and molding them to the

purposes of the future. , 

We have given these three architectural faiths the labels 
of “Traditional,” “Modern,” and “Compromise.” Many 
variations are possible within each faith. Also some over- 
lapping. As in religious denominations, there can be 
much dissension over orthodoxy; and heretics and non- 
conformists are constantly breaking away to confuse the 
neophyte. But if you want your house to be more than a 
routine structure 





more than senseless accident—you 
must develop full understanding of at least one of these 
faiths—preferably all three. 

The nature of your obligation to yourself and your 
house was perfectly put in 1876 by John Burroughs. 
“When you build a house, you make public proclamation 
of your taste and manner, or your want of it. If you have 
humility and simplicity, they will show plainly in your 
dwelling. If you have the opposite of these, false pride 
or a petty ambition, or coldness or exclusiveness, they 
will show. A man seldom builds better than he knows.”

Explore table from underside to learn 
how it was put together before you 
begin dismantling. The curved legs 
usually can be unbolted from the in- 
side of the hollow base. Otherwise, 
saw them off close as possible to the 
base. Remove the top, which will 





come apart in two semi-circular pieces 


Several designs require that the 
apron board be left attached to the 
top. So read all directions below be- 
fore you remove it. If it is removed, 
fill screw holes with plastic wood. 
Scrape and sandpaper all varnished 
surfaces. Wash with strong ammonia 
solution to prepare for painting 





To make this modern coffee table, fas- 
ten the two table top sections together 
by screwing three short boards on un- 
der side across the joint. Attach a 
section of apron board for each leg 
and cut down to the desired height— 
12 to 18 inches from center of leg 





span to floor. It's ready for painting 


For this console table, use one-half 
of table top with apron left on. Nar- 
row apron to width of 2 inches. Face 
with thin fluted moulding strip. Se- 
cure table to wall with small metal 
angle cleats. Make supports from the 
old legs, shaped by cutting off 
shaded areas indicated in Sketch No. 2 





This writing desk requires that apron 
be removed. Cut knee space 14 inches 
deep in one top section.

With a little coaxing, the cumbersome proportions 
of that old round dining table will give way to

Res of the Golden Oak Age, like this old dining table, need 
not be shrugged off as hopeless cast-offs. They are sturdily 
constructed of good materials. Now that new furniture is 
scarce, eye the old table more appreciatively to see if it can’t 
be remodeled into that new occasional piece you’ve been want- 
ing. If your attic isn’t blessed with such a treasure, you can 
spot one at an auction sale. Here are eight designs to show you 
the possibilities abounding in this wondrous stockpile of lumber. 
Have your carpenter or handyman copy one, or adapt for you. 


Make a pie-shaped segment for cor- 
ner dressing table from top section, 
leaving apron on to scallop. Support 
shelf by nailing a board on each wall 
at proper height from floor. Tack 
gathered skirt to back of apron. Make 
side wings from remnants of top. Cut 
down old-piano stool for seat; pad 





Cut down one top section to fit inside 
apron. Nail a straight board to 
straight edge of top section, making 
semi-circular box for plants. Water- 
proof with mixture of putty and thick 
paint. Use other half-round for shelf. 
Make legs of 2-inch pole or pipe. 
Tack garden fencing to inside of box 





Another console table. Leave the 
apron on one top section. Nail other 
section, apron removed, to back edge 
of it. Secure to wall with angle irons 
and brace temporarily. Make leg sup- 
ports from unused apron cut to 
proper lengths. Fasten to inner side 
of narrowed apron and to baseboard 





Use the table "as is" for this quaint 
dining table. Nail a large wooden bar- 
rel hoop to nailing blocks on under 
side of table top. To it tack a full 
skirt (2'/ times circumference of 
hoop). Tack a flounce of same mate- 
rial on apron board. If table legs pro-

\\ wu Garden table. Remove apron from 
5 both top sections. Cut a semi-circle 
in each, Fasten the two sections to- 
gether.

he bridge table is one of the few 

grounds where men and women 
can compete on even terms. Man 
cannot greatly exploit his brawn 
there; woman finds no particular 
advantage in her femininity. But 
bridge superiority is a hard thing 
to prove, so in every bridge circle 
the moot question is, “Who are the 
better players, men or women?” 

Numerically, the women are way 
ahead. They have more time to play 
and they use it. Of an estimated 
20,000,000 American bridge players 
probably two-thirds are women. 
The percentage would be even 
greater if wives had not long ago 
insisted that their husbands take 
time out from poker to learn a 
game which carried the stamp of 
social approval. In general, it is the 
ladies who take the 
seriously and 90% of the profes- 
sional, and self-appointed amateur

Yet there are two answers to 
the question of which sex plays 
the better game, and while they 
are different they are not contra-

CHAINS OF COLOR 


Garden flowers, like the links of a chain, are known for the com- 
pany they keep, as well as for any individual merits they may 
possess. In fact the whole secret of a garden, as opposed to a mere 
army of plants, is what the entire lot adds up to. It’s no good to 
slap a fine delphinium into an open space without considering what 
surrounds the space already. Nor is it any use to plant an oriental 
poppy to fill an August vacancy. In planning a good border, then, 
you must first of all know not only what a plant looks like in bloom 
but when it looks that way—when, in short, it blooms. Then you 
can plan your borders intelligently. The result you create, the color 
harmonies you choose to have, are up to you. But to get any result 
worth bothering about, you must plan. Then after you plan you 
must plant. It’s a good time to do both. Here are some suggestions. 


Or group for bloom succession according to size, thus: 


Low—for front part of border 


Early spring—Perennial Cornflower (Centaurea montana) 
Dependable, cheerful, hardy. Blue all summer; any good soil in sun 


Late spring—Aster Star of Wartburg 
Profuse blooms, of a good blue, on a plant I’ high Best June aster 


Summer—Carpathian Bellflower (Campanula carpatica) 
Blue or white, 2’ by |’ or more. Blue Carpet is a sure-fire new one 


Autumn—Cushion Chrysanthemum Little Bob 
A mound 2’ by I’ high, of solid mahogany red blooms, all fall to frost 


Medium low—for mid-border use 


Early spring—Daylily (Hemerocallis) Apricot 
Here is a 2’ May-flowering Daylily that's rock hardy, trouble free 


Late spring—Coralbells (Heuchera sanguinea), named varieties 
Low mounds of leaves topped by 20” spikes of delicate pink florets 


Summer—Speedwell (Veronica maritima), named varieties 
Blue Sprie and Blue Peter are two improved strains; 20-24”. Any soil 


Autumn—Perennial Ageratum (Eupatorium coeiestinum) 
Blue flower tufts on plants up to 2’. Fast growing but neat. Sun, shade 


Medium high—for general mid-border use 


Early spring—Columbine (Aquilegia) 
There are many color possibilities, with and without spurs; 19”-36” 


Late spring—Spirea (Astilbe) Fanal 
A fairly recent development, with great purple red spikes to July; 2’ 


Summer—Balloonflower (Platycodon grandiflorum) 
Lovely, self-possessed flowers, blue or white; ordinary soil; to 30” 


Autumn—Aster (A. novibelgi) Beechwood Challenger 
A fine crimson-red, 3’ high. blooming from mid-September to frost 


Pall—tor border background 


Early spring—Oriental Poppy (Papaver orientale) named kinds 
There is nothing to surpass the May Poppies for brilliance. Sun; 3’ 


Late spring—Maltese Cross (Lynchnis chalcedonica) 
Brilliant red florets on spikes up to 4’ if crowded. Good soil; sun 


Summer—Rosemellow (Hibiscus palustris) 
Soup-plate blooms on 4’-6’ plants. Coarse foliage but satisfying plant 


Autumn—Thinleaf Sunflower (Helianthus decapetalus)

Fire needs only 
A SINGLE CHANCE 


Rehearse your family in how to act. 


in case of fire, by staging a home fire 


drill during Fire Prevention Week 


By Delbert Johnson 
Safety Research Institute 


|: isn’t very polite to ask, but 
is your home a fire trap? What 
about those old magazines in the 
attic, or that unscreened fireplace 
in the living room, or that frayed 
electric drop cord in the base- 
ment? No matter how spic and 
span your home may be, a fire 
chief, seeing these things, would be 
sure to mumble something about 
“poor housekeeping.” 

And with good reason. Every 
year, easily overlooked hazards 
such as these account for the loss 
of about 6,000 lives and the de- 
struction of over $90,000,000 worth 
of homes and furnishings! 

In the home, the wartime theme 


of conservation should include the: 


idea of fire safety. First, every 
housewife should know how to rec- 
ognize common fire hazards and 
see that they are corrected. Sec- 
ondly. she should know how to put 
out an incipient fire. 

The rules for first aid fire-fight- 
ing are few but definite. As soon as 
a fire is ribet call the fire 
department. Then do quickly and 
efficiently what you can to nip the 
blaze before it has a chance to 
erow and spread. But if the room 
becomes filled with smoke. fumes, 
or heat, get out and close the door 
behind you (to prevent a draft). 

Don’t try to fight every kind of 
fire with water. Water isn’t a cure- 


all for all kinds of fire. Learn to 
recognize the different classes of 
fire and how to deal with each. 

To test your family’s knowledge 
of fire safety, why not hold a home 
fire drill during Fire Prevention 
Week (October 3 to 9)? Give 
every member advance instructions 
and see how well they carry them 
out. This is also a good time to dis- 
charge and refill extinguishers, 
and, in the process, give every 
member a chance to practice out- 
doors on a make-believe blaze.

You spend half of October finishing up one season’s 





work and the other two thirds preparing for next year 


Sometime during this month, though no whistles blow nor bells 
ring, comes the gardener’s New Year’s Day—when suddenly the old 
season is over and lo, the next one is in full ery. Spring is practically 
breathing down your neck right this minute! 


For instance, it's almost last call for planting Narcissi if you want to get 
the best possible bloom next April. Lilies, too, (always the better for being 
planted as soon as possible after digging) should be in before month's end. 


Tulips, of course, can, probably should, wait. 


Yet there are carrots, beets, rutabagas. squash still to harvest and 
store, also bales of spinach, kale, chard, lettuce still to eat! 


The thought of greens suggests vitamins, and they suggest a state- 
ment by Mary Elizabeth Read in the July Journal of the N. Y. 
Botanical Garden that most vegetables, especially green ones, have 
more Vitamin C in the afternoon than in the morning. Moral: pick 
your vegetables after... well, turn to page 127 and find out. 


Right now it's Lilac time. With a vision of May firmly in your head, keep 


your feet in October and transplant, or set out the new plants, now. 


If you’ve done a good job with your vegetables this season, you’re 
no doubt planning to work even more ground next year. Decide how 
much new ground you can hendle and turn it over now. Treat new 
sodland just as you treat the rest of the garden, following the same 
“four-chore” program outlined on page 8—only more so! 


Have you cleaned all the old vines off ‘he bean poles and the 
chicken wire the peas climled on (it’ been lying, badly rolled, over 
against the fence since July), and the strings off the tomato stakes? 
There are no Jobs more aggravating if left till the spring rush begins. 


There’s a new Rose, Katherine T. Marshall, that has tapering buds 
even lovelier than those of the yellow Eclipse. Of course, that’s not 
the only reason you'll want it. The pink hybrid tea blooms are special. 


If you're wise you'll practice what | preaci and keep on picking off faded 
flower heads of annuals right up till snow flies. In my rueful opinion it's the 
last rash of blossoms that scatter the most and the toughest seeds, the ones 


that come up everywhere the next season. 


If you can lay hands on bone meal, scratch it in around your ever- 
greens, especially those that haven’t had much to eat this Victory 
Garden year. Then water it in thoroughly. Lacking the bone meal, 


water well anyway before winter clogs up the earth’s pores. 


Look out for old mole runs, whether you've eradicated the moles or 
not. The tunnels make de luxe winter quarters for field mice, who 
like nothing better to eat than the roots of your best Roses, Tulips, 
and fruits. Before the ground freezes, make sure the runs are well 
caved in—especially near and under the plants. 


If October is the beginning of the new year, it’s also the end of the 
old, and I salute both with that beautiful verse from Genesis Ive 
quoted before: “While the earth remaineth, seedtime and harvest, 
and cold and heat, and summer and winter, and day and night shall 
Re 2B?

Your screens may need overhauling before 


their winter vacation. Preventive measures 


now will pay 


on’t stack your screens in the 

basement this fall without exam- 
ining them to see if they need 
attention. Screen cloth is too pre- 
cious a commodity to be handled 
carelessly. If you want your screens 
to last, put them away in perfect 
condition, where they won’t be sub- 
ject to moisture and warping. 

First, scrub them with a solution 
of soap and water to remove dirt, 
grease, and soot, which won’t just 
brush off. Then examine them for 
breaks and rust. If rusted, lay flat 
on newspapers and rub clean with 
a brush dipped in turpentine. If 
there are breaks, buy the ready- 
made patches with tiny hooks that 
snap on the screen. Just put the 
patch over the hole. The tiny hooks 
grip securely and the repaired 
place is hardly visible. Save old 
screen cloth for holes too large for 





Make closet in garage for filing 
screens upright. Cleats separate them 


ready-made patches. Cut patches 

slightly larger than hole. Unravel 

the edges and secure over hole. 
Every year or so, most screen 


cloth, except aluminum or rust- 


big dividends in longer life 


proof steel, should be re-coated, 
to prevent rust and corrosion. Use 
a marine varnish thinned with tur- 
pentine for bronze and copper 
cloth. For all other wire mesh, 
use screen enamel, Cover both sides 
of cloth. Paint the frames with an 
exterior house paint. 





Build a platform in garage rafters 
for storing screens, storm windows 


But all your painting may be in 
vain if your screens are stored 
where they may be damaged. They 
are best protected off the floor. 

The garage is a wonderful stor- 
age place because it is usually dry 
and has undeveloped space. 

All that overhead space in the 
rafters, for example, is completely 
lost. So why not build a substan- 
tial platform, as sketched, and 
make it your storage place for 
screens in winter, storm sash in 
summer? Leave a large enough 
opening at side or back so that it 
can be easily reached. 

If you have a two-car garage or 
a roomy one-car garage, build cup- 
boards at the side of the garage 
and file your screens upright.

(A small can of devilled 
ham will do if you did not haye 
the forethought to grind up left- 
over pieces of ham for such an 
emergency.) Add seasonings, bread. 

Shell the chestnuts, put them 
through the ricer, add them to the 
other mixture, and mix in the 


lightly beaten egg. Mix the whole 


thing thoroughly. Stuff the bird (it 
should not be too full) and sew up. 

Serve it with gravy made by 
using the juice in the pan. Skim 
the fat off it. Save the fat, of 
course. Add the juice to half a 


class of currant jelly melted with 
one tablespoon of white wine and 
one of water and a thin piece of 
lemon rind. Serve the gravy sep- 
arately.

We use old apple boxes to pack 
away our chicory roots in. They 
are just deep enough to take a

All the green tops 
are cropped off short, and all the 
roots packed upright in clean 
fresh sandy loam, their shorn tops 
level with the top of the box which 
holds them. The packed boxes are 
stored away, after freezing weather 
has set in, in the cold cellar. Thence 
they may be removed, one at a time, 
to a warmer position near the fur- 
nace.

Don’t make 
the mistake, though, of slapping white or 
colored paint right over your stained wood-

In regions where winters are tem- 
perate and fall planting is to be 
recommended, buy newly dug dor- 
mant plants from a good dealer and 
plant from late October till early 
December, if the ground is open. 
Never let roots dry out. Keep plants 
in bucket of water, or thin mud 
from the moment they come out of 
their wrappings till they are safely 





in their ultimate places. 





Mfost good roses are pruned rea- 
sonably well when they reach you, 
but roots will break or become in- 
jured in process of packing and 
shipment. Be sure to cut cleanly any 
damaged, broken or straggling roots 





before setting plants. While most 
fall-shipped Roses will not need top 
pruning now, any broken or dried- 
up canes should be cut back to good 





live wood. Clean cuts will heal well.

The 
food value is unaffected in either 


case. Raising seeds is a special-

Perhaps the fullest truth about 
Taste cannot be trapped in little black 
words. For words have a way of 
twisting about elusively when ab- 
stract subjects are under discussion. 
The same word often means different 
things to different people, I discov- 
ered when I set out to check up on 
my own findings by conducting a 


sort of informal, single-handed gal- 
loping poll. 

For many months now my rela- 
tives, friends, business acquaintances, 
unfortunates placed next to me at 
dinner parties—yes, lately even poor 
wretches selected by some grim prank 
of Fate to share with me a train seat 
or a restaurant table—have found our 
conversations taken firmly by the left 
ear and led inexorably to this sub- 
ject. Surprisingly, one and all of my 
interviewees responded with so little 
urging on my part that I have con- 
cluded that everyone in the world 
must be interested in Taste. Certainly 
most people desire to possess Taste. 

Many of my unconscious collabora- 
tors have contributed — interesting 
points and clarified issues during 
our conversations and have thereby 
assisted me in arriving at the defini- 
tions which I give further along in 
this article.

| am always fascinated by why people don’t like 
things. For if you can take the dimensions of their 
dislikes, then you can really get your hands into the 
yeasty dough of their likes. 

Now I have been very fortunate in hearing a lot 
about why people don’t like modern architecture and 
decoration. In fact, I have had a grandstand seat, 
for the last six or seven years, at the fight that has 
raged between factions. Before that, for eight or 
ten years, I was out in the field myself, slugging 
away on the Modern team. Whether I got older or 
Modern got better, | can never be sure. But I with- 
drew to the sidelines, convinced that it was here to 
stay, and that the frantic boostings of young whipper- 
snappers and the rationalizing of aesthetes was doing 
it more harm than good. If Modern was as good as 
we, its militant supporters, were saying, then the 
people would see it for themselves. 

So, though it has been a long time since I insulted 
my friends’ intelligence if they didn’t like Modern, 
I have had plenty of time and opportunity to hear 
what Modern didn’t have that kept it from becoming 
the nation’s darling overnight. 

Back in my less judicious salad days, when I went 
into pitched battle at the sight of a Duncan Phyfe 
chair or a Chippendale carving, [ can remember say- 
ing that if only twenty per cent of the then-current 
Modern was good, that was enough. Enough to keep it 
from being a fad and a flash-in-the-pan—enough to 
make it worthy of serious attention and followers. 


This must have been one of my sounder comments. 


This home turns its back to the street, yet its front entrance 
is not forbidding and it possesses real design importance,.so 
often missing in Modern architecture. The residence of John F.

For Modern has been tremendously vital to survive 
the indignities it has suffered at the hands of inept, 
unsound designers. And I can’t much blame the people 
who rejected Modern design in houses and furnishings 
when they saw some of the monstrosities committed 
in the name of rational design. (My teammates 
odiously labeled these monstrosities ““modernistic.” ) 

Modern designers who condemned the public’s stiff- 
necked resistance to early Modern didn’t help the situa- 
tion either. They failed to realize that design is as 
much a matter of sociology as it is of rationalization. 
They would not admit that hearth and home have a 
deeper significance than the mere materials or outline, 
and that a style for the people must be by the people. 
In short, the early protagonists of Modern wanted to 
make it revolutionary, instead of evolutionary. Con- 
sequently, early Modern had no roots or blood lines 
in our past. It was like a foreigner in our midst who, 
though admirable if you examine him, does not invite 
easy acquaintance and who is still eyed with suspicion 
many years later. 

But Modern has been changing. This house is indica- 
tive of the changes seen everywhere.

*“HOODED NUN” ORCHID 


(Phajus grandifolius) 


This is the sacred orchid of China. Its nickname is from the 
pure white flower formation which, shadowed under its 
maroon-lined sepals, looks like a nun in white surplice. One 
flower spike can have as many as 24 blooms on it, and flowers 
last a month. Blooms once a year around Easter, but the 
plant is so chastely good-looking (contrary to most orchid 
plants) that the “hooded nun" is a very good conservatory 
citizen the rest of the year. Should be kept in moderately 
moist soil in a well-lighted room. Blooming-size plants $6, FOB 
Tallahassee, Fla., from Miss Mary D. Lewis, 402 E. Park 
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CARVED JADE 


(Euphorbia lactea cristata) 


A rare, extremely decorative plant which, from a distance, 
looks like a piece of carved and twisted jade. Could be mis- 
taken for a cactus, but most emphatically is not. It has a 
grotesque and asymmetrical plant form, gnarled and crested 
around the edges. It is very slow growing. The bloom is of 
little interest. A more foolproof house plant than cactus. 
It has very little root system, so it can be planted in low 
Chinese bowls instead of regular pots. Should be planted in 
light, sweet, alkaline soil, and watered similarly to a cac- 
tus. Needs light and sun. The plants cost from $5 to $10 


lants that we honor by taking into the house to live with 
us should have two things: they should like the same kind 
of climate that we do, and they should be important, in shape 
and design, to deserve to be used decoratively.

PAINTED FEATHER 


(Vriesia carinata hybrid) 


A rare and rather exotic-looking plant that is sure to stop 
the most plant-callous visitor. It is a whorled rosette of light 
yellow-green leaves, the basal ends of which form a cup that 
holds water. For six months of the year a long spike with a 
red and yellow featherlike form shoots up from the middle of 
the cup. This "'feather'’ starts to appear around the first of 
November and continues in its flaming display through Easter. 
In January and February ''feather" puts out little florets. Plant 
in orchid peat or a sand-and-leaf-mold mixture; keep center 
cup filled with water. Likes a shady spot. Costs $8 a plant 































PAINTED FINGERNAIL 
PLANT 


(Neoregelia spectabilis) > 


A surprising varicty of Bromeliad. The tips of the green 
glossy leaves are a bright red. The plant structure is a 
whorled rosette. The outside of each leaf has gray bands on 
a greenish red ground, and the inside of the leaf is light 
green. It blooms once a year down inside the whorl and the 
bloom lasts at least two months. Can be grown under almost 
any conditions, providing you give it plenty of light and sun. 
Plant with loose, light material around the roots. Should be 
watered by filling its cuplike center. Needs a pot of 4 or 5 
‘inches high. Plants cost from $2 to $3.50, depending on size 


such as Rubberplants. Sansevieria and Aspidistra have this 
strong-minded appearance.

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HOW TO COAX CHILDREN TO “ 


If you, like this father, are concerned about an 
effective way to develop your child’s love for good 
music, read his wise suggestions which consider 


your child’s point of view as well as your own

()": of the disappointments of my otherwise highly 
successful career as a father is the fact that Richard 

did not take to the fairy stories which had enchanted 

me when I was his age. His taste is no lower than 
~ mine was as a child. It is simply, as I came to realize, 
that times in which things crash, biff, bop, wham, 
and zoom are not favorable to the gentle-skinned prin- 
cess and the pea. It is not that great stories have 
lost their beauty; it is simply that the Gestapo has 
been hunting Fred MacMurray so ingeniously that the 
hunt of the wolf for Little Red Riding Hood has lost 
some of its suspense. 

We must accept this result of our age as we must 
accept the comics and the make-believe fire of the 
make-believe machine guns and the “strange visitor 
from another planet, who, disguised as . . .” And ac- 
cepting these contemporary tastes, we must find con- 
temporary ways of introducing music to our children. 
There is altogether too much preciousness and artiness 
in our approach to music.gWe want our children to 
have good music as an integral part of their lives, yet 
we present music as a fairy fabric, woven of sweetness 
and light, too fragile for daily handling, nothing that 
they can tear or pull or even touch. I plead, therefore, 
for a more natural, a more up-to-date approach to 
music. 

First, let the music you introduce to your child 
be something he really likes, not something you think 
he likes. A mincing minuet, a lilting waltz, a gavotte, 
all listed as recommended for children 





or a lullaby 
—may be all right. But I have found that today’s chil- 
dren like stronger stuff. They like daring harmonies. 
They’ve heard jazz. And, by the way, nothing you can 
do about it will prevent them from liking it. If you 
forbid jazz to a child, you'll make very sure that he

wont like anything but jazz. What you should do is 
to play other music, so that he'll like both. 

So, as I say, children today accept music which 
not so very long ago used to shock adults. In A Tramp 
Abroad Mark Twain tells us that he “attended a 
shivaree—otherwise an opera—the one called Lohen- 
grin. The banging and slamming and booming and 
crashing were something beyond belief.” We can no 
longer hear any banging in Lohengrin, and our chil- 
dren take the Prelude to the Third Act for what it is— 
a dashing and exhilarating piece of music. So, let the 
music you select be strong and full-blooded. Let it 
be, in fact, on the loud and spectacular side. 

Children like strongly rhythmic music. Indeed, 
rhythm is a child’s instinctive approach to music; 
the baby waves his arms in time to a song. 

Children like gay music more than sad music. 

Let the selections be reasonably short, because a 
child’s attention, being claimed by so many important 
matters, soon wanders. A child, unless he is musically 
gifted, should not be expected to listen to a whole 
symphony at one sitting. If he is exceptionally musical, 
he'll wané to listen and tell you so. 

Now—as to the ways of introducing music to your 
child: The best way is to play yourself. Then you 
give him something personal, handed naturally from 
you to him. A home which makes music is, of course, 
the best background to a musical education. Your 
performance hardly need be brilliant. Sit down at the 
plano and play, and let your child roam around at 
will in the room and listen. Perhaps also you can sing 
together, if you can manage to do this without em- 
barrassment.

You don’t have to be a Houdini te keep cut flowers 
fresh and smiling for days. These few rules and 
a little work on your part will help you reap your 


money’s worth of flower beauty and enjoyment

““Wlowers—for me?” you say when one 
of those wonderful long boxes ar- 
rives. And you immediately feel like a 
woman of glamour, a pampered darling, 
a girl with a future. You sniff the crisp, 
fragrant blossoms, read the card, reflect 
for a moment that he is the dearest man 
in the world, and then make a bee-line 
for the nearest vase and some 
water to dunk your bouquet in. 
Then, if you’re like most of the 
ladies, you set your chrysanthe- 
mums or your mixed spring posies 
or whatever in the golden sunshine 
on a breezy windowsill, or on the 
baby grand, just around the cor- 
ner from the radiator, and _ that, 
so far as you are concerned, is 
that. Tomorrow or the next day 
you'll be telling people how lovely 
those flowers were when they ar- 
rived and isn’t it a shame they 
don’t last longer. 
The fact is that they can last 
longer, if you will learn how to 
put off the fading day and realize 
just ramming a bunch of roses 
into a vase of water won't do it. 
There’s no hocus pocus involved; 
you need nothing up your sleeve. 
But you should master a few simple 


rules that make very good sense 


if you consider flowers as the 
living, breathing things they are. 


When they come into your life in 
their exciting boxes, flowers are living 
on borrowed time, slightly morbid 
though the thought may be. They have 
been cut off from the plant which feeds 

] 


and nourishes them, and from this point 


on they must depend upon a diet of 





water and their own food energy which 
is stored in their stems and leaves. This 
is where you, if youre kind-hearted 
(and also if you want to get your 
money's worth), fly to the rescue. 
First off, restrain the urge to “ar- 
range” your newly arrived flowers at 
once. Instead, reach for the sharpest

This 
gives them a chance to get back some 
of the oxygen and moisture they've lost

Now. after this cold water condition- 
: ing routine, you can arrange to 


your heart’s content. Cut the 
flowers to whatever heights your 
artistic eye sees fit, using that same 
sharp knife, but see to it that you 
strip off any leaves that go below 
the water line of the container. 
If your arrangement won't behave 
itself unless it has a support to 
stand in, sink a holder of the criss- 
cross or needle type in the bot- 
tom of the vase or bowl, or use 
crumpled chicken wire. But don’t, 
please, if you want your flowers 
to brighten your life for long, try 
manufacturing a holder from a 
mat of leaves or fernery. The pen- 
alty for this, as any old flower- 
thrower-outer can attest, is an odor 
as unlike flowers as elderly eggs, 
and a slimy, bacterial business that 
hastens the day when you must 
give your glorious floral tribute 

the heave. 
How deep should the water be? 
Some flowers, like the rose and the car- 
nation, if properly conditioned before 
you show them off on the dining room 
table, will keep as well in three inches 
of water as they will in twelve inches, 
which makes them a natural for low 
bowl arrangements.

he old excuses we were wont to give ourselves, the

In our generation, up to the outbreak of the war, 
letters, save for necessary business ones, were com- 
posed mostly, one had begun to believe, by old codgers 
in clubs, or by voluble cranks writing “for the public 
good” to newspapers. The telegraph companies adver- 
tised, “Don’t write, telegraph,” and a great many 
people had learned to take their advice. The telephone 
companies reminded us that with the click of a re- 
ceiver friends could meet each other, voice to voice. 

Now necessity has taught us again the almost van- 
ished art of the personal letter. The telegraph and 
telephone lines are too busy and, for many people, 
those they most dearly love are beyond the reach of 
both. If the bonds of affection are not to loosen, it is 
necessary to write promptly and often. It is impera- 
tive to write with vividness and warmth. It is incum-

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bent to put one’s self down on paper, so that the 
homesick young soldier will feel as well as know that 
in sympathy and imagination he is still at home with 
those at home. 

I happen to be a college teacher and I hear from, 
and write to, something over a hundred former stu- 
dents. I have come to feel that the answering of these 
letters is a primary war obligation, as much as buying 
bonds or paying taxes. For over and over and over 
again, either explicitly or by overtone, it has been 
made clear to me how much letters mean to young men 
in the services. Letters from civilians are reminders 
to them of a world they both look back to and look 
forward to, the realm of normal human interests, books 
and music, friendships and affections. I have heard 
dozens of times and in almost identical words, how 
the most intense and eager moment of the soldier's 
day is the mail call. I have heard in letter after 
letter how much it means to a soldier to know that he 
is not forgotten and that he (Continued on page 111) 
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What’s the BEST SHADE TREE 


in your neck of the woods? 


The chances are better than even that the best is not the biggest, the most 


expensive, even the most popular. Here are some of the things that make a good 


shade tree—and eight varieties worth half a century or so of your attention 


Canoe Birch for the Northwest 


Anyone who has wandered the woods in any of our northern 
States, between the two coasts, has seen this lovely tree, 
knows its white, curling bark (which all children have 
been forbidden to peel). Botanically it is Betula papyrifera, 
and is properly called Canoe or Paper Birch, as distin- 
guished from the European White Birch (B. pendula). 
All this is stated not to be smart but because many cata- 
logues list it simply as White Birch, or B. alba. It is native 
to the Northwest, lives 40 or 45 years, grows to 40’, As an 
individual lawn tree it has few equals in beauty, till it 
ages. Then it goes fast, becoming brittle and insect ridden. 
It may fall victim of pest or ill before that, but in general 
will live out its life gracefully. Once more: don’t peel it! 


Chinese Elm for the Northern Plains 


Here is an Elm that is not bothered by the Dutch Elm 
disease or the disease that has recently been slaughtering 
American Elms in the Midwest. It seldom grows over 40’ 
high, so is suited to small lawns and small houses. It is 
rock hardy, permits grass to grow round its base, and has 
a long and useful life as small trees go. However, the cata- 
logues have dragged more red herrings across its trail than 
you can count. What is often called the Chinese Elm, and 
then further listed as Ulmus pumila, is really the Dwarf 
Asiatic Elm, often, in turn, called Siberian Elm. (It is a 
good windbreak.) The true Chinese Elm that we are con- 
cerned with is Ulmus parvifolia, and while fairly quick grow- 


ing, is longer lived, durable, much less coarse, a good tree. 


Sweetgum for Southern California 


Tree lovers of the Atlantic states south of New Eng- 
land will shriek jealously at suggesting the Sweetgum, or 
Liguidambar styraciflua, as a special for the land of citrus 
and celluloid. They will have right on their side. but not 
all of it. For, given winters that aren’t too cold, this mag- 


nificently satisfactory shade tree will thrive almost any- 


where you put it, if you put it there right. It should be 
moved in early spring, when small, or with a solid earth 
ball if large. It has a long taproot that resents cutting, 
and a straight leader that | important for good looks.

Next 
step might be to find out what a good shade tree ought to be 
like. Well, it should, of course, give shade. By definition it should 
be capable of keeping hot summer sun off our roofs, out of

of our home place. It should be quick-growing, sturdy, long 
lived, insect and disease free, dignified in character and should 
require a minimum of work to take care of it.

What then is the best available? Take a nation-wide poll and 
probably some variety of Maple or Oak or Elm would get the 
vote. But this is a big country, with many soils, climates, grow- 
ing conditions. So there is no one best—surely not a Maple, 
nor most of the Oaks. For these get too big for a front lawn, 
or grow too slowly, or steal too much food from the grass, or 
harbor too many pests, or break too easily in storms, or suffer 
from extremes of weather. (So do a lot of others—we needn’t 
pick on just two.) There are probably a score of really fine 
qualifiers, not too large nor too small, too fast or slow, greedy or 
timid, that would grace the grounds of your small place. One 
man’s best eight are illustrated and described on these pages. 


Apple for New England 


You don’t know how good a shade tree an Apple can be 
until you’ve sat beneath one on a good lawn in a sunny 
dooryard. If you want a botanical name for any reason, 
Malus pumila or just Malus will do. While you're at it, 
of course, you might as well get a good fruiting variety, 
too. Don’t dig one out of an abandoned meadow or orchard, 
and don’t buy a bargain job at a roadside stand. Get a 
good grafted variety, plant and prune it as if it were going 
to make your living for you, and—eventually maybe— 
watch your grandchildren swing under it and through it 
as well. Build a seat around its trunk when it grows up. 
Around the trunk—not against or in it. A good apple tree, 
sprayed a couple of times a year, will grow 40’ each way, 


Sassafras for the Central East 


If you’re well out of the Jap beetle belt, plant a Sassafras 
somewhere around your place (not too close to the house). 
On second thoughi, use it anyway, since it will survive 
even the lace-making proclivities of the beetles. Sassafras 
variifolium (or albidum) is the listed variety. The variifo- 
lium really means something, for if ever a tree had varying 
leaves, this is it. Some are like mittens, some like mittens 
but with double thumbs, some have no thumbs at all. The 
drawing describes its mature appearance better than words 
can, but at all stages of growth it is an interesting tree to 
look at, and in autumn it is beautiful indeed. It towers to 
100’ in the wild, may go to 70’ at the back of the lot if the 
situation is to its liking, usually stops at 50’ on lawns. 


Pin Oak for the Midwest 


Of all the Oaks, this (Quercus palustris) is my favorite— 
not just for home use, but anyway and anywhere. Well 
grown, with an undamaged leader, it has sky-piercing dig- 
nity as soon as it gets to be 15’ high. It transplants fairly 
easily (most Oaks don’t), preferably in spring, and grows 
more rapidly than the rest of the deciduous Oaks. It is a 
sturdy street tree, whose horizontal branches can be ad- 
justed to the space needs of power lines; it is affected, but 
not often seriously, by a few pests and ailments; it will 
grow in dry sandy soil or near-swamp. Its frosty autumn 
foliage has a yellow sheen all its own. It won't push up 
cement sidewalks (though they’re a nuisance and ought

will find the branches will be pliable. 

Figure on the arrangement being one 
and a half times the height of the con- 
tainer, or one and a half times the width 
for a flat arrangement. This, of course, 
is no iron-bound rule and you can deviate 
from it just as much as your feeling for 
form and line demands. While still in the 
planning stage, you might make a rough 
sketch of what you want the finished work 
to look like, and when drying your mate- 
rial, tack it down to a board so it will 
dry according to your design. 

And don’t be hampered by Nature’s re- 
strictions. Thus, if the spiky straightness 
of the Mullein isn’t right for the balance 
of your piece, give it a gentle twist and 


turn it into a graceful curve. 


f you want to make a pattern of Magno- 

lia leaves, do nature one better and, with 
wire and floral tape, fashion them into 
a rosette with a Yucca bell or Wood Rose 
for the center. Or if a leaf or bud doesnt 
happen to grow in the right place on a 
branch and hence throws a discordant 


note into the overall design, just cut il 


off and graft it back somewhere else with 
more of the wire and use floral tape to 
conceal your doctoring. 

Remember that success depends almost 
entirely upon line and form, so work care- 
fully. Let no step be haphazard but rather 
a planned part of the ultimate whole. If 
you're a stickler for taking pains, you'll 
have the time of your life. If you’re not, 
you may miss the hit-and-miss method of 
plunking an armful of flowers into a vase, 
but we have a feeling that the finished 
perfection of your winter arrangement, 
embodying the loveliness of design and 
balance, will more than compensate for 
the time and effort expended. 

It is hard to tell you specifically what 
material to look for as it varies according 
to your part of the country. However, 
keep your eyes open for such effective 
stand-bys as Magnolia, Banksia, and grape 
leaves, Bottlebrush and wild tulip pods, 
winter and sea water wheat, Broom and 
Dock, okra pods with their zebra stripes 
and lotus seed pods that look like mush- 
rooms with salt-shaker holes in the tops. 


Pampasgrass and Iris seed pods, gourds 
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Here again are rosettes made from Rubber leaves with hearts of Yucca bells. The 


center of the arrangement is built up with Hawaiian buds and golden sprays of 
feathery wheat. Wild Tulip pods complete the cycle of design. As Hawaiian buds 
are hard to find, you might substitute baby acorn branches with equal effect 


and artichokes gone to seed. Color value 
can be introduced by the yellow of Tansy, 
the red of Coxcomb and Bittersweet, the 
black of Lupine, the gray of Smoke-tree. 
The countryside is full of material.

be metal, pottery, or wood. Glass is no 
good because you can see through it.

ae is a fine thing. But it can sure lead 
would-be home owners astray. Now sentiment 
is a proper emotion—in its place. But its place is 
definitely not in the department of getting your 
money's worth when you buy or build a house. 

I had the privilege about two years ago of read- 
ing 2,500 letters written by owners of new houses, 
all of whom had been asked to say what they 
would do differently if they were building again. 
About 2,000 of them said emphatically that they 
wished they hadn’t been so preoccupied with 
dreamy ideas of how cute the chimney would look 
with a rose trellis on it, or how quaint it would 
be to step down 3 steps into the living room. Al- 
most without exception, they admitted that their 
home planning had consisted too much of build- 
ing air castles, based on pretty pictures they car- 
ried in their mind’s eye. 

They all agreed that the absence of qualities 
they now wanted in their houses was caused by 
their own lack of analysis of what they needed, 
and by ignorance of what a house could be in the 
twentieth century. 

They blamed themselves primarily for this— 
not their architects or builders. Many of them said 
that if they had listened more carefully to what 
their architects said, they wouldn’t have been so 
quick to okay the plans, so easy-going about what 
they wanted. 

Now don’t mistake all this for the idea that 


they got jerry-built houses. They were not refer- 


ring to construction at all, but to the way the 
house was designed to baby their wants and 
humor their crochets. It’s all very well to impress 


riends and relatives with the beauty of your front 


loor, but if there is no place in the living room 
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for the grand piano, and if the smell of cooking 
cauliflower assails the dinner guest as he steps 
inside the door, and if the closets aren't big 
enough to hold all your clothes—then your new 
house isn’t a success. 

To be blunt, we have been paying for custom 
building, but we have not been demanding custom 
designing and custom convenience. Our houses 
have been built to our order, but we haven't 
known what to order. By far the biggest majority 
have been willing to accept new houses that were 
only 50 per cent to 60 per cent better than the old 
houses that were left behind. 

Why should this be so? Here is my theory— 
for what it is worth. Most people have been prone 
to regard their homes as they would the weather— 
as something to tolerate because you can't do much 
about it. Particularly is this true of families who 
live in apartments or rented houses. For them it 
is true. The inadequacies of a home, if it is rented, 
have to be borne, like the weather. So they resign 
themselves to Inconvenience Incarnate. And once 
resigned, they are lost. 


Ve renters are the people most likely to ac- 
quire a new house, they are, ironically, the least 
capable of recognizing what a good house ought 
to be. Their resignation to bad rented quarters 
has dulled their perceptions and sensibilities. An 
average, merely-adequate new house seems so much 
better than the obsolete quarters they have been 
renting, that they rush into their building (or 
buying) venture with squeals of joy and a blind 


‘ 


trust that “anything that looks so nice has to be 
all right.” And it isn’t till they have paid their 
money, and the rosy mist of joy has cleared away 
a little that they notice simple little changes that 
would have made the house a lot better. They 
were so out of the habit of being critical that, in 
their joy at improving their living conditions they 
ended up with “just another house,” instead of a 
perfect one. 

The cure for this sad condition is simple, of 
course. Be informed, and be critical. Architect 
George Fred Keck lists 11 new subjects to inform

with a waterproof spar varnish. 
Paint galvanized iron gutters and 
down-spouts periodically to fore- 
stall the inevitable rusting of ex- 
posed iron.. A quick-drying red 
lead is prescribed as the priming 
coat. Wirebrush the surface before 
painting to remove loose paint and 
all rust particles. Paint immedi- 
ately to prevent rust formations 
which can occur rapidly in humid 
weather. Camouflage the primer 
with white lead, either white or 
tinted. Employ the rope-and-rag 
device (below) to clean insides of 
down-spouts prior to painting. 
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Paint insides of down-spouts by tying a weight to one end of a rope or line, 





which is at least twice as long as down-spout. Fasten enough rags in center of 
rope to fit pipe closely. Drop weighted end through until rags strike bottom 
where they will plug opening. Pour a quart of red lead slowly down the spout. 
Then start pulling the line up. The wad of rags will coat the paint on the in- 
terior as the rope rises. When wad reaches top, pull weighted end down the 
pipe. Remove rope and rags at the bottom. Catch any dripping paint in bucket

One big chintz pattern, used wher- 
ever the brightest notes of color 
and design are wanted, takes care 
of the flowery element in each 
room. No lesser, picayune flower 
patterns are introduced that might 
steal the thunder of the important 
bouquet. This is a lesson that the 
lady with a pattern fetish could 
learn to advantage. A variety of 
patterns of the same type fight 
each other down until the eye 
sees no importance in any of them.

money wildly — exercising — their 
pocketbooks rather than their 
minds. One of the first things we 
learn when we become conscious 
of taste is that it matters not at 
all how much we spend for things 
but how and on what we spend it. 

A curious thing about my col- 
laborators was that one and _ all 
they enthusiastically avowed that 
their Taste was good. Only two 
among the many dozens with whom 
I talked were frank (or should I 
say courageous?) enough to admit 
being uncertain that their taste was 
reasonably good, let alone well- 
nigh perfect. For them I hold out 
the greatest hope, for their minds 
were the most open and_ self- 
analytical. 

Possibly, Taste being such a rel- 
atively personal thing, everyone did 
have good Taste. 

At any rate, the time has come 
for me to launch my little minnow 
into this sea of discussion, and 
perhaps the points which I have 
assembled as a kind of yardstick 
to assist me in appraising my own 
Taste and that of others will help 
you to clarify your ideas of what 
constitutes real Taste. 

In the first place, ’ve concluded 
that, though some people hold 
you have to be born with Taste, 
the real truth of the matter is we 
have to acquire it. 

However, it must be admitted 
that the acquisition of Taste, like 
all other worth-while things in life, 
is a long, often arduous, but most 
soul-satisfying process. In fact, it 
does not cease until life itself is 
no more, for true 

Taste is like true love: It grows 
greater with use. While it is self- 
renewing, neglect will cause it to 
sicken, stagnate, and die. But cul- 
tivation causes it to send out feed- 


ing roots in all directions. There- 


fore we perceive that 

Taste is awareness: Unless we 
recognize new influences as_ they 
enter life, we are not truly alive 
nor can our Taste flourish. These 
metamorphoses must be _ intelli- 
gently applied or we violate the 
next principle, that 

Taste is suitability: The right 
thing for the right place and the 
right person. How can we achieve 
this unless we discern that 

Taste is discrimination: That does 
not mean the mere acceptance or 
rejection of an object because we 
happen to like it. Any fool can 
choose or discard merely by exer- 
cising his uneducated prejudices, 
but to discriminate wisely is to 
analyze intelligently, refusing or 
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choosing for clear and definite re 
sons. The more fully analytical 
grow—that is to say as our e 
perience widens—the more impe 
cable becomes our Taste, and co 
sequently the more exciting beco 
our lives. Because real 

Taste is fluidity: It matches i 
pulse of life itself, beat for be 
It can no more be static than e 
the tides, the moon, the sun—or t 
progress of mankind. And everyo 
in the world has a chance to shai 
in this pleasure, for 

Taste is instinctive: By that 
mean that everyone is born with 
certain capacity for Taste, just | 
all humans have some rudiment 
decency in their make-up, son 
glimmerings of intelligence in the 
beings. These instincts can be ne 
lected and overlooked, or thé 
can be developed and cultivat 
into useful, gratifying, civiliz 
traits. Just as many of the m 
who are now training for night fl 





ing begin to perceive things in t 
murky dusk which before pass 
unnoticed, so the novice in h 
progress toward Taste finds life 
corridors embellished with numbe 
less joys which before passed ut 
noticed. The growth of Taste, on 
we perceive and develop its te 
dencies within ourselves, will 
inevitable, because 

Taste is experience: Just as 





pianist becomes a virtuoso by fir 
slaving at the five-finger exercise 
so must we toil and struggle 
perfect our Taste. No one ever s 
down at a piano and_ played 
Chopin Concerto perfectly at fir 
sight; and neither should perfe 
tion of Taste be expected the m 
ment one becomes conscious th 
one is acquiring its rudiments. F 
as our experience grows we co 
to know that 

Taste is integration: And this i 
the hardest hurdle of all. Whil 


many people are able to selec 


single objects and to give convin¢ 
ing reasons for their admiratior 
they are completely at sea whe 
it comes to assembling a harmé 
nious complement of furnishing 
that can live happily together in 
single room. After we have learne| 
perception of the single piece, tl 
isolated object, we must learn t 
be aware of how it “co-operates 
with the neighboring pieces, wit 
the architecture in which it is sel 
and whether or not it relates t 
the life and use of its owner. 
Perhaps it is just as well tha 
there are so few “finished” rooms 
with everything arranged in absd 
lute harmony. I’m sure that man)

rooms which are finished to per- 
fection are finished in another sense 
as well. To me a room should be 
like the human mind: continually 
changing—conforming to or oppos- 
ing the shaping influences of the 
world around us. Conforming to 
those which seem good and valid 
and opposing — those influences 
which we feel to be vulgarizing 
and invalid. 

Taste should strive continually 
‘coward perfection—that perfection 
which means growth, not comple- 
tion. This implies that 

Taste is courage: And courage 
must be born of a self-confidence 
that is tempered with trial and er- 
ror, and trial again—not the heed- 
less, rash, rushing in futile pursuit 
of the Fashion-of-the-Moment. But, 
as we throw away used pages from 
1 loose-leaf notebook, so should we 
continuously discard the outworn 
ind outdated manifestations of 
Taste, while retaining the still 
aseful, tried and true principles. 

There can be, I am sure, no real 

aste which lacks the spice of 
udacity, which dares not sample 
he unconventional and new. Habit 
s always stultifying and unless we 
nake an effort to understand the 
1ew and unfamiliar, Taste becomes 


paralyzed. But audacity in itself is 
not enough. There must be sufh- 
cient grounding in experience to 
enable us to bring the innovation 
to a satisfactory conclusion. The 
broader our experience, the greater 
our capacity to judge new ideas. 

The foregoing paragraphs come 
close to expressing what I feel 
about Taste. I’ve looked for some 
word, some telling phrase which 
would sum up and express simply 
and explicitly what Taste is to all 
men. The closest ’'ve been able to 
come is this: 

Taste is knowledge: For what are 
Awareness, Discrimination, Love, 
Suitability, Instinct, Courage, Ex- 
perience, Fluidity, and Integration 
but synonyms for Knowledge? All 
the things for which these words 
are symbols seem to me to be im- 
plied in Knowledge. (It is some- 
thing of the same rather baffling 
factor which enables people to 
thump a watermelon and know 
whether or not it is ripe.) As in 
other fields of mental activity, 
Taste brings its own reward in the 
broadening of our horizons and the 
consequent enrichment of — life. 
Yes, I’m sure that must be the 
final word: 

Taste is knowledge!

Hlome gardeners have it all over the truck farmers 
when it comes to the number of fruits and vege- 
tables it pays to grow. For while the man who grows 
produce for a living has to grow enough of each 
crop to make it worth while to tend, harvest, and 
sell, the home owner can raise “sampling” amounts 
of any number of things with great pleasure and 
considerable profit to his palate. That backyard 
gardeners don’t exploit the possibilities at all thor- 
oughly is due probably to lack of familiarity with 
other than the usual kitchen crops and misappre- 
hension about the cost and space they require. How 


RASPBERRIES—old fashioned reds or newer 


For plants that will bear steadily for 25 years or so, get 
one of the red varieties (illustrated at left). Taylor is a 
really fine new one; Latham an old standby. For the black 
ones, not nearly so long lived, more susceptible to disease, 
but heavier bearers and perhaps easier to tend, try Cum- 
berland or the new Morrison. After you plant the blacks 
(top), cut off old “handle” at ground; new shoots will 
come next year. Canes are thinned, pruned on established 
plants in late winter as at right. Far right, diagram of 
interlacing of red bearing canes on wires and 4’ posts. 


BLACKBERRIES—hbarbed wire if neglected, 


All “bramble” fruits, including raspberries and_black- 
berries, are biennials in the sense that the canes which 
grow during one season bear the next, then quit. Don’t 
let old canes make a jungle. There are several good ways 
to train brambles (for those not shown here, get bulletins 
from your State Agricultural Experiment Station), but 
have a system and follow it. Good upright blackberries 
are Eldorado, heavy cropper, and Blowers, bearing July 
to September.

A oe correspondent will love it, 


is less probable that the writer of 
it will feel as if he is making an 
annual report. It is impossible to 
conceal one’s self even in a short 
letter, and what the recipient most 
wants is the beloved distant per- 
sonality itself. For that, a para- 
eraph will sometimes do, if it is 
written easily, candidly, from the 
heart. 

Tf it can be realized that a letter, 
however precious it be to the re- 
cipient, is the more precious for 
being the speaking voice, as it 
were, of the writer himself, then 
that last great block (the fear that 
one cannot write a good letter) 
will vanish altogether.

It 
will show it by picking out by 
sure instinct the things that that 
particular friend will like to know 
about, by its sure impulse in read- 
ing his tastes and emotions, by be- 
ing clearly written from unmistak- 
able you to induplicable him. 

You will not write to two people 
in the same way, any more than 
your tones of voice or subjects of 
conversation are ever the same 
exactly to your various friends. 
You will chat, you will gossip, you 
wilk bubble over, you will reflect, 
you will speculate, you will guess; 
you will tell whom you have seen, 
and what you have been doing. 
And you will choose of all these 
things, not by art but by affection, 
just what your correspondent will 
most like to know.

If you're doubtful about chops 
jor steaks that are to be broiled, 








you can tenderize them, by sprin- 
kling lightly with a little of any 
vinegar that suits your fancy, or 
pouring a tablespoonful in a shal- 
low plate and flipping your meat 
around in it. Garlic vinegar is good 
for pork or beef. Herb ’N’ Spice 
can be used for any meat.

how to extend chopped meat 
with cereals, soy

(otherwise seams may fall over floor cracks and open). Cut 
‘ength needed, allowing plenty of leeway. (Felt-backed linoleum 
eliminates a separate felt layer.) After making a cardboard 
pattern of irregularities, thumbtack pattern over linoleum (so 


it won't slip) and cut with linoleum knife (borrow or rent 
frcm dealer). Achieve butted seams by overlapping adjoining 


pieces about 4” to %46”. Then hold fingers down firmly on 
upper piece; using it as guide, cut straight through. To cement 


down: Tack down one end of strip. Roll back half way. Starting 









at riddle, spread a few feet of floor with cement. Roll linoleum 
on o pasted section. Press down. Repeat until half is cemented. 
The. roll back other half and pursue same method. 
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To repoint brick, old mortar must be removed. Dig it out 
with sharp tool. Then clean away all dirt and foreign matter. 


If opening is dirty, hose it. In any case, youll need to wet 
brick before filling joints. 

Before waterproofing brick wall, all joints must be filled 
as well as joints around windows and door frames. Then apply 
waterproofing liquid which forms a transparent film on the 
surface, which prevents moisture penetration, checks absorption 
of dust, soot, and stains because it is free from wax, oil or 
paraffin. The colorless waterproofer (Hydrocide Colorless, from 
L. Sonneborn Sons, New York City) may be applied with brush 
spray. The bricks

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PROCEDURE: Apply the wonder remover (“No-Wash Re- 
mover,” from Wilson-Imperial Company, Newark, N. J.) with a 
brush.

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DAYLILIES 


here’s no more independent flower in the world than the Daylily—not 

independent in the sense ot ornery or just cussed, but in its ability to 
take care of itself with a minimum of attention from either man or 
nature. Of course it’s not a Lily at all, generically speaking, but a 
Hemerocallis. And all but a very few now in garden cultivation are hybrids, 
perpetuated by divisions, never by seeds. Not so long ago there were only 
two common sorts, both summer blooming, either yellow or orange, with 
smallish blooms each lasting for but a day (top flower at right). Now, 
thanks to patient hybridizers such as Drs. Stout and Leonian (samples 
of their work also at right), we have all shades from pink and buff to 


: . Un 
brown, purple and mahogany red, with varying blossoms to 6” size. 


Daylilies merit a good start... 


You don't have to treat a Daylily 
well, but it will reward you if you 
do. Besides, many of the newer and 
lovelier varieties are by no means 
cheap (50¢ to $3 apiece), and it's 
silly to take chances. Division you 
buy (A) should be set in big hole 
in good soil (B) with wired label 
removed. Plants grow fast, need di- 
viding often; set sturdy labels for 
prized ones. Mulch first year (C) 


Divide firmly, not ruthlessly... 


Daylily clumps are tough babies. A 
strong man can lose his breath and 
his temper after a short stint of 
digging and dividing. It helps if, 
after clump is dug, it lies in sun a 
bit to relax and go limp (A). Then 
a pair of forks, back to back, and 
strong arms may bisect it once, and 
then again (B). It seldom pays to 
divide into the single size you buy. 
Several sheaves (C) soon bloom well 


Anchor border with Daylilies... 


There is quite a variety of sizes to 
choose from nowadays. From the 
20" Tangerine, blooming in May, to 
several 3'/' to 4' giants, you may 
have front, middle and back-of-the- 
border accents, with blooms of sin- 
gle tones and smooth petals or spot- 
ted, shaded, striped or contrasting 
tones and many petal forms. Pest 
ind disease free, Daylilies bloom in 


un or shade, dry or moist spots 


A blossom per day is standard 


There are at least a week's blooms 
on this stalk (A) in various stages 
of development. But the improved 
hybrids neither die at dusk nor, 
many of them, even close. Where 
3-4 weeks used to be a long bloom 
season, a month is the minimum 
now. And a range of May to Frost 
is possible if you combine carefully. 
After 2 or 3 years, clumps (B) 
should be divided in borders (C) 


Cultivation doesn’t gild Lily... 


While you don't need to cultivate, 
unless the soil is rocky or otherwise 
pretty impossible, you'll get better 
bloom, greater growth, if you use 
good gardening techniques appli- 
cable to all flowers (A). But don't 
take off excess leaves, and don't 
mulch. Plant mulches itself each au- 
tumn (B), the leaves rotting by 
spring to nourish plant. Blooms re- 
move themselves; you cut pods (C) 


them to hold poor soil... 


As an example of the Daylily's ver- 
satility, they are perfect to hold a 
sandy or gravelly slope where no 
ordinary plant will thrive. If you 
make small divisions of one of your 
granddaddy clumps and set the 
roots about 2' apart in a sort of 
diaper pattern, then mulch till the 
plants take hold, the job is done 
once and for all (A). Scoop out 
little brackets (B) to hold water

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The truth about STRAWBERRIES in your GARDEN

2 ways to plant June strawberries 


Before you do more than decide to grow strawberries, write to your 
state agricultural experiment station or county agent for local informa- 
tion on varieties that may be expected to do well. As for growing pro- 
cedure, here are 2 of many bed layouts that are best suited to hand 
culture in small space. Left, a “matted row” system. First row shows 
plants as set. Next row shows how runners should be permitted to fill 
an 18” band, with path between. Right, staggered, “semi-matted” plan. 
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Use the “hill” system for everbearers 


Whatever kinds you buy, buy from a reliable dealer. Pot plants are 
best, but cost more, are not so easy to get. While fall setting is best 
for standards, everbearers may well be set in early spring. Space as 
shown at left, in groups of 4 rows with paths between groups, and keep 
all runners nipped off as they appear. Keep flowers picked till mid-July. 
Berries come from early August till freezing weather. Right, typical 
plant and runner growth, showing way to pot your own new runner plants. 





Get good plants and plant correctly 


As with all garden plants and seeds, buy the best. And a good dealer 
is the best insurance. Left, typical strawberry plant as you get it 
(unless you buy pot plants). Trim off only straggling of damaged roots. 
Plant as soon as order arrives, lest roots either overheat and rot or dry 




















Can you grow them? Is it worth while to grow 
them? The answer is yes, if you really like 


fine strawberries. Here are a few plain facts 


Ve can grow strawberries in your backyard, of course, 
if you can grow any vegetables or flowers at all. But 
there is no point in trying to unless you are willing to 
give them the regular care they need. And unless you 
make a point of growing them well, the berries you 
buy in the market, whatever they may cost, will be 
definitely superior, However, if you’re a devotee and can 
really appreciate the kind of strawberry you can squeeze 
to nothing between your tongue and the roof of your 
mouth—then by all means grow your own. 

One special obstacle in your way is the fact that almost 
all varieties commercially available as plants, and virtually 
all the literature available on the subject of strawberry 
culture, are aimed at the commercial grower. And on a 
commercial basis you can’t compete. Neither can you get 
the best practical results nor the finest berries by follow- 
ing the preferred commercial methods. What, then, are 
you to do. Below are listed some of the generally available 
varieties which are best suited to home culture, together 
with tips on growing them. At the left are illustrated 
and described good ways to plant and handle the two 
kinds of berries—‘‘standard” and “ever-bearing”——under 
home garden conditions. 


The kinds and how to care for them 

1. The types. There are two distinct classes of strawber- 
ries: standard, or June bearing sorts; “everbearing,” or 
fall (and sometimes spring) bearing sorts. The former 
are the berries you find in the markets, almost without 
exception. For the specific varieties, of which you may 
grow one alone or more if you wish: Premier (Howard 
17), Dorsett, Chesapeake, Fairfax, Big Joe, and Dunlap 
are dependable. Marshall has top berries, but is not a 
sturdy sort. Among everbearers, Mastodon and Gem 
are best, the later usually more disease resistant. 


2. Cultural tips. Strawberries should be planted in ground 
that has been under good cultivation for several seasons. 
It should be free of roots and rocks, fairly rich in humus, 
well drained, and as free of white grubs as you can get it. 
Fertilization with complete plant food such as would be 
used for most vegetables, but at half standard rate. is 
advisable when bed is prepared for planting. Liquid 
fertilizer or plant food side-dressings are helpful when 
fruit starts to set and, with everbearers, at 4-week inter- 
vals. Weeds can and should be kept out in home beds. 
Mulching with salt hay or straw over the entire bed is rec- 
ommended for over-wintering plantings. Mulching between 


plants or rows is good during the season. Water only

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hot sausages, the olives wrapped in bacon, the crisp 
celery stuffed with Roquefort had all been perfect. The 
Cotuit oysters had rested as comfortably on their beds of 
crushed ice as if they had never leit the soothing waters 
off Cape Cod.

The art of giving a gift has been waning these 
last ten or fifteen years, thanks to too much com- 
mercialization. But here is a new way to make 


your gifts mean more and be remembered longer

he giving of gifts is a wonderful idea. It can make hearts beat 

faster and ring you round with kindliness. It allows friends 
to pledge their friendship without words—those heartfelt, stum- 
bling words that embarrass and tie the tongue. It lets lovers add 
still another reason why they should be loved. 

BUT—giving 


received gifts which told you instantly that the giver was merely 


can be a cursed thing, too. For haven’t you 


doing his (or her) duty? Haven’t you had to act a part while 
inwardly thinking, “How little she knows me to have given me 
that!” Have you ever realized how few times you have been 
truthful when you said, “It’s just what I wanted”? 

Such gifts had better not be given, especially in these days 
of commodity shortages and inflationary dangers. This year, 
when useless spending of money is an act against our national 
welfare, let there be no giving of gifts that do not produce in 
the recipient that warm, cherished, specially-understood feeling. 

This is a big order. What it calls for is more thought and less 
spending, more legwork and less perfunctory buying. It means 
you will have to be more understanding and thoughtful. 

During the last year or two, we editors of House BEAUTIFUL 
have noted a very interesting gift trend among our own friends— 
a trend worth mentioning. And it is particularly pertinent 
because the gift, so given, is unfailingly successful. 

This system of giving is hard to describe, because it involves 
a principle, rather than any specific gifts. It is a principle of 
assembling several related things to make a gift. It means giving 
things that go together, that must be used together. Usually such 
gilts cost less, in total, than another type of gift, but although 


they take more time and thought and energy to assemble, they

mean much more pleasure and enjoyment for the recipients. 

Some quick examples of things done by our staff will tell you 
better what we mean than wordy explanations. One of us went 
io call on a man ill in the hospital and took along a gay nosegay 
of garden flowers pre-arranged in a Victorian shaving mug 
inscribed with a funny jingle about “flowered cot” and “for- 
get-me-not.” Another of the staff sent to a bride and groom, just 
returned from their honeymoon and spending their first night 
in their new apartment, a bottle of champagne done up in a big 
package containing two lovely champagne glasses. Another of 
us had noted that one of her friends did not own a lemon fork. 
So when her next birthday rolled around, she was presented with 
a deluxe one (from Cartier) that cost all of $2, but it was 
accompanied by a tin of fine Earl Grey tea, and it was all 
wrapped up in a Chinese newspaper with a bouquet of real lemons 
artfully contrived on the top of the package with scotch tape 
and metallic paper leaves. 

Now all of these gifts were made up of intrinsically inex- 
pensive things. What made them so right and wonderful for the 
recipients were two facts: the assembly of elements was just 
right for the needs and moods of the recipient, and they repre- 
sented, on the part of the giver, thoughtful interpretation of 
that need and a willingness to take great trouble. 

To help you put your thinking cap on, and to stimulate your 
ideas, we present below 17 ideas of things to assemble to make 
that perfect little gift which will always be remembered.

Mulch broadleaf evergreens—Rhododendron, Laurel, and 

* the like—with Oak leaves. Don’t cultivate, since roots are near 
the surface. Just pile on a foot or so of the leaves, after the last 
eood pre-freeze watering, and let winter snows go to work on them. 


Feed and mulch shrub borders—whether these be mixed 

* plantings or a hedge. Bone meal or non-priority fertilizer 
worked in just before a freeze, then a mulch of leaves, will release 
food in earliest spring, protect roots, add humus. It’s good teamwork. 


Screen prized evergreens upwind. Where exposures and 
prevailing winds indicate, protect specimens or group plantings 
from wind burn with shelters of stakes and burlap. Provide cover on 
two, three, or four sides, depending on whether sunburn may occur. 


4 Blanket the cold frame—if you have cne (as you should). 
* Use a straw mat, or simply bank and cover with straw and 
something to hold it down after the ground is frozen. Use the sash to 
fend off moisture. You can’t prevent cold, but you can stop thawing. 


Burn trash and diseased plants. You think that isn’t part of 

* winter protection? It most surely is, since it eliminates neatly 
thousands of insects, disease-producing organisms. [t also means 
you won’t have to scrape around vulnerable plants in early spring. 


6 Mulch newly set plants. Any material loose enough to pro- 

* vide ventilation and tight enough to keep ground frozen until 
spring really arrives is good (see opposite page). Hold down light 
cover with evergreen boughs, boards, dead branches from woods. 


7 Box in soft-crowned plants. Canterbury Bells, for example, 

* have “hearts” that stay green all winter, and might rot under 
close mulching, so for all plants that look like these when the ground 
is frozen, fruit or berry baskets (see opposite page) are in order.

LEAVES ARE FOOD—DON'T BURN THEM!

Leaves 
not suitable for mulching are always good 
for decomposing on the compost heap (far 
rear corner in the drawing above) and will 
provide, in a season or two, a rich, non- 
burning, humus-fertilizer that beats stable 
manure (since it's weed free and odor- 
less) and costs nothing but a little work,

Leaves: The hardwoods provide the best 
ones, Oaks for almost any job where they 
won't blow away and for use around acid- 
tolerant plants. Maple, Elm, and Beech 
leaves are soft and tend to pack into a 
soggy, airtight mass—which is exactly what 
you don’t want in a mulch, Any leaves 
which are ordinarily dry in spring. (All 
make fine compost.) 


Hlay and Straw: Salt hay is way ahead 
of sweet hay, which rots easily, contains 
weed seeds, and is too good for other 
things to use anyway. Straw, preferably 
clean oat straw, is fine for a season if 
you can get it, but it’s slippery and may 
be hard to handle. As good a mulch ma- 
terial as youll find for general garden 
use is salt or marsh hay. Since it is 
grown in salt marshland, it is weed-free 
and very slow to rot. It is light, wiry, 
and does not break up easily. It is not 
expensive, one good-size bale (costing from 
$2 to $4, depending on source of sup- 


ply) containing enough hay to take care

of the garden illustrated for one full sea- 
son, maybe two years, if you take care 
of it. If you can’t store it under cover, 
keep it off the ground on a sapling rack 
when it is not being used. (Actually, salt

Peat moss: Good but expensive in any- 
thing like the quantities youll need for 
your winter protection routine. However, 
it may be dug into the soil next year in 


almost any amount to excellent purpose. 


Commercial products: Cranberry tops 
have proved good for airy mulches (re- 
placing berry baskets, for instance, over 
the crowns of many plants) where. stiff- 
ness is no drawback. Glass wool is fine, 
but tricky and not too cheap. Finely ground 
shavings of Redwood bark are now being 
marketed and give promise of being bet- 
ter than peat moss for many purposes, 
since they do not hold moisture nor har-

tes bride cherishes the hope of one day owning a 
completely stocked china cupboard with sets of eight 
or twelve of everything. But if at the moment you have 





neither need° nor space—nor budget—for so many 
pieces, here’s our idea for keeping the number down. 
You could use more, of course, but we don’t think you 
can get along with less. 

Most bridal table settings have to do with twosome 
family meals, foursome cocktail or dinner parties, or 
pre-bridge luncheons—in other words, service for two 
or four. So our plan calls for dinner plates, butter 
plates, soup plates (also to be used for breakfast cereal 
or juicy desserts), and cups and sauccis, bought in 
groups of four. But we'd buy eight saii! plates, four 
for salad and four for dessert when yeu’re having a 
couple in to dinner. Add one meat platter and two vege- 
table dishes. Minimum glassware is four wa‘er goblets, 
four wine glasses, and four cocktail glasses. Double up 
on them by using cocktail glasses for i:ut cup or 
sherbet, and wine glasses—particularly of the modern 
variety—for breakfast fruit juice. 

To show you how it works we’ve schemed up three 
different minimum services—in china, eartherware, and 
pottery, so that all tastes and pocketbooks might be 
satisfied, but each is formal enough in feeling to be 
your “best” china. We’ve made them a lesson in table- 
ware selection, too, choosing for each kind of dinner- 
ware a type of glass that is not only consistent in 
design but uniform in quality, Far left is Theodore 
Haviland china from B. Altman & Co., with glassware 
by Libbey Glass Co. In the center panel you see a fine 
Royal Doulton earthenware, from William S. Pitcairn 
Corp. used with Imperial glass. Della-Ware pottery is 
from Carole Stupell, Ltd., with Heisey glassware. 


HERE ARE THE ROCK-BOTTOM REQUIREMENTS

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Music has always been part of Christmas. Read how Richard 
Wagner, to give his wife a Christmas gift that would per- 
fectly express their love and happiness, composed some of 


the world’s most stirring and deeply moving love music 


Richard Williams 


Nor the last few days Cosima Wagner had been 
uneasy. Richard had absented himself from the 


house too often; giving one excuse or another, he had 


stayed away for several long winter evenings. They 





were living then—it was in the winter of 1870—in 
retreat from the world in a villa called Triebschen on 
the shore of Lake Lucerne. In that house their son 
Siegfried had been born a few months before. 

It was no dubious quest which took Wagner away 
on those winter evenings. What he was up to was simply 
that he was preparing a unique Christmas and birth- 
day gift for Cosima. (Her birthday was on Decem- 
ber 25th.) He had written especially for her and only 
for her a new work. And this he was rehearsing in 
secre! and in excitement with his friend, the conductor 
Richter. Richter copied the parts of the score for him 
in Zurich and saw to it that early on Christmas morn- 
ing, before dawn in fact, the musicians voyaged to 
the villa Triebschen. They crept in, tuned their instru- 
ments in the kitchen, anc on tiptoe gathered at the 
foot of the staircase which led trom the ground floor 
to Cosima’s bedroom. Wagner was at the head of 
the stairs. At seven-thirty exactly, as Cosima awoke, 
they began the performance. Wagner conducted, 
Richter played in the orchestra. Cosima wrote in her 
diary: 

“As I awoke, my ear caught a sound, which swelled 
fuller and fuller; no longer could I imagine myself 
to be dreaming. Music was sounding, and such music! 
When it died away, Richard came into my room with 
the children and offered me the score of the symphonic 
birthday poem. I was in tears, but so were all the rest 
of the household.” 

This Christmas gift was the Siegfried Idyll, one of 
Wagner’s most magic compositions. It is a work which 
without benefit of heroics and with simple themes, 
one of them being an old lullaby, expresses the peace 
and happiness Wagner had found, and speaks the joy 
over the son that had been born. It is perfect in form, 
perfect in atmosphere. In short, it is perfectly beautiful. 

A dozen years after, again on Christmas Day, Wag- 
ner laid the completed score of his last opera, Parsifal, 
on Cosima’s gift table. It was not really the completed 
score. Wagner had meant to complete the orchestra- 
tion, but had not finished it in time. So he committed 
what he described as a “pious fraud.” He orchestrated 
the last page, and wrote on it, “For You, 25th of De- 
cember, 1881, R.W.”, and (Continued on page 1206)

he buying of a home site is one of 

the most peculiar purchases that we 
are called upon to make in our life- 
time. For we must select something 
half of whose values are intangible 
and, therefore, very difficult to evalu- 
ate. 

When you buy land for a home, you 
are not merely buying ground for the 
house to rest upon and trees to shade 
you. You are buying a piece of neigh- 
borhood, the social values of which 
will affect the very amenities of your 
life. You are buying the kind of people 
who will mingle with you on the side- 
walks, in the stores, in your church. 
You are buying traffic safety for your 
children, or the lack of it. You are 
buying a place to park when you go 
or the lack of it. 
You are buying frequent-enough gar- 





to the grocery store 


bage removal, and the peace and 
friendliness of having neighbors who 
do not annoy you. For cana house be 
truly a home without such intangibles? 

So, in truth, you are buying neigh- 
borhood rather than land. 


During wartime, certain advantages 
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attend the business of selecting a site 
for your home. You need not act hur- 
riedly. Neighborhood character may 
be studied more leisurely and critically. 
An era has come to an end in many 
areas which are only partially devel- 
oped or built up. One can stand off, 
study and judge a neighborhood from 
appearances and from its history. With 
all building activity at a standstill, 
now is a good time to decide which 
location will give you the most of the 
things which your family wants. You 
have the time to look and shop and 
to develop a critical sense of values and 
a realization of what you want. 

War presents a severe test of the 
stability of any given neighborhood. 
If it is standing up well during this 
period, the chances are it will endure 
for decades. There is a constantly 
erowing realization of the importance 
of the location of a home. Once fixed, 
it remains fixed for the life of the 
project. The building itself can be 
changed, rearranged, enlarged. The 


site cannot be changed or stretched. 


f you are a painstaking person, not 
willing to trust to luck, here are some 
of the questions you will want an- 
swered as you undertake to pick a place 


to live. 


Il QUESTIONS TO ASK ABOUT THE 
ZONING AND RESTRICTIONS = 


1. Will you be- protected against 
business encroachment? 

2. Will you be protected against 
crowded living which sometimes fol- 
lows institutions, apartments, duplexes? 

3. Will you be protected against 
undesirable or shoddy buildings next 
door or nearby? 

4. Will you be protected against un- 
pleasant odors and noises arising from 
the nearby quartering of livestock or 
poultry ? 

5. Will the area be unsightly be- 
cause of weeds, trash piles, debris on 
vacant lets? 

6. Are the building setback require- 
ments from the front (required by the 
restrictions), sidelines, and rear line 
effective yet reasonable? 

a. Do these setback requirements 
give you plenty of room on which to 
erect the home you have planned, in- 
cluding probable additions in future? 

b. Do these setbacks prevent adjoin- 
ing owners from building, or later add- 
ing to their homes in such a way as io 
injure your home? 

7. Are these zoning regulations sub- 


ject to easy changing by people not 





interested in our neighborhood values 
or the stabilization of our real estate 
investment? (Difficult to answer, as 
this is too often a political matter, this 
question serves to emphasize some of 
the advantages of restrictions over 
zoning. See questions 8 and 9.) 

8. Are the restrictions perpetual so 
that they can never be lifted or altered? 
(Highly undesirable — no 
among us can see ahead fifty years 
and more.)

9. Can the restrictions be extended 
or renewed at suitable intervals by 
majority vote of the owners or resi- 
dents? (Most desirable—provides flex- 
ibility not otherwise attainable. ) 

10. Who has the right and who has 
the obligation to enforce the restric- 
tions? (Developers should assume 
large responsibility, but each owner 
affected should have the legal right.)

Is there a reasonable and well 
administered maintenance fund? (The 
existence of such a fund will probably 
provide the answer to Nos. 6 to 10 
above, in most better type develop- 
ments. )

They’re the best neighborhood insurance you can buy

ou may buy or build a beautiful 

house in an attractive neighborhood, 
furnish it with taste, keep it well 
painted, plumbered, plastered, and 
planted—and still wake up some near 
day to find it unlivable and_practi- 
cally unsalable. Such disasters have 
fallen upon thousands of home-own- 
ers, and will afflict many thousands 
more. They come, not from anything 
the home-owner does or fails to do 
on his own property, but because of 
changes in the neighborhood. 

Look all around your proposed 
building site and consider what might 
happen ten or twenty years after you 
move into that dream house. If there 
is a vacant lot adjoining or across 
the street, do you know (not by what 
the real estate agent told you ver- 
bally, but by checking the law your- 
self) that nothing can go on it but 
a single-family house? It would be 
singularly bad luck to find it being 
used some sorry day by a contractor 
for storage of his dump trucks, as a 
community garage, or as a site for 
a small but self-advertising sauerkraut 
factory! Just such things have hap- 
pened to other home-owners.

I have not painted these gloomy 
pictures to discourage you from own- 
ing a home and enjoying it, but to 
point out in good time the possible

()” a few years ago nearly all of 
these things could happen to any 
neighborhood. We Americans are a 
queer people in our law-making, al- 
W ays more concerned about property 
rights than human rights. So for a 
long time men were “protected” in 
the right to use their property for 
anything they pleased, no matter what 
happened to the neighbors. A_ boiler 
factory might start up next door to 
a nursery, without any regard for 
the health or welfare of the babies. 
Nuisance is the mother of inven- 
tion. as someone almost said. There was 
plenty of nuisance, so we had two 


inventions, The first was private re- 


or 
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strictions, sometimes called contrac- 
tual or deed restrictions. It was ob- 
served .hat wealthy persons could 
avoid these neighborhood problems by 
owning enough land to isolate them- 
selves. Farsighted developers — pur- 
chased similarly large tracts, and, 
while the land was all in their own- 
ership, placed upon it certain private 
restrictions to “run with the land”— 
which means they became 2 part of 
the deed for every portion of the 
tract. The term “restrictions” is un- 
fortunate, for they are really mutual 
guarantees among neighbors that all 
will maintain certain agreed standards. 

Private restrictions are perfectly 
legal, and if well drawn they are an 
excellent safeguard to a home neigh- 
borhood. Practically all such cove- 
nants provide that only single-family 
houses and needed accessory build- 
ings, such as private garages, may be 
erected, and on parcels with a given 








minimum frontage and depth (per- 
haps 75 feet by 125 feet). Space for a 
school and possibly for a community 
center with play areas may be pro- 
vided in the original plan. Store and 
commercial area, if provided at all, 
is likely to be on the margin, near 
a railway station or on a highway. 


rivate restrictions on some of the 

finest residential communities go 
further and cover architectural and 
financial provisions. For example, 
deed restrictions may prevent the 
building of a smaller than two-story 
house, or one with a flat roof, or 
construction of any house until it 
has been approved by an architectural 
commission specially set up to en- 
sure harmonious architectural devel- 
opment. Sometimes provision 1s made 
that no house may be built to cost 
less, for example, than ten thousand 
dollars; but it should be pointed out 


ihat any definite sum may build a 
very different grade of house today, 
yesterday, and tomorrow. 

Such restrictions usually run for a 
long term of years, and can be changed 
only by the common consent of all 
owners—which means they probably 
cannot be altered at all. It is there- 
fore important that restrictions pro- 
tect chiefly the general resideniial 
character of the neighborhood; in 
view of changing architectural styles 
and monetary values, more detailed 
provisions are open to question. 

Unfortunately, only a very few 
residential communities are protected 
by private restrictions of these sorts, 
and they can ordinarily not be applied 
where a section is already partly or 
wholly built up. So, zoning was in- 
vented in New York in 1916, soon 


spreading all over the country until 





now over 1600 municipalities—proba- 


bly including yours—have zoning laws.

[ effect. zoning divides cities and 
towns into certain definite districts 
or zones, each limiting the use of 
buildings and land to certain pur- 
poses. In large cities there is likely 
to be an wnrestricted zone in which 
factories and even heavy industry are 
permitted; smaller towns are likely 
to allow no more than an industrial 
zone, limited to light industries and ex- 
cluding entirely those causing smoke or 
odors which would be a nuisance to 
nearby homes. The retail or business 
zone permits stores and offices of all 
sorts, and consists usually of the cen- 
tral business district and a number of 
smaller outlying districis, usually along 
main streets and at highway crossings. 

But you are interested mainly in 
the residential zone. If your town has 
an early or badly drawn ordinance. 
this may be all one district, limiting 
buildings and land to residential uses

To have a share in developing a 
child’s literary taste is a joy and 
a high responsibility.

The cheap and the shoddy, 
the worthless and the meretricious, 
the comics and the other temporary 
fads will be all too available out- 
side the home.

Even though many parents today 
are sincerely concerned about their 
children’s literary development, the 
mere fact that they are parents 
does not automatically qualify them 
as arbiters of the child’s reading 
selections.

with presents, no barley candy 
trampled into the rug. 

No, Stan wouldn’t be cold—not 
in New Guinea. Hugh might be. 
Christmas must be cold in the 
Aleutians. This Christmas. Not the 
one when Hugh got his delivery 
truck almost twenty years ago. 


This Christmas was still three 
days ahead. The things that had 
glided out of Mrs. Appleyard’s lap 
when she got up were her folder of 
ration books, a pad and a pencil. 
She picked them up and read over 
what she had written for her 1943 
Christmas menu, 

“No soup. Hors d’oeuvres at the 
table while I serve chickens. Or I 
might get a steak. Mushrooms 
some way according to which I get. 
Spoon bread. Lots of relishes from 
last summer, Mince pie. (Lucky I 
made that green tomato mince- 
meat.) Ice cream for Moppet if I 
can get it, or else orange jelly. 
Fruit. Nuts. Raisins. Crackers. 
Cheese.” 

Of course, she didn’t get the 
steak. That, too, was a dream. The 
actual menu turned out to be: 

Hors d’oeuvres Sherry 
Broilers, baked with Sliced 
Pineapple and Bacon 
Spoon Bread Mushrooms in Cream 
Acorn Squash 
Red Pepper Relish 
Watermelon Pickle 


Mince Pie Vanilla Ice Cream 
Nuts Raisins Pears 
Cheese 
Sally said afterwards, “If you 


keep improving, dear Mrs. Apple- 
yard, you'll be quite a good cook 
some day. Honestly that was the 
best dinner!” 

“Tl have the dream one after 
the war,” said Mrs. Appleyard. 

For the baked broilers she gets 
that weigh nearly four 
pounds apiece and has them cut 
into four pieces. She uses only the 
white pieces, saving the dark ones 
for another day. She says this pre- 
vents anyone saying, “I really like 
a second joint just as well”— 
which is not necessarily so. 

She browns the chickens first in 
a frying pan in fat saved from the 
last fowl she had, puts them in a 


some 


roasting pan, puts the pineapple 
around them, adds a very little of 
the pineapple juice, and the fat left 
in the frying pan. She covers the 
chicken and lets it cook rather 
slowly in a 375° F. oven for 
forty minutes, basting occasionally. 
Then she uncovers the roaster, 
lays a strip of bacon on each piece 
of chicken and lets it cook until 
they are tender and brown, the 
bacon crisp, and the pineapple is 
golden brown. This should take 
about fifteen minutes. The heat may 
need to be raised to about 425° F. 
She serves them with the pine- 
apple slices arranged around the 
platter with the holes in the pine- 
apple filled with raspberry and 
currant jelly, and the juice in the 
pan poured over the chicken. 


For the mushrooms in cream she 
uses medium-size mushrooms, al- 
lowing a quarter of a pound for 
each person. She puts them tops 
down into a lightly-greased glass 
casserole with a cover. She heats 
light cream—a cup for each pound 
of mushrooms—with a teaspoonful 
of grated onion, scrap of bay leaf, 
a pinch of nutmeg, and half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, and pours it over 
the mushrooms, covers the dish, 
and bakes the mushrooms covered 
for half an hour. She says they 
don’t need to be on toast at a 
meal where you serve spoon bread, 
but when you do make toast for 
them to use thin rounds of French 
bread lightly toasted and buttered. 
Whether on toast or without it, they 
are improved by the addition of a 
teaspoonful of sherry just before 
they are served.

There is a trend in modern sub- 
division practice which is worth 
noting here. Formerly it was held 
desirable to plat all sites in a 
given subdivision to a fairly uni- 
form size—then to seek purchasers 
or residents who fall within certain 
fairly definite income brackets. It 
was thought that such procedure 
made for more congenial neigh- 
bors. But it doesn’t always work 
out that way. Just how good a 
neighbor a man or his wife or his 
children will make does not de- 
pend upon the size of his income. 
Culture and civic alertness are far 
more dependable measuring sticks.

If almonds still have their skins 
on, blanch them by placing in boil- 
ing water until the skins slip off 
easily. Don’t leave too long, or 
they ll be water-soaked. 

For a pound of almonds, you'll 
need about two tablespoons of oil, 
(olive oil produces the most de- 
licious results, but any vegetable 
oil is satisfactory). Butter is a 
good bet, too, but why bring that up? 


Peanuts are much less expensive 
than almonds for gift-giving and 
are unbelievably good when home- 
salted. The procedure is exactly 
the same. We’ve often taken com- 
mercially salted peanuts, after 
they’ve lost their original crisp- 
ness, added oil to them and re- 
roasted them. Our guests have al- 
ways thought them span-fresh. 

Another thought: if you’ve an 
extra supply of sugar, spiced nuts 
are fun to make and very Christ- 
masy. Boil a cup of sugar and 14 
cup of water until the syrup hard- 
ens when tried in water.

Then add 2 
cups of walnut meats and 1 tea- 
spoon of vanilla.
